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Location  and  Historical  Sketch 

Biddle  University  was  founded  in  1867,  and  is  located  at 
Charlotte,  N.  C.  The  Institution  is  named  in  memory  of  the 
late  Maj.  Henry  J.  Biddle,  of  Philadelphia,  whose  widow,  Mrs. 
M.  D.  Biddle,  was  one  of  its  most  liberal  supporters.  It  is 
chartered  by  the  legislature  of  the  State,  and  is  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United  States  of 
America. 

It  stands  at  the  radiating  point  of  seven  railroads,  in  the 
midst  of  a  dense  and  comparatively-intelligent  colored  popula- 
tion, and  occupies  a  site  of  seventy  acres,  within  the  city  limits. 

It  is  situated  in  the  heart  of  the  South  Atlantic  region, 
which  contains  the  two  synods  of  Atlantic  and  Catawba,  hav- 
ing 319  colored  churches,  213  ministers,  scores  of  young  men 
in  preparation  for  the  ministry,  with  a  large  number  of  schools 
and  academies  under  their  care.  These  schools  and  churches 
must  be  furnished  with  intelligent  Christian  teachers  and 
preachers,  who  must  be  largely  educated  on  the  field,  and  in 
contact  with  the  people  among  whom  they  are  to  labor.  Such 
training  is  given  here  at  less  expense  than  it  could  be  else- 
where; the  student  has  the  best  opportunity  for  a  Christian 
education,  together  with  the  refining  influences  of  a  Christian 
home ;  and  he  is  kept  at  the  same  time  in  contact  and  sympathy 
with  the  people.

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Requirements  for  Admission 

This  school  is  open  to  young  men  of  all  denominations. 
Candidates  for  admission  must  produce  evidence  that  they 
are  members  in  good  and  regular  standing  in  some  evangelical 
church,  that  they  possess  competent  talent,  and  that  they  have 
been  regularly  graduated  at  some  College  or  University,  or  in 
some  way  they  have  received  an  equivalent  for  the  training  of 
a  College  course.  Applicants  for  admission  to  an  advanced 
standing  must  present  a  dismission  from  some  other  Theologi- 
cal Seminary,  or  be  prepared  for  examination  on  the  subjects 
which  have  been  pursued  by  the  class  which  they  desire  to 
enter. 

When  a  student  who  has  been  a  member  of  any  other 
theological  school  seeks  admission  into  this,  he  must  produce 
certificate  of  good  standing  and  orderly  dismission  ere  he  can 
be  received. 

In  exceptional  cases,  promising  young  men  who  have  not 
had  the  benefit  of  a  full  College  course  will  be  received,  and 
will  be  allowed  to  pursue  an  elective  course.

Forward  Mission  Study  1 
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While   Hebrew  is   not  taught  in  the   Senior   Class  in   the   regular 
course,  yet  in  special  cases  it  may  be  taught  as  an  elective. 


Description  of  Course 

HEBREW 
Dr.  McCrorey 

2.  Junior  Class.  Hebrew  begun.  Recitation  five  times 
a  week  throughout  the  year.  Text-books :  Harper's  Elements 
of  Hebrew.  Harper's  Introductory  Hebrew  Method  and 
Manual.  Special  emphasis  is  laid  on  the  acquisition  of  a 
vocabulary.  The  inflection  of  the  language  and  several  hun- 
dred of  the  commonest  words  are  memorized.  There  is  a 
daily  drill  in  reciprocal  oral  translation  and  in  writing  Hebrew. 

3.  Middle  Class.  Reading  from  the  Historical  and 
Prophetical  Books  twice  a  week  throughout  the  year.  Text- 
books :  Hebrew  Bible.  Harper's  Hebrew  Syntax.  Driver's 
Hebrew  Tenses.  Special  attention  will  be  given  to  the  Syntax, 
to  enlarge  the  vocabulary,  and  rapid  reading. 

4.  Senior  Class.  (Elective.)  Reading  at  sight  from  the 
Historical  Books,  Exegesis  of  Hebrew  Prophecy,  and  Poetry, 
twice  a  week  throughout  the  year. 

GREEK 
Dr.  Russell 

1.  A  course  upon  New  Testament  Introduction,  Criticism, 
and  Theology,  once  a  week  throughout  the  year. 

(a)  Junior  Class  will  read  the  remaining  three  gospels 
with  reference  to  the  Harmony,  and  also  to  the  distinctive 
character  of  each  of  the  four  gospels,  three  times  a  week 
throughout  the  year. 

(b)  Middle  Class  will  read  Ephesians  with  Exegesis  twice 
a  week  throughout  the  year.  The  other  epistles  of  the 
captivity — Phillippians,    Colossians,    and    Philemon — will    be 
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assigned  for  private  reading.  A  summary  of  their  contents 
will  be  considered  in  the  class-room,  and  they  will  be  required 
in  the  examination. 

(c)  Senior  Class  will  read  Romans  with  Exegesis  twice 
a  week  throughout  the  year.  The  other  Epistles  of  the  Third 
Missionary  Journey — I.  Corinthians,  II.  Corinthians,  and 
Galatians — will  be  assigned  for  private  reading.  Their  scope 
and  contents  will  be  discussed  in  the  school-room,  and  they 
will  be  required  in  the  examination. 

SYSTEMATIC  THEOLOGY 
Dr.  Partee 

In  this  department,  the  purpose  is  to  have  each  student 
read,  during  his  course,  some  standard  work  on  Systematic 
Theology,  and  in  addition  to  this  read  some  authority  on 
Theism. 

This  course  of  reading  will  be  made  the  subject  of  the 
most  thorough  examination  and  free  discussion,  and  will  be 
supplemented  by  every  available  means  which  is  likely  to 
encourage  and  stimulate  the  student  in  his  search  for  truth, 
and  in  preparation  for  its  defense. 

Systematic  Theology  is  begun  in  the  second  term  of  the 
Junior  year,  and  completed  in  the  Senior  year.  The  doctrines 
of  Theology  are  presented  didactically,  historically,  and  prob- 
lematically. The  order  of  topics  pursued  is:  The  nature, 
forms,  and  sources  of  theology ;  the  being  of  God,  His  nature 
and  attributes:  Trinity;  the  Divinity  of  Christ;  the  holy 
nature,  necessity,  perfection,  and  extent  of  atonement;  His 
kingdom;  His  humiliation  and  exaltation;  vocation;  regenera- 
tion ;  faith ;  justification;  sanctification ;  the  law  of  God;  escha- 
tology ;  the  sacraments. 

HOMTLETICS 

Dr.  Jones 

The  work  of  this  department  is  carried  on  throughout  the 
Seminary  course.    In  the  Junior  and  Middle  years,  a  text-book 
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on  the  "Preparation  and  Delivery  of  Sermons"  is  read.  This 
is  supplemented  by  exercises  in  the  analysis  of  sermons,  and 
preaching  before  the  professors  and  students  of  the  Univer- 
sity weekly. 

In  the  Middle  and  Senior  Classes  much  attention  is  given 
to  the  preparation  and  criticism  of  Sermon  plans  and  extem- 
pore preaching. 

CHRISTIAN   EVIDENCES 

Dr.  Partee 

By  means  of  text-books  and  discussions,  the  student  is  aided 
in  verifying  the  Biblical  proofs  of  doctrine  and  Christian  truth 
as  represented  in  the  symbols  of  the  Church,  and  he  is  thus 
trained  to  express  with  facility  and  clearness  the  revealed  will 
of  God. 

PASTORAL  THEOLOGY 

Dr.  Partee 

The  treatment  of  this  subject  is  confined  to  the  third  year 
of  the  course.  It  is  designed  that  each  student  shall  become 
thoroughly  acquainted  with  the  best  method  of  applying  the 
message  of  salvation  to  the  hearts  and  lives  of  men.  Lectures 
are  given,  accompanied  by  the  use  of  text-books. 

The  course  includes  the  importance  of  ministerial  piety, 
proper  habits  of  study,  skill  and  ability  in  the  various  branches 
of  church  work,  the  pastor's  duty  and  relation  to  the  various 
courts  of  the  church,  and  the  various  private  and  public  duties 
pertaining  to  his  office. 

CHURCH   GOVERNMENT 
Dr.  Partee 

Four  lectures  on  the  general  subject  are  given  to  the  Junior 
Class. 

In  the  Middle  Year,  the  Form  of  Government  with  proof 
texts  is  taken  up  and  pursued  through  one  term,  and  a  minute 
comparison  with  other  forms  of  church  polity  is  made. 
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In  the  Middle  and  Senior  Years,  the  Book  of  Discipline  is 
used  as  text-book,  accompanied  by  lectures. 

BIBLICAL  HISTORY 

Dr.  Partee 

Since  sacred  history  is  of  vital  importance  as  a  part  of  a 
thorough  Theological  Education,  the  subject  is  pursued 
through  the  entire  three-years'  course. 

Biblical  History  is  studied  by  the  Junior  Class,  with  the 
English  version  of  the  Old  Testament  as  a  text-book,  and 
Smith's  Old  Testament  History  as  a  guide,  and  is  taught  by 
lectures  and  constant  reference  to  the  typical  and  preparatory 
nature  of  the  Old  Testament.  The  connection  between  sacred 
and  profane  history  is  pointed  out,  and  attention  given  to 
Archeology,  Geography,  and  Chronology. 

ECCLESIASTICAL  HISTORY 

Dr.  Jones 

This  subject  is  taken  up  by  the  Middle  Class,  and  taught 
by  lectures,  with  text-books,  covering  the  period  from  Apos- 
tolic times  to  the  Reformation — sixteenth  century. 

The  Senior  Class  continues  the  subject  from  the  Reforma- 
tion to  the  present  time,  devoting  the  second  term  to  the  His- 
tory of  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  the  United  States. 

During  each  year  a  carefully  prepared  thesis,  having  for 
its  subject  some  leading  personage,  epoch,  or  phase,  etc.,  from 
sacred  history,  is  required  from  each  student. 

ENGLISH    BIBLE 
Dr.  Partee 

One  may  know  a  great  deal  about  the  Bible,  and  yet  be 
unfamiliar  with  the  Book  itself. 

The  design  of  this  course  is  to  secure  to  the  students  inti- 
mate first-hand  knowledge  of  the  Scriptures. 

To  this  end  the  Bible  itself  is  the  text-book.

CHRISTIAN   SOCIOLOGY 
Dr.  McCrorey 

One  hour  per  week  throughout  the  Senior  year  is  devoted 
to  the  study  of  Church  and  Social  questions, 

Instruction  is  given  partly  by  use  of  text-books  and  partly 
by  lectures;  the  aim  being  to  treat  the  subject  in  a  practical 
manner. 

FORWARD  MISSION  STUDY 
Dr.  Partee 

This  study  is  pursued  once  a  week  throughout  the  course ; 
and  its  purpose  is  that  the  student  may  gain  a  knowledge  of 
the  countries  where  missions  are  to  be  established  and  main- 
tained, and  of  the  people  of  those  countries,  their  forms  of 
government,  racial  peculiarities,  religious  beliefs,  and  degree 
of  intelligence;  also  their  environments,  difficulties,  discour- 
agements, and  needs. 

Such  knowledge  broadens  the  vision,  increases  giving,  and 
leads  to  a  higher  life  of  service. 

GRADE    REQUIREMENTS    FOR    PROMOTION    AND 
GRADUATION 

A  grade  of  sixty-five  per  cent,  is  required  in  a  single  study 
for  each  term,  and  a  general  yearly  average  of  seventy-five 
per  cent,  is  required  for  promotion  and  for  graduation.  Each 
student  attaining  an  average  of  ninety  per  cent,  for  the  entire 
full  course  is  granted  the  Degree  of  S.  T.  B. 

FURTHER  INFORMATION 

Period  of  Study — The  regular  course  of  study,  as  in  other 
Seminaries  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  covers  a  period  of 
three  years. 

Practical  Work — The  practical  work  of  the  ministry  is 
joined  with  work  of  preparation,  as  the  theological  students 
have  opportunities  of  laboring  as  supplies  in  the  neighboring 
churches,  during  vacation  and  in  term  time. 
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With  the  facilities  at  hand,  special  and  successful  efforts 
are  made  to  aid  students  in  obtaining  vacation  employment 
along  the  lines  of  their  future  work  as  teachers  and  preachers 
among  the  people. 

Rules  and  Regulations — Except  in  a  few  particulars,  the 
students  of  the  School  of  Theology  are  not  subject  to  rules 
and  regulations  which  govern  those  of  the  other  schools  of 
the  University. 

Rooms — The  rooms  in  McNamee  Hall  are  reserved  for 
candidates  for  the  ministry.  Each  of  these  rooms  is  furnished 
with  a  bedstead,  mattress,  pillows,  bureau,  washstand,  chairs, 
looking  glass,  etc.,  and  is  heated  by  steam. 

Expenses — There  is  no  charge  for  tuition  or  room  rent. 

There  is  a  charge  of  eight  dollars  per  month  for  board,  in 
connection  with  the  boarding  department,  where  all  the  stu- 
dents living  on  the  grounds  are  required  to  board;  the  theo- 
logical students,  however,  are  provided  with  separate  dining- 
room.  The  fee  of  eight  dollars  per  month  covers  also  expenses 
of  fuel,  light,  and  washing  of  towels  and  bed-clothing. 

Examinations — The  semi-annual  examinations  will  be  con- 
ducted during  the  last  week  in  January  and  the  last  week  in 
May.  The  examination  will  be  oral  and  written.  Each  stu- 
dent is  required  to  take  these  examinations,  and  if  by  sickness 
or  absence  one  fails  to  take  them  he  must  submit  to  an  exami- 
nation with  a  corresponding  class  in  a  subsequent  year.

Requirements  for  Admission 

Freshman  Class — Fifteen  units  of  secondary  work  are 
required  for  entrance,  without  condition,  into  the  Freshman 
Class. 

Students  presenting  thirteen  units  will  be  entered  con- 
ditionally, with  the  understanding  that  the  two  units  lacking 
will  be  made  up  by  the  end  of  the  Sophomore  year. 

A  unit  in  any  subject  represents  a  year's  study,  constitut- 
ing approximately  a  quarter  of  a  full  year's  work  in  a  second- 
ary school. 

This  statement  is  designed  to  afford  a  standard  of  meas- 
urement for  the  work  done  in  secondary  schools.  It  takes  the 
four-year  high  school  course  as  a  basis,  and  assumes  that  the 
length  of  the  school  year  is  from  thirty-six  to  forty  weeks, 
that  a  period  is  from  forty  to  sixty  minutes  in  length,  and  that 
the  study  is  pursued  for  four  or  five  periods  a  week ;  but,  under 
ordinary  circumstances,  a  satisfactory  year's  work  in  any 
subject  cannot  be  accomplished  in  less  than  one  hundred  and 
twenty  sixty-minute  periods,  or  their  equivalent.  Schools 
organized  on  any  other  than  a  four-year  basis  can,  neverthe- 
less, estimate  their  work  in  terms  of  this  unit. 

Of  the  fifteen  units  necessary  for  entrance,  eleven  are 
required,  as  follows:

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Graduates  of  the  Normal  and  Preparatory  School  of  Biddle 
University  and  affiiliated  schools  are  admitted  to  the  Fresh- 
man Class  on  certificate. 

Other  students  making  application  for  admission  to  the 
Freshman  Class  will  be  required  to  conform  strictly  to  the 
entrance  requirements,  and  will  be  admitted  to  the  class  by 
sustaining  their  examinations  in  the  subjects  mentioned  in  the 
requirements. 

Advanced  Standing — All  candidates  seeking  admission  to 
advanced  standing  should  be  prepared  for  thorough  tests  in 
the  subjects  taught  in  the  class  next  below  the  one  they  may 
desire  to  enter. 

Special  Students — Mature  persons  of  good  character,  who 
desire  to  pursue  some  special  subjects,  and  who  have  had 
requisite  preliminary  training,  are  allowed  to  enter  the  various 
courses  of  study  in  Biddle  University  without  becoming  can- 
didates for  degrees. 

Special  students  are  subject  to  the  same  regulations  regard- 
ing attendance  and  examinations  as  candidates  for  degrees. 

Description  of  Requirements  for  Admission 

ENGLISH    (3  units) 

The  preparation  in  English  has  two  main  objects:  (a)  command 
of  correct  English,  spoken  and  written,  (b)  ability  to  read  with 
accuracy,  intelligence,  and  appreciation. 

The  first  object  requires  instruction  in  grammar  and  composition. 
English  grammar  should  ordinarily  be  reviewed  in  the  secondary 
school ;  and  correct  spelling  and  grammatical  accuracy  should  be 
rigorously  exacted  in  connection  with  all  written  work  during  the  four 
years.  The  principles  governing  punctuation,  diction,  paragraphs,  and 
the  whole  composition  should  be  carefully  studied ;  and  practice  in 
composition,  oral  as  well  as  written,  should  extend  throughout  the 
secondary  school  period.  Written  exercises  may  well  comprise  narra- 
tion, description,  and  easy  exposition  and  argument  based  upon  simple 
outlines.  It  is  advisable  that  subjects  for  this  work  be  taken  from  the 
student's  personal  experience,  general  knowledge,  and  studies  other 
than  English,  as  well  as  from  his  reading  in  literature.  Finally,  special 
instruction  in  language  and  composition  should  be  accompanied  by  con- 
certed effort  of  teachers  in  all  branches  to  cultivate  in  the  student  the 
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habit  of  using  good  English  in  his  recitations  and  various   exercises, 
whether  oral  or  written. 

In  pursuit  of  the  second  object,  the  student  is  required  to  read 
certain  books  chosen  from  two  lists,  headed  respectively  Reading  and 
Study. 

In  connection  with  both  lists  the  student  should  develop  the  habit 
of  reading  aloud,  and  should  be  encouraged  to  commit  to  memory 
some  of  the  more  notable  passages  in  verse  and  also  prose. 

In  order  that  he  may  better  appreciate  the  merits  of  literature,  he 
is  further  advised  to  make  a  study  of  the  most  important  facts  in  the 
lives  of  the  authors  whose  works  he  reads,  and  to  determine  their 
place  in  literary  history. 

Reading 

The  aim  of  this  part  of  the  requirement  is  to  foster  in  the  student 
the  habit  of  intelligent  reading,  and  to  develop  a  taste  for  good  lit- 
erature. He  should  read  the  books  carefully,  but  his  attention  should 
not  be  so  fixed  upon  details  that  he  fails  to  appreciate  the  main  purpose 
and  the  charm  of  what  he  reads. 

With  a  view  to  large  freedom  of  choice,  the  books  provided  for 
reading  are  arranged  in  the  following  groups,  from  each  of  which  at 
least  two  selections  are  to  be  made,  except  as  otherwise  provided  under 
Group  I. 

Group  I.  Classics  in  Translation.  The  Old  Testament,  comprising  at 
least  the  chief  narrative  episodes  in  Genesis,  Exodus,  Joshua,  Judges, 
Samuel,  Kings,  and  Daniel,  together  with  the  books  of  Ruth  and 
Esther. 

For  any  selection  from  this  group,  a  selection  from  any  other 
group  may  be  substituted. 

Group  II.  Drama.  Shakespeare :  A  Midsummer  Night's  Dream,  The 
Merchant  of  Venice,  As  You  Like  It,  Twelfth  Night,  The  Tempest, 
Romeo  and  Juliet,  King  John,  Richard  the  Second,  Richard  the  Third, 
Henry  the  Fifth,  Coriolanus,  Julius  Caesar*  Macbeth*  Hamlet* 

Group  III.  Prose  Fiction.  Malory:  Morte  d' Arthur  (about  100 
pages);  Bunyan:  Pilgrim's  Progress,  Part  I;  Swift:  Gulliver's 
Travels  (voyages  to  Lilliput  and  Brobdingnag)  ;  Defoe :  Robinson 
Crusoe,  Part  I ;  Goldsmith :  The  Vicar  of  Wakefield;  Frances 
Burney:  Evelina;  Scott's  Novels,  any  one;  Jane  Austen's  Novels, 
any  one;  Maria  Edgeworth :  Castle  Rackrent  or  The  Absentee;

Spectator  (about  200  pages)  ;  Boswell :  Selections  from  the  Life  of 
Johnson  (about  200  pages)  ;  Franklin:  Autobiography ;  Irving:  Selec- 
tions from  the  Sketch  Book  (about  200  pages),  or  Life  of  Gold- 
smith; Southey :  Life  of  Nelson;  Lamb:  Selections  from  the  Essays 
of  Blia  (about  100  pages);  Lockhart :  Selections  from  the  Life  of 
Scott  (about  200  pages);  Thackeray:  Lectures  on  Swift,  Addison, 
and  Steele  in  the  English  Humorists;  Macaulay :  Any  one  of  the 
following  essays:  Lord  Clive,  Warren  Hastings,  Milton,  Addison, 
Goldsmith,  Frederic  the  Great,  Madame  d'  Arblay;  Trevelyan :  Selec- 
tions from  the  Life  of  Macaulay  (about  200  pages)  ;  Ruskin :  Sesame 
and  Lilies,  or  selections  (about  150  pages)  ;  Dana:  Two  Years  before 
the  Mast;  Lincoln :  Selections,  including  at  least  the  two  Inaugurals, 
the  Speeches  in  Independence  Hall  and  at  Gettysburg,  the  Last 
Public  Address,  the  Letter  to  Horace  Greeley,  together  with  a  brief 
memoir  or  estimate  of  Lincoln;  Parkman :  The  Oregon  Trail; 
Thoreau:  Walden;  Lowell:  Selected  Essays  (about  150  pages; 
Holmes:  The  Autocrat  of  the  Breakfast  Table;  Stevenson:  An  Inland 
Voyage,  and  Travels  with  a  Donkey;  Huxley:  Autobiography,  and 
selections  from  Lay  Sermons,  including  the  address  on  Improving 
Natural  Knowledge,  A  Liberal  Education,  and  A  Piece  of  Chalk;  a 
collection  of  Essays  by  Bacon,  Lamb,  De  Quincey,  Hazlitt,  Emerson, 
and  later  writers;  a  collection  of  Letters  by  various  standard 
writers. 

Group  V.  Poetry.  Palgrave:  Golden  Treasury  (First  Series),  Books 
II  and  III,  with  special  attention  to  Dryden,  Collins,  Gray,  Cowper, 
and  Burns;  Palgrave:  Golden  Treasury  (First  Series),  Book  IV, 
with  special  attention  to  Wordsworth,  Keats,  and  Shelley  (if  not 
chosen  under  Study)  ;  Goldsmith :  The  Traveler,  and  The  Deserted 
Village;  Pope:  The  Rape  of  the  Lock;  a  collection  of  English  and 
Scottish  ballads,  as,  for  example,  some  Robin  Hood  ballads,  The 
Battle  of  Otterburn,  King  Estmere,  Young  Beichan,  Bewick  and 
Grahame,  Sir  Patrick  Spens,  and  a  selection  from  later  ballads ; 
Coleridge:  The  Ancient  Mariner,  Christabel,  and  Kubla  Khan; 
Byron :  Childe  Harold,  Canto  III  or  IV,  and  The  Prisoner  of 
Chilian;  Scott:  The  Lady  of  the  Lake  or  Marmion;  Macaulay:  The 
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Lays  of  Ancient  Rome,  The  Battle  of  Naseby,  The  Armada,  Ivry; 
Tennyson :  The  Princess,  or  Gareth  and  Lynette,  Lancelot  and 
Elaine,  and  The  Passing  of  Arthur;  Browning:  Cavalier  Tunes,  The 
Lost  Leader,  How  They  Brought  the  Good  News  from  Ghent  to 
Aix,  Home  Thoughts  from  Abroad,  Home  Thoughts  from  the  Sea, 
An  Incident  of  the  French  Camp,  Herve  Kiel  Pheidippides,  My  Last 
Duchess,  Up  at  a  Villa — Down  in  the  City,  The  Italian  in  England, 
The  Patriot,  The  Pied  Piper,  "De  Gustibus}> — ,  Instans  Tyrannus; 
Arnold:  Sohrab  and  Rustum  and  The  Forsaken  Merman;  selections 
from  American  poetry,  with  especial  attention  to  Poe,  Lowell,  Long- 
fellow, and  Whittier. 

STUDY 

This  part  of  the  requirement  is  intended  as  a  natural  and  logical 
continuation  of  the  student's  earlier  reading.  Special  emphasis  is  laid 
upon  form  and  style,  the  exact  meaning  of  words  and  phrases,  and  the 
understanding  of  allusion.  For  this  close  reading,  the  books  are 
arranged  in  four  groups,  from  each  of  which  one  selection  is  to  be 
made. 

Group  I,  Drama — Shakespeare:  Julius  Caesar,  Macbeth,  and 
Hamlet. 

Group  II,  Poetry — Milton:  LAllegro,  II  Penseroso,  and  either 
Comus  or  Lycidas;  Tennyson:  The  Coming  of  Arthur,  The  Holy  Grail, 
and  The  Passing  of  Arthur.  Wordsworth,  Keats,  and  Shelley,  in  Book 
IV  of  Palgrave's  Golden   Treasury    (First    Series). 

Group  III,  Oratory — Burke:  Speech  on  Conciliation  with 
America;  Macaulay :  Speech  on  Copyright;  Lincoln:  Speech  at  Cooper 
Union;  Washington:  Farewell  Address;  and  Webster:  First  Bunker 
Hill  Oration. 

Group  IV,  Essays — CarlylE:  Essay  on  Burns,  with  a  selection 
from  Burns'  Poems:  Macaulay:  Life  of  Johnson;  Emerson:  Essay  on 
Manners. 

The  foregoing  definition  of  entrance  requirements  in  English  is  the 
same  as  that  of  the  College  Entrance  Examination  Board. 

LATIN   (2J4  units) 

Elementary  Latin.  To  gain  credit  of  2l/2  units  on  this  part  of  the 
requirements,  the  pupil  should  do  work  in  amount  not  less  than  Caesar's 
Gallic  War,  Books  I-IV;  Cicero,  the  Oration  against  Catiline,  for  the 
Manilian  Law,  and  for  Archias ;  Nepos   (Lives),  and  Sallust. 

GREEK    (Elementary   Greek,   V/2   units) 

The  requirement  in  Elementary  Greek  includes:  (1)  Xenophon's 
Anabasis,  Books  I-IV,  wkh  attention  not  only  to  language,  but  to  sub- 
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ject-matter  as  well;  (2)  grammar,  including  a  familiar  knowledge  of 
inflection,  word-formation,  and  ordinary  syntax.  This  will  be  tested  by: 
(a)  questions  on  a  passage  from  the  Anabasis;  (b)  translation  into 
Greek,  with  accents,  of  simple  English  sentences. 

This  requirement  is  the  same  as  that  of  the  College  Entrance 
Examination  Board  in  Greek  a  (i  and  ii),  b,  and  g. 

I.    ELEMENTARY  ALGEBRA  (one  and  one-half  units) 

The  requirement  in  Algebra  covers  the  work  through  equations  of 
the  second  degree,  including  the  following  subjects:  the  four  funda- 
mental operations  for  rational  algebraic  expressions ;  factoring,  deter- 
mination of  highest  common  factor  and  lowest  common  multiple  by 
factoring;  fractions,  including  complex  fractions,  and  ratio  and  pro- 
portion; linear  equations,  both  numerical  and  literal,  containing  one  or 
more  unknown  quantities ;  problems  depending  on  linear  equations ; 
radicals,  including  the  extraction  of  the  square  root  of  polynomials 
and  of  numbers ;  exponents,  including  the  fractional  and  negative ; 
quadratic  equations,  both  numerical  and  literal;  simple  cases  of  equa- 
tions with  one  or  more  unknown  qualities,  that  can  be  solved  by  the 
methods  of  linear  or  quadratic  equations ;  the  binomial  theorem  for 
positive  integral  exponents;  the  formulae  for  the  nth  term,  and  the  sum 
of  the  terms  of  arithmetical  and  geometric  progressions,  with  applica- 
tions. 

It  is  assumed  that  pupils  will  be  required  throughout  the  course  to 
solve  numerous  problems  which  involve  putting  questions  into  equa- 
tions. Some  of  these  problems  should  be  chosen  from  mensuration,  from 
physics,  and  from  commercial  life.  The  use  of  graphical  methods  and 
illustrations,  particularly  in  connection  with  the  solution  of  equations, 
is  also  expected. 

This  requirement  is  the  same  as  that  of  the  College  Entrance 
Examination  Board  in  Mathematics  a  (i  and  ii). 

PLANE  GEOMETRY  (one  unit) 
The  requirement  in  Plane  Geometry  includes  the  usual  theorems 
and  constructions  of  good  text-books,  including  the  general  properties 
of  plane  rectilinear  figures ;  the  circle  and  the  measurement  of  angles ; 
similar  polygons;  areas;  regular  polygons  and  the  measurement  of  the 
circle;  the  solution  of  numerous  original  exercises,  including  loci  prob- 
lems ;  applications  to  the  mensuration  of  lines  and  plane  surfaces. 

Teachers  of  Geometry  should  lay  stress  on  accuracy  of  statement 
and  elegance  of  form  as  well  as  on  clear  and  strict  reasoning.  Mere 
memorizing  should  be  avoided.  Special  care  should  be  taken  that  in 
the  proof  of  a  proposition  no  lines  be  drawn  unless  their  construction 
is  proved  to  be  possible. 
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This  requirement  is  the  same  as  that  of  the  College  Entrance 
Examination  Board  in  Mathematics  c. 

HISTORY,  Ancient  History   (one  unit) 

Special  attention  to  Greek  and  Roman  history,  but  including  also 
a  short  introductory  study  of  the  more  ancient  nations  and  the  chief 
events  of  the  early  Middle  Ages,  down  to  the  death  of  Charlemagne 
(814). 
MEDIEVAL  AND  MODERN  EUROPEAN  HISTORY    (one  unit) 

From  the  death  of  Charlemagne  to  the  present  time. 
ENGLISH  HISTORY   (one  unit) 
AMERICAN  HISTORY  AND  CIVIL  GOVERNMENT   (one  unit) 

The  examinations  in  history  will  be  so  framed  as  to  require  com- 
parison and  judgment  on  the  pupil's  part  rather  than  mere  memory. 
The  examinations  will  presuppose  the  use  of  good  text-books,  at  least 
six  hundred  duodecimo  pages  of  collateral  reading,  and  practice  in 
written  work.  Historical  novels,  plays,  or  poems  will  not  be  accepted 
in  fulfillment  of  the  requirement  of  collateral  reading.  The  methods  of 
instruction  which  the  examinations  in  History  and  Civil  Government 
presuppose  are  substantially  identical  with  those  set  forth  in  A  History 
Syllabus  for  Secondary  Schools  (D.  C.  Heath  &  Co.)  ;  and  the  refer- 
ences for  collateral  reading  given  in  that  manual  may  be  taken  as 
indications  of  the  kind  of  collateral  reading  that  should  be  done. 

These  requirements  are  the  same  as  those  of  the  College  Entrance 
Examination  Board  in  History,  a,  b,  c,  d. 

PHYSICS    (one-half    unit) 

Preparation  in  Physics  should  include:  (1)  The  study  of  one 
standard  text-book,  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  a  connected  and  com- 
prehensive view  of  the  subject.  The  student  should  be  given  oppor- 
tunity and  encouragement  to  consult  other  scientific  literature. 
(2)  Instruction  by  lecture  table  demonstrations,  to  be  used  mainly  for 
illustration  of  the  facts  and  phenomena  of  physics  in  their  qualitative 
aspects  and  in  their  practical  applications.  (3)  Individual  laboratory 
work,  consisting  of  experiments  requiring  at  least  the  time  of  thirty 
double  periods.  The  experiments  performed  by  each  student  should 
number  at  least  thirty.  The  work  should  be  so  distributed  as  to  give  a 
wide  range  of  observation  and  practice.  The  aim  of  laboratory  work 
should  be  to  supplement  the  pupil's  fund  of  concrete  knowledge  and  to 
cultivate  his  power  of  accurate  observation  and  clearness  of  thought 
and  expression.    The  exercises  should  be  chosen  with  a  view  to  furnish- 
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ing  forceful  illustrations  of  fundamental  principles  and  their  practical 
applications.  They  should  be  such  as  yield  results  capable  of  ready 
interpretation,  obviously  in  conformity  with  theory,  and  free  from  the 
disguise  of  unintelligible  units.  Slovenly  work  should  not  be  tolerated, 
and  the  effort  for  precision  should  not  lead  to  the  use  of  apparatus  or 
processes  so  complicated  as  to  obscure  the  principle  involved. 

SOLID  GEOMETRY  (one-half  unit) 
The  requirement  in  Solid  Geometry  covers  the  usual  theorems  and 
constructions  of  good  text-books,  including  the  relations  of  planes  and 
lines  in  space;  the  properties  and  measurements  of  prisms,  pyramids, 
cylinders,  and  cones ;  the  sphere  and  the  spherical  triangle ;  the  solu- 
tion of  numerous  original  exercises,  including  loci  problems ;  applica- 
tions to  the  mensuration  of  surfaces  and  solids. 

This  requirement  is  the  same  as  that  of  the  College  Entrance 
Examination  Board  in  Mathematics  d. 

ADVANCED  ALGEBRA   (one-half  unit) 
This  part  of  the  requirements  will  involve  permutations  and  com- 
binations as  applied  to  simple  cases.     Complex  numbers,  also,  will  be 
employed,   with   graphical   representation   of   sums   and   differences. 

Determinants,  chiefly  of  the  second,  third,  and  fourth  orders, 
including  the  use  of  minors  and  the   solution  of  linear  equations. 

TRIGONOMETRY    (one-half  unit) 

Definitions  and  relations  of  the  six  trigonometric  functions  as 
ratios,   circular  measurement  of  angles. 

Proofs  of  principal  formulas,  in  particular  for  the  sine,  cosine,  and 
tangent  of  the  sum  and  difference  of  two  angles,  of  the  double  angle 
and  the  half  angle,  the  product  expressions  for  the  sum  or  difference  of 
two  sines  or  of  two  cosines,  etc. ;  the  transformation  of  trigonometric 
expressions  by  means  of  these  formulas. 

Solution  of  trigonometric  equations  of  a  simple  character. 

Theory  and  use  of  logarithms  (without  the  introduction  of  work 
involving  infinite   series). 

The  solution  of  right  and  oblique  triangles,  and  practical  applica- 
t  on,  including  the  solution  of  right  spherical  triangles. 

BOTANY   (one-half  unit) 

Since  the  year's  course  is  to  be  counted  as  one  unit,  it  should 
include,  at  least,  the  general  principals  of  (i)  anatomy  and  morphology, 
(2)  physiology,  and  (3)  ecology,  along  with  the  classification  and 
natural    history   of   plant   groups 
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CHEMISTRY    (one-half   unit) 

Preparation  of  the  student  for  examination  in  this  subject  should 
include:  (1)  the  study  of,  at  least,  one  standard  text-book,  in  order 
that  the  candidate  may  get  a  comprehensive  and  connected  under- 
standing of  the  most  important  facts  and  laws  of  elementary  Chemistry ; 

(2)  individual  laboratory  work,  comprising,  at  least,  forty  exercises ; 

(3)  introduction  by  lecture-table   in  order  to   test  the  pupil's   knowl- 
edge  of  the  principles  involved  in  his   laboratory  investigations. 

PHYSIOGRAPHY    (one-half   unit) 

In  order  to  receive  credit  for  one-half  unit  in  this  subject,  the 
student  should  read  one  of  the  leading  secondary  text-books  in  Phy- 
sical Geography.  Where  practicable,  much  time  should  be  given  to 
laboratory  work.  In  the  Autumn  and  Spring,  field  trips  should  take 
the    place    of   laboratory    exercises. 

GERMAN   (one  unit) 

During  the  year,  the  work  should  comprise:  (1)  careful  drill  upon 
pronounciation ;  (2)  the  memorizing  and  frequent  repetition  of  easy 
colloquial  sentences;  (3)  drill  upon  the  rudiments  of  grammar;  that  is, 
upon  the  inflection  of  the  articles,  of  such  nouns  as  belong  to  the 
language  of  everyday  life,  of  adjectives,  pronouns,  weak  verbs,  and 
the  more  usual  strong  verbs,  also  upon  the  use  of  the  more  common 
prepositions,  the  simple  uses  of  the  modal  auxiliaries,  and  the  elementary 
rules  of  syntax  and  word-order. 

At  the  end  of  the  elementary  course,  the  pupil  should  be  able  to 
read  at  sight  and  to  translate,  if  called  upon,  by  way  of  testing  ability, 
to  read  any  passage  of  very  easy  dialog  or  narrative  prose,  help  being 
given  upon  unusual  words  and  construction,  to  put  into  German  short 
English  sentences  taken  from  the  language  of  everyday  life  or  based 
upon  the  text  given  for  translation,  and  to  answer  questions  upon  the 
rudiments  of  the  grammar  as  above  stated. 

FRENCH    (one  unit) 

Elementary  Course.  At  the  end  of  this  course  the  candidate  should 
be  able  to  pronounce  French  to  a  fair  degree  of  accuracy,  to  read  at 
sight  easy  French  prose,  to  put  into  French  simple  English  sentences 
taken  from  everyday  life  or  based  upon  a  portion  of  the  French  text 
read. 

BIBLE    (one  unit) 
The   candidate  may  receive   credit   for   one   unit   in   the   Bible  by 
pursuing  the  following  course : 
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(a)  Reading — The  chief  narrative  episodes  in  Genesis,  Exodus, 
Joshua,  Judges,  Samuel,  Kings,  and  Daniel,  together  with  the  books  of 
Ruth  and  Esther,  in  the  Old  Testament;  and,  in  the  New  Testament, 
the  Gospel  by  St.  Luke  and  the  Acts  of  the  Apostles. 

(b)  Study — Students  should  make  a  close  study  of  characters,  inci- 
dents, and  teachings  of  the  book  of  Genesis,  paying  special  attention  to 
chapters  I  and  II,  period  of  the  human  race,  and  chapters  XII  to  XXX, 
period   of   the   chosen   family. 

In  St.  Mark's  Gospel,  study  should  be  made  of  the  witness  of  John 
the  Baptist,  Christ's  Baptism,  the  Ordination  of  the  Twelve,  the  Trans- 
figuration, the  Parables,  the  Miracles,  the  Last  Supper,  the  Crucifixion 
of  Our  Lord  and  His  Resurrection. 

PHYSIOLOGY  (one-half  unit) 
The  requirements  in  this  subject  will  be  a  general  knowledge  of 
the  activities  of  living  organisms,  with  special  reference  to  the  human 
body,  and  a  general  knowledge  of  organs  of  the  human  body  and  their 
functions.  It  is  expected  that  the  applicant  will  be  thoroughly  familiar 
with  such  information  on  the  subject  as  is  contained  in  any  good 
text-book   of  elementary  physiology. 

Courses  of  Instruction 

Biddle  University  offers  two  courses  of  study  in  the  School  of 
Arts  and  Sciences — the  Classical,  and  the  Scientific.  Students  com- 
pleting the  Classical  course  satisfactorily  receive  the  degree  of  Bachelor 
of  Arts  (A.  B.)  ;  those  completing  the  Scientific  course,  that  of  Bachelor 
of  Science  (B.  S.).

Students  are  required  to  conform  to  the  prescribed  course  in  every 
particular,   unless  expressly  excused  by  the  Faculty. 


Description  of  Courses 

The  departments  of  instruction  in  the  college  are  arranged 
in  the  following  groups : 

GROUP  I 
Language  and  Literature — English,  Greek,  Latin,  and 
German. 

GROUP  II 
Philosophy,  History,  and  Social  Science — Philosophy, 
Political  Science,  Sociology,  and  History. 

GROUP  III 
Mathematics   and    Natural    Science — Physics,    Chem- 
istry, Biology,  Geology,  Mathematics,  and  Astronomy. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  ENGLISH 
Dr.  Jones 

Freshman  Class — Themes  or  orations  twice  a  week  in  the 
first  and  second  term. 

Sophomore  Class — Genung's  Rhetoric  three  times  a  week 
in  both  the  first  and  second  term. 

Junior  Class — English  Literature  two  periods  a  week  both 
terms.  The  members  of  the  class  are  required  to  deliver 
orations  in  the  chapel  preliminary  to  the  Junior  Prize  Contest. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  GREEK 
Dr.  Russell 

Composition  and  Style.  Plato:  Apology  and  Crito.  Spe- 
cial attention  is  given  to  word  study,  style  and  form,  analysis 
and  discussion. 
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Reading  Course.  Stories  from  Herodotus.  Due  considera- 
tion is  given  to  dialect  study,  words,  and  analysis.  There  is 
also  discussion  as  to  the  conflict  culminating  in  the  Greco- 
Persian  wars. 

Epic  Poetry.  Homer's  Iliad  and  Odyssey — six  books.  In 
connection  with  these  poems,  special  stress  is  put  on  the  fol- 
lowing: Pecularities  of  dialect,  scansion,  mythology,  word 
study,  and  the  manner  of  life  and  ethics  in  the  Homeric  age. 

Greek  Oratory.  Demosthenes'  On  the  Crown.  Gram- 
matical constructions  and  technical  terms  are  studied,  together 
with  the  history,  laws,  and  politics  of  Athens. 

Greek  Tragedy.  Sophocles'  Electra.  Much  time  is  devoted 
to  the  Greek  theater,  to  style,  to  prosody,  and  to  general  dis- 
cussions of  the  literature  of  the  period. 

Greek  Testament.  Special  study  is  given  to  the  Gospels, 
including  analysis,  word  study,  rapid  translation,  and  study  of 
moods  and  tenses. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  LATIN 
Dr.   Martin 

Allen  &  Greenough  Revised  Latin  Grammar  will  be  the 
standard  of  reference. 

Analysis  and  Parsing  through  the  entire  course  will  receive 
close  attention. 

VirgiVs  Aeneid.  The  first  four  books  are  read.  The  stu- 
dent is  given  thorough  practice  in  sight  reading,  and  some 
attention  is  given  to  scanning. 

Purely  grammatical  questions  are  made  secondary  to  the 
acquisition  of  power  and  ability  to  read  accurately. 

Horace  and  Livy.  During  the  first  term,  selections  from 
the  Odes  and  Epodes  are  studied.  Attention  is  given  to  the 
style  of  the  author,  and  special  lectures  given  on  Roman  Life, 
Art.  and  Customs. 

The  second  term  will  be  devoted  to  the  study  of  Livy,  and 
lectures  will  be  given  on  Roman  prose  style. 

Plautus  and  Juvenal.  These  authors  are  read  for  the  light 
they  throw  on  Roman  life  of  their  time. 
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The  Captivi  and  the  Satires  will  be  studfed  in  such  a  way 
as  to  draw  from  them  the  vivid  pictures  of  the  age  they  portray. 

DEPARTMENT    OF    PHILOSOPHY 
Dr.  Anderson 

Psychology :  The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  acquaint  the 
student  with  the  facts  of  consciousness,  and  to  instruct  him  in 
the  methods  of  study  of  mental  phenomena.  A  thorough 
study  is  given  to  the  self,  its  constitution  and  analysis ;  to  atten- 
tion, memory,   inagination,  association,  habit,  and  the  will. 

Logic :  The  course  embraces  a  study  of  the  use  of  terms, 
the  laws  of  the  syllogism,  and  the  methods  of  deductive  and 
inductive  reasoning. 

Ethics:  In  the  study  of  Ethics,  thorough  and  comprehen- 
sive discussion  is  given  to  conscience,  its  origin  and  function; 
to  moral  law,  its  meaning,  design,  and  authority;  and  to  the 
fundamental  moral  ideas  of  good,  duty,  and  virtue,  and  the 
order  of  their  development. 

Economics:  The  purpose  is  to  acquaint  the  student  with 
the  history  of  economic  development,  especially  the  eco- 
nomic history  of  the  United  States.  Attention  is  given  to 
a  study  of  value,  price,  monopolies,  wages,  industrial  organi- 
zations, and  labor  problems,  especially  the  labor  problem  as  it 
relates  to  the  Negro.  The  work  is  done  by  the  use  of  text- 
book, supplemented  by  lectures.  Written  theses  on  assigned 
topics  are  required,  in  addition  to  the  work  done  in  the  class- 
room. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  SOCIOLOGY 
Dr.  Davis 

This  subject  is  treated  broadly,  but  with  a  careful  survey  of 
the  elementary  laws  of  human  society.  Emphasis  is  placed 
upon  the  practical  phases  of  the  subject,  such  as  the  study  of 
family  organization,  charities,  pauperism,  criminology,  and  so- 
called  solutions  of  social  and  economic  difficulties. 

The  subject  will  be  treated  topically,  and  collateral  reading 
will  be  insisted  upon. 
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DEPARTMENT  OF  NATURAL  SCIENCE 
Dr.  Davis 

Zoology.  The  course  in  this  subject  is  intended  to  familiar- 
ize the  student  with  the  structure,  physiology,  and  life-history 
of  vertebrates  and  invertebrates,  beginning  with  single-celled 
organisms,  and  proceeding  to  the  complex  forms. 

Botany.  The  study  seeks  to  impart  a  thorough  knowledge 
of  the  physiology,  morphology,  and  ecology  of  plant  life. 

Much  field  work  is  done,  and  each  student  is  required  to 
prepare  an  herbarium  of  fifty  specimens,  and  to  present  the 
same  as  a  condition  of  passing  in  this  subject. 

Geology.  This  subject  is  present  in  two  principal  phases: 
(i)  Dynamic  and  Structural  Geology.  The  geological  forces 
and  the  work  they  accomplish,  and  a  study  of  original  and 
secondary  rock  structures.  (2)  Physiographic  and  Historical 
Geology,  with  special  reference  to  the  American  continent 
and  the  study  of  the  evolution  of  land,  and  of  life  forms  from 
the  oldest  to  the  most  recent. 

Astronomy.  This  is  mainly  a  course  in  Descriptive  Astron- 
omy. It  aims  to  impart  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  more 
important  facts  and  principles  of  Astronomy,  and  some 
acquaintance  with  the  methods  of  developing  the  truths  of 
the  science. 

Recitations  are  supplemented  by  nightly  studies  of  the 
heavens  and  a  location  of  the  principal  stars  and  constellations. 

Chemistry.  This  course  covers  the  scope  of  Elementary 
Chemistry.  The  recitations  are  accompanied  by  lectures,  and 
the  principles  illustrated  by  experiments,  which  the  student  is 
required  to  perform,  keeping  notes  of  their  work.  A  labora- 
tory fee  of  one  dollar  must  be  paid  for  material. 

Physics.  The  course  covers  the  fundamental  principles  of 
Physics,  including  mechanics,  properties  of  matter,  heat,  and 
electricity,  sound  and  light. 

Much  time  is  devoted  to  the  solving  of  problems  growing 
out  of  the  practical  applications  of  the  science. 
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DEPARTMENT  OF  MATHEMATICS 
Professor  Douglass 

Solid  Geometry.  Solid  angles,  polyhedrons,  cylinders  and 
cones,  spheres,  spherical  polygons  and  polygons,  and  pyramids 
and  columns. 

Original  exercises,  carefully  selected,  are  assigned  to  train 
the  students  into  the  habit  of  independent  thought  and  accurate 
reasoning.     Text-books,  Wentworth  and  Smith. 

Trigonometry.  Plane  Trigonometry,  trigonometrical  func- 
tions, general  formulas,  solution  of  the  right  and  oblique 
triangles,  using  both  natural  functions  and  logarithms,  prob- 
lems, inverse  functions,  cubic  equations.  Spherical  Trig- 
onometry, solution  of  right  and  oblique  triangles,  applications. 
Text-book,  Well's  New  Plane  and  Spherical  Trigonometry. 

Surveying.  Care  and  use  of  instruments,  field  work  and 
computation  of  areas,  re-surveys,  land  partition,  map-making, 
plotting  streams,  roads,  and  buildings  from  field  notes  taken 
under  the  direction  of  the  professor.  Text-book,  Robbins' 
Surveying  and  Navigation. 

Advanced  Algebra.  Progressions,  binomial  theorem,  unde- 
termined co-efficients,  theory  of  limits,  summation  of  series, 
determinants,  etc.  Special  emphasis  is  laid  upon  those  sub- 
jects that  have  a  particular  bearing  upon  the  higher  branches 
of  Mathematics.     Text-book,  Well's. 

Analytical  Geometry :  Cootesian  and  polar  systems  of  co- 
ordinates, discussion  and  construction  of  loci,  the  straight  line, 
transformation  of  coordinates,  circles,  parabole,  ellipse,  hyper- 
bole, higher  plane  curves.     Text-book,  Candys. 

Calculus.  Functions  and  limits,  differentiation,  applica- 
tions, integration,  partial  derivations.     Text-book,  Smith's. 

GRADE    REQUIREMENTS    FOR    PROMOTION    AND 
GRADUATION 
The  minimum  passing  grade  in  any  single  study  is  sixty- 
five.     A  general  average  of  seventy-five  is  required  for  pro- 
motion. 
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To  receive  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  (A.  B.),  the 
student  must  complete  sixty-one  year-hours  of  work  (a  year- 
hour  being  the  completion  of  one  hour  a  week  of  lecture  or 
recitation  for  a  year,  or  two  hours  of  laboratory  work  a  week 
for  a  year),  in  addition  to  the  fifteen  units  required  for 
entrance.

Requirements  for  Admission 

All  applicants  for  admission  to  the  Normal  and  Prepara- 
tory School  must  be  at  least  fourteen  years  of  age,  and  must 
furnish  satisfactory  testimonials  of  good  moral  character. 

First  Year — Applicants  may  be  admitted  to  the  First 
Year  by  examination  in  English  Grammar  and  Composition, 
Arithmetic,  Geography,  and  American  History.  The  amount 
of  work  required  in  each  of  these  subjects  is  equivalent  to 
what  is  usually  done  in  Grammar  Schools.  The  aim  of  these 
examinations  is  to  determine  the  candidate's  fitness  to  enter 
the  First  Year. 

Advanced  Standing — Admission  to  classes  higher  than  the 
First  Year  may  be  gained  by  the  applicant's  showing  ability  to 
do  the  work  of  the  class  just  below  the  one  he  desires  to  enter. 

In  the  event,  however,  the  candidate  admitted  to  a  class 
fails  to  show  ability  to  do  creditably  the  work  of  said  class,  he 
may  be  withdrawn  from  that  class,  and  placed  where  he  belongs 
in  the  estimation  of  the  faculty. 

Courses  of  Instruction 

The  Normal  and  Preparatory  School  gives  thorough  and  systematic 
instruction  in  the  subjects  required  for  admission  to  standard  colleges. 
Students  completing  this  course,  and  not  desiring  to  further  pursue 
their  studies,  have  a  good   foundation  for  useful   citizenship. 

Two  courses  are  offered — one  leading  to  the  Classical  Course  of  the 
College,  the  other  to  the  Scientific.  The  Scientific  Course  is  identical 
with  the  Classical  in  the  First  and  in  the  Second  Year.  In  the  Third 
and  the  Fourth  Year  of  the  Scientific  Course,  German  is  substituted 
for  Greek  or  Latin.

Description  of  Courses 

GREEK 
Dr.  Shute 

Elementary  Greek.  To  be  accomplished  in  the  Greek 
language,  the  student  must  have  (i)a  working  vocabulary  of 
the  language,  (2)  a  knowledge  of  its  grammatical  principles, 
and  (3)  the  ability  to  use  this  vocabulary  and  to  apply  these 
principles.  To  secure  these  ends,  the  first  year's  work  is 
devoted  to  learning  thoroughly  the  forms  of  the  Greek  lan- 
guage and  the  important  principles  of  syntax.  Special  atten- 
tion is  given  to  oral  and  written  exercises,  to  accentuation,  to 
rapid  but  accurate  translation  of  Greek  sentences  in  English, 
and  to  the  stems  of  inflected  words. 

PHYSIOGRAPHY 

Under  this  head,  the  student  is  made  familiar  with  the 
physical  features  of  the  earth's  surface,  and  the  elements  and 
forces  controlling  the  destiny  of  plant  and  animal  life. 

Erosion,  weathering,  the  movements  of  the  atmosphere 
and  of  the  ocean,  and  the  relation  of  all  the  natural  forces  to 
human  destiny  will  be  particularly  emphasized. 

MUSIC 
Dr.  Long 

The  course  in  vocal  music  is  designed  to  give  a  practical 
knowledge  of  the  fundamental  principles  of  music  as  an 
element  of  liberal  culture. 

The  Modern  Music  series  is  the  method  used. 

For  advanced  work  in  sight-singing  and  expression,  ample 
opportunity  is  given  for  practice  in  the  University  Choral  Club. 
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This  organization  includes  the  Chapel  Choir  and  the  well- 
known  "Biddle  University  Quintet,"  that  has  sung  several  con- 
secutive years  at  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  U.  S.  A. 

Instruction  in  instrumental  music  (piano)  may  be  had  by 
special  arrangement. 

For  drill  in  ensemble  playing,  the  University  Symphony 
Orchestra  and  College  Brass  Band  offer  advantages  for 
practice. 

GRADE  REQUIREMENT  FOR  PROMOTION  AND 
GRADUATION 

The  grade  requirement  for  promotion  is  the  same  as  that 
of  the  School  of  Arts  and  Sciences — a  general  average  of 
seventy-five  per  cent.,  with  a  minimum  of  sixty-five  per  cent, 
in  any  single  study. 

Students  completing  either  course  will  receive  a  certificate 
of  graduation,  which  entitles  them  to  admission  into  the 
Freshman  Class.

All  students  in  the  Preparatory  Course  are  required  to 
take  some  trade,  and  report  twice  a  week  for  work  in  the 
Industrial  School.     College  students  may  also  take  trades. 

At  present,  several  trades  are  being  taught — Carpentry, 
Printing,  Bricklaying,  Plastering,  Tailoring,  Shoemaking, 
Blacksmithing,  etc.  Each  student  is  allowed  to  have  his  choice 
of  trades  being  taught,  but  no  change  will  be  allowed  after  the 
choice  is  once  made. 

CARPENTRY 
Prof.  L.  L.  Spaulding,  A.  M.,  Foreman 

Carpentry  and  Joining  are  taught  in  a  room  which  is  being 
provided  with  twelve  cabinet  benches,  each  of  which  is  fitted 
up  with  a  set  of  carpenters'  tools. 

Students  are  taught  the  use  and  care  of  these  tools,  the 
principles  of  woodworking — from  drawings  and  models — and 
have  also  such  practical  instruction  as  can  be  had  from 
improvements  and  repairs  of  the  buildings  and  furniture  of  the 
University. 

Besides  doing  the  necessary  work  for  the  school,  a  limited 
amount  of  work  is  done  for  outside  parties.  Three  professors' 
houses  have  been  built  by  the  students,  also  a  boiler-house,  the 
new  A.  &  M.  building,  and  extensive  repairs  have  been  made 
on  other  buildings. 

PRINTING 
Prof.  William  E.  Hill,  Foreman 

This  office  is  equipped  as  any  regular  printing  establish- 
ment would  be.  Besides  the  ordinary  office  furniture,  it  has 
three  printing  presses. 
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In  this  office  the  Afro- American  Presbyterian  and  the 
Argus  are  set  up  and  printed,  and  job  work  is  done,  thus  giv- 
ing the  students  actual  printing-office  instruction  and  practice, 
both  in  typesetting  and  presswork.  The  office  is  equipped  for 
doing  excellent  work,  and  the  instruction  is  thorough  and 
practical. 

SHOEMAKING 
K.  T.  Blue,  Foreman 
Students  are  taught  the  use  and  care  of  the  tools,  and  such 
work  as  is  done  in  regular  shoe  shops — sewing,  pegging,  nail- 
ing, cementing,  patching,  half -soling,  fitting,  lasting,  and  putting 
together  of  new  work.  By  doing  work  for  the  students  and 
professors,  ample  opportunity  is  given  for  making  this  branch 
of  work  thoroughly  practical. 

MASONRY  AND  PLASTERING 

J.  C.  Norman,  Foreman 

These  two  trades  have  been  introduced,  and  instruction  in 

them  is  being  given  daily  with  very  satisfactory  results.    These 

branches  are  putting  a  goodly  number  in  possession  of  skill 

that  will  command  work  and  good  pay. 

TAILORING 

W.  G.  Lino,  Foreman 

The  room  for  this  branch  of  industry  is  provided  with  all 
necessary  facilities  for  teaching  and  learning  this  important 
trade.

General  Information 


THE  SCHOOL  YEAR 
The  school  year  consists  of  one  session  of  thirty-six  weeks, 
commencing  on  the  third  Wednesday  in  September,  at  nine 
o'clock  a.  m.,  and  closing  on  the  first  Wednesday  in  June. 
Students  wishing  to  enter  should  make  early  application.  The 
best  interests  of  the  Institution  and  of  the  students  require 
that  they  report  themselves  for  duty  promptly  at  the  opening 
of  each  term. 

EXAMINATIONS 
There  are  two  regular  examinations,  one  near  the  close  of 
each  of  the  two  terms.    The  final  grading  of  the  Senior  Classes 
is  now  based  upon,  in  part,  and  made  up  after,  the  second-term 
examinations.     The  examinations  are  oral  and  written. 

THE  HOME  DEPARTMENT 
W.  H.  Stinson,  A.M.,  Superintendent 

This  department  includes  the  orderly  keeping  of  the 
grounds,  the  supervision  of  the  dormitories  and  public  build- 
ings, and  all  that  pertains  to  the  immediate  management  of  the 
students  as  to  board  and  home  life. 

The  superintendent  and  his  family  live  among  the  students, 
and  give  to  them  such  care  and  attention  as  they  would  receive 
in  a  well  organized  Christian  home. 

Except  the  day  students,  all  are  required  to  live  in  this 
department. 
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EXPENSES 

Tuition — There  is  no  charge  for  tuition,  except  in  the  case 
of  local  students,  who  are  charged  two  dollars  per  month. 

Board  and  Lodging — The  cost  of  living  is  eight  dollars  per 
month  of  four  weeks,  payable  monthly,  in  advance,  which 
includes  board,  furnished  rooms,  light,  fuel,  and  washing, 
except  that  of  wearing  apparel. 

Boarders  are  not  received  for  less  than  one  month,  and  no 
deduction  can  be  made  for  absence,  unless  ordered  by  the 
Faculty.  Any  student  who,  without  satisfactory  arrangement, 
shall  not  pay  within  ten  days  from  the  first  of  the  month,  shall 
forfeit  the  privilege  of  the  Institution. 

Contingent  Fund — A  deposit  of  one  dollar  on  entering  is 
required  of  each  student,  as  a  contingent  fund,  to  pay  for 
injury  of  furniture,  etc.  It  will  be  returned  when  the  student 
leaves  school,  or  such  part  of  it  as  may  not  be  used  to  pay  for 
injury  done  by  him. 

PECUNIARY  AID 

Candidates  for  the  ministry,  and  young  men  of  promise, 
will  receive  such  aid  as  their  necessities  and  the  resources  at 
command  will  allow.  Friends  in  Scotland  have  established  a 
fund  of  six  thousand  dollars,  the  interest  of  which  is  to  be 
used  to  aid  young  men  preparing  for  mission  work  in  Africa. 

Should  any  beneficiary  of  these  funds  marry  before  com- 
pleting his  course  of  study,  thereupon  his  aid  will  be  forfeited, 
nor  will  anyone  be  aided  who  uses  tobacco  in  any  form. 

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS 

i.  Xo  one  under  fourteen  years  of  age  will  be  admitted 
to  the  school.  Applicants  who  are  strangers  to  the  Faculty 
must  bring  a  satisfactory  certificate  of  good  character  and 
steady,  industrious  habits.  Every  student,  by  his  enrollment, 
contracts  to  obey  the  regulations  of  the  University. 

2.  Students  are  at  all  times  expected  to  act  with  respect 
and  courtesy  toward  their  instructors  and  fellow-students,  and 
observe  cleanliness  and  neatness  in  person,  clothing,  and  room. 
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3.  Students  are  required  to  attend  chapel  exercises,  Sab- 
bath School,  and  preaching  services  Sabbath  evenings.  Day 
students  are  excused  on  Saturdays  and  Sabbaths. 

4.  In  order  to  preserve  health,  cultivate  manual  skill, 
develop  taste,  and  at  the  same  time  keep  the  building  in  order, 
and  improve  and  beautify  the  grounds,  all  students  are  ex- 
pected to  work  one  hour  each  day,  gratis. 

5.  Day  students  while  on  the  grounds  are  subject  to  all 
the  rules  of  the  Institution. 

6.  Punctuality  and  diligence  in  regard  to  all  studies  and 
exercises  are  required. 

7.  During  the  time  set  apart  for  study,  students  will 
remain  in  their  rooms,  or  in  such  places  as  may  be  designated 
for  study.  Talking,  loud  studying,  or  visiting  from  room  to 
room  during  study  hours,  and  boisterous,  rude  conduct  in  any 
of  the  buildings,  at  any  time,  are  prohibited.  All  students  are 
expected  to  be  in  their  rooms  and  quiet  between  ten  p.  m.  and 
six  a.  m.     All  lights  out  at  ten  p.  m. 

8.  Low,  vulgar,  or  profane  language,  the  use  of  ardent 
spirits,  wine,  or  beer,  tobacco  in  any  form,  keeping  or  hand- 
ling of  pistols,  and  all  games  of  chance,  are  prohibited. 

9.  Students  are  forbidden  to  mark  or  deface  in  any  way 
the  buildings  or  furniture,  or  to  throw  slops,  wastepaper, 
paper,  or  anything  that  would  cause  a  nuisance  from  the  win- 
dows or  about  the  grounds.  Any  damage  done  by  wanton- 
ness or  carelessness  must  be  paid  for  by  the  person  doing  same. 

10.  Students  are  forbidden  to  entertain  other  students, 
their  friends,  or  strangers  in  their  room  over  night.  Students 
having  friends  for  whom  they  desire  either  meals  or  lodging 
will  report  to  the  Superintendent. 

11.  The  students  are  forbidden  to  hold  any  public  meet- 
ings on  the  premises  of  the  University,  for  any  purpose  what- 
ever, without  special  permission  from  the  President. 

12.  The  students  are  forbidden  to  give  entertainments  of 
any  character  or  invite  guests  without  special  permission. 

13.  Students  are  allowed  to  attend  the  city  churches  on 
the  Sabbath  between  the  hours  of  10  a.  m.  and  7.30  p.  m. ;  but 
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no  one  will  be  permitted  to  leave  the  grounds  at  other  times 
without  special  permission,  except  Saturday  afternoons,  when 
general  permission  is  granted  for  shopping,  etc.,  in  the  city. 

14.  A  monitor  shall  be  appointed  for  each  floor  or  build- 
ing, who  shall  report  any  neglect  or  disorder. 

15.  Violation  of  the  rules  will  subject  the  offender  to 
discipline. 

16.  The  discipline  is  impartial  and  firm.  Demerited  stu- 
dents cannot  take  part  in  public  exercises  unless  relieved  by 
special  action  of  the  Faculty.  Should  the  number  of  demerits 
reach  twenty-five  in  any  one  term,  the  delinquent  is  subject  to 
suspension. 

17.  Each  student  on  entering  the  University  is  required 
to  sign  the  following: 

I,  A.  B.}  now  entering  Biddle  University  as  a  student,  do 
solemnly  promise  to  obey  all  the  rules  and  regulations  for  the 
government  of  students,  as  long  as  I  remain  a  member  thereof.

LITERARY  SOCIETIES  AND  READING  CIRCLES 

There  are  four  flourishing  literary  societies — the  Mattoon, 
the  Clariosophic,  the  Johnson,  and  the  Douglas.  The  exer- 
cises consist  of  composition,  discussion,  and  debate,  and  there 
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is  a  school  court  connected  with  them.  These  societies  are 
governed  by  laws  enacted  by  themselves,  and  their  officers 
are  also  elected  by  themselves.  The  students  are  required  each 
to  become  a  member  of  one  of  these  Societies,  and  to  attend 
upon  the  exercises.  The  whole  is  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Faculty. 

There  are  also  three  reading  circles — the  Non  Forma,  the 
Literary  Research,  and  the  Olympian.  These  circles  aim  to 
keep  pace  with  current  events  and  opinions,  to  stimulate  and 
develop  literary  taste  and  refinement,  and  to  familiarize  the 
members  with  the  critical  works  of  standard  authors. 

CARNEGIE  LIBRARY 
This  magnificent  structure  was  erected  at  a  cost  of  fifteen 
thousand  dollars.     Of  this  amount,  $12,500  was  furnished  by 
Mr.  Andrew  Carnegie,  while  $2,500  was  collected  from  friends 
of  the  Institution  in  the  South. 

Mr.  Carnegie's  donation  was  made  on  the  condition  that  a 
similar  amount  be  raised  as  a  permanent  endowment  fund  for 
the  maintenance  of  the  library.  The  $12,500  required  for 
endowment  purposes  is  a  gift  of  generous  friends,  and  it  was 
secured  by  the  faithful  efiforts  of  the  Freedmen's  Board, 
together  with  the  assistance  of  President  McCrorey,  who  suc- 
ceeded in  raising  over  $1,500  of  that  amount  from  colored 
Presbyterians  in  the  South. 

There  are  more  than  eight  thousand  volumes  now  on  the 
shelves  of  the  library,  and  this  number  is  being  rapidly  in- 
creased by  purchase  and  by  the  gift  of  generous  friends. 

In  the  spacious  reading-room  are  found  a  set  of  the  New 
International  Encyclopedia  and  Webster's  New  International 
Dictionary.  Here  also  is  a  large  number  of  newspapers, 
secular  and  religious,  and  many  of  the  best  magazines  in  the 
country. 

(  Ftmost  care  was  exercised  in  the  selection,  arrangement, 
and  classification  of  the  books  of  the  library,  which  is  operated 
according  to  the  latest  method  of  library  management. 
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The  library  is  open  daily,  except  Sunday,  and  students  of 
all  departments  are  allowed  to  borrow  books  under  special 
regulations. 

In  addition  to  the  stack  and  reading-rooms,  the  library 
building  affords  space  for  store-rooms,  a  book-room,  and  a 
large,  well-lighted,  and  thoroughly  furnished  Y.  M.  C.  A. 
Hall. 

The  facilities  for  lighting  and  heating  this  building  and,  in 
fact,  the  entire  equipment,  is  strictly  modern. 

The  income  on  $12,500,  the  permanent  endowment  fund, 
is  the  amount  to  be  used  in  the  upkeep  of  the  library. 

With  the  addition  of  the  library  to  its  already  splendid 
educational  advantages,  the  institution  is  prepared  to  supply  a 
long-felt  need.

The  College  branch  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  is  in  successful 
operation,  with  a  large  membership.  It  is  earnestly  desired 
that  all  of  the  students  identify  themselves  with  this  noble 
work.

SCHOLARSHIPS  AND  REGULATIONS  PERTAINING 
THERETO 
Jn  order  to  hold  any  scholarship  in  Biddle  University,  it  is 
necessary  that  the  student  be  in  attendance  throughout  the 
scholastic  year,  unless  excused  by  the  proper  authority,  and  a 
scholarship  may  be  forfeited  by  any  violation  of  the  regula- 
tions for  the  government  of  the  students. 
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Under  no  circumstances  whatever  will  more  than  one 
scholarship  at  the  disposal  of  the  University  be  available  for 
a  student  at  any  one  time. 

Scholarships  shall  be  classified  as  follows : 

Class  A — This  is  a  $24.00  scholarship,  open  to  candidates 
for  the  Freshman  Class  who  attain  an  average  of  ninety  per 
cent,  or  more  in  their  studies  for  the  year. 

Class  B — This  is  a  $32.00  scholarship,  open  to  candidates 
of  the  Sophomore  Class  who  attain  an  average  of  ninety  per 
cent,  or  more  in  their  studies  for  the  year. 

Class  C — This  is  a  $48.00  scholarship,  open  to  candidates 
of  the  Junior  Class  who  attain  an  average  of  ninety  per  cent, 
or  more  in  their  studies  for  the  year. 

Class  D — This  is  a  $64.00  scholarship,  open  to  candidates 
for  the  Senior  Class  who  attain  an  average  of  ninety  per  cent, 
or  more  in  their  studies  for  the  year. 

Class  B — These  scholarships  are  drawn  from  the  "African 
Scholarship  Fund,"  and  are  subject  to  the  recommendation  of 
the  Faculty,  solely  for  the  support  of  candidates  for  missionary 
work  in  Africa. 

Class  F — This  is  a  scholarship  for  supplementary  support, 
varying  according  to  the  actual  needs  determined  in  each  case 
by  the  Faculty. 

DEGREES,  AND  REGULATIONS  COVERING  SAME 

All  degrees  are  conferred  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  Faculty. 

1.  On  completing  the  regularly  prescribed  Classical 
Course,  each  candidate  may  receive  the  degree  of  A.  B. 

2.  On  completing  the  regularly  prescribed  Scientific 
Course,  each  candidate  may  receive  the  degree  of  B.S. 

3.  On  completing  the  regularly  prescribed  course  in  the 
School  of  Theology,  with  a  general  average  of  ninety  per 
cent,  or  more,  each  candidate  may  receive  the  degree  of  S.T.B. 

4.  It  being  inexpedient,  Biddle  University  will  not  grant 
the  same  degree  as  honorary  as  it  grants  in  the  regular  course 
on  examination. 
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5.  That  in  every  case  the  reason  for  bestowing  an  honor- 
ary degree  shall  be  openly  avowed  and  publicly  stated  in  con- 
nection with  the  commencement  program. 

6.  The  Master  degree  will  not  be  granted  except  for  post- 
graduate study  of  at  least  one  year's  duration,  tested  by  ade- 
quate examinations  in  the  prescribed  course. 

7.  The  minimum  requirements  for  the  degree  of  Doctor 
of  Philosophy,  Doctor  of  Science,  and  Doctor  of  Pedagogy 
shall  be  as  follows : 

(a)  The  previous  attainment  of  a  Bachelor's  degree,  or 
its  equivalent. 

(b)  The  completion  of  two  years  of  post-graduate  study; 
not  more  than  one  year,  however,  of  actual  residence  in  the 
Institution  shall  be  required,  but  that  must  be  the  final  year. 
Matter  of  residence  may  be  waived. 

(c)  Adequate  examinations — one  at  the  close  of  each 
scholastic  year — and  a  thesis  embodying  the  results  of  original 
research  at  the  close  of  the  second  year,  the  thesis  to  bear  the 
written  acceptance  of  the  professor  in  charge  of  the  major 
subject,  accompanied  by  a  short  biography  of  the  candidate. 

The  following  shall  be  recognized  as  honorary  degrees: 
D.D.,  LL.D.,  and  Master  of  Pedagogy. 

PRIZES  OFFERED 

The  H.  L.  McCrorey  Prize  is  Five  Dollars  in  Gold,  offered 
to  the  member  of  the  Junior  Theological  Class  making  the 
highest  percentage  in  the  study  of  the  Hebrew  Language,  pro- 
vided this  is  above  ninety  per  cent,  for  the  year  in  Hebrew. 

The  Alumni  Prizes  are  two  Gold  Medals,  offered  by  the 
Alumni  Association  for  superior  excellence  in  Oratory;  one 
to  the  Junior  College  Class,  and  the  other  to  the  Fourth  Year 
Preparatory  Class. 

The  M.  A.  Talley  Price  is  a  Gold  Medal,  offered  to  the 
student  in  the  College  Department  attaining  the  highest  grade 
in  the  English  Bible  studies.  This  prize  is  offered  by  Rev. 
M.  A.  Talley,  A.M.,  of  Wilson.  N.  C. 
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The  G.  E.  Davis,  Jr.,  Prize  is  a  Gold  Medal,  awarded  to 
the  member  of  the  Senior  Class  whose  grades  show  the 
highest  proficiency  in  the  Natural  Sciences  throughout  the 
college  course. 

The  Blue  Banner — This  beautiful  banner  is  contested  for 
by  all  students  of  the  University,  immediately  preceding  Com- 
mencement Day.  The  student  who  sustains  himself  longest  in 
answering  accurately  the  questions  in  the  Shorter  Catechism 
is  awarded  this  Banner,  which  is  held  for  his  Class  until  the 
next  annual  contest.

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Location  and  Historical  Sketch 

Biddle  University  was  founded  in  1867,  and  is  located 
at  Charlotte,  N.  C.  The  Institution  was  named  in  memory 
of  the  late  Major  Henry  J.  Biddle,  of  Philadelphia,  whose 
widow,  Mrs.  M,  D.  Biddle,  wae  one  of  its  most  Liberal 
supporters.  It  is  chartered  by  the  legislature  of  the  State, 
and  is  under  the  auspicies  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in 
the  United  States  of  America. 

It  stands  at  the  radiating  point  of  seven  railroads,  in 
the  midst  of  a  dense  and  comparatively  intelligent  colored 
population,  and  occupies  a  site  of  seventy  acres,  within  the 
city  limits. 

It  is  situated  in  the  heart  of  the  South  Atlantic  region, 
which  contains  the  two  synods  of  Atlantic  and  Catawba, 
having  318  colored  churches,  212  ministers,  scores  of 
young  men  in  preparation  for  the  ministry,  with  a  large 
number  of  schools  and  academies  under  their  care.  These 
schools  and  churches  must  be  furnished  with  intelligent 
Christian  teachers  and  preachers,  who  must  be  largely 
educated  on  the  field,  and  in  contact  with  the  people 
among  whom  they  are  to  labor.  Such  training  is  given 
here  at  less  expense  than  it  could  be  elsewhere;  the 
student  has  the  best  opportunity  for  a  Christian  educa- 
tion, together  with  the  refining  influences  of  a  Christian 
home;  and  he  is  kept  at  the  same  time  in  contact  and 
sympathy  with  the  people.

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Requirements  for  Admission. 

This  school  is  open  to  young  men  of  all  denominations. 
Candidates  for  admission  must  produce  evidence  that  they 
are  members  in  good  and  regular  standing  in  some  evan- 
gelical church,  that  they  possess   competent  talent,  and 
that  they  have  been  regularly  graduated  at  some  College 
or  University,  or  in  some  way  they  have  received  an  equiv- 
alent for  the  training  of  a  College  course.     Applicants  for 
admission  to  an  advanced  standing  must  present  a  dxsims- 
sion  from  some  other  Theological  Seminary,  or  be  prepared 
for  examination  on  the  subjects  which  have  been  pursued 
by  the  class  which  they  desire  to  enter. 

When  a  student  who  has  been  a  member  of  any  other 
theological  school  seeks  admission  into  this,  he  must  pro- 
duce certificate  of  good  standing  and  orderly  dismission 
ere  he  can  be  received 

In  exceptional  cases,  promising  young  men  who  have 
not  had  the  benefit  of  a  full  College  course  will  be  received, 
and  will  be  allowed  to  pursue  an  elective  course.

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Description  of  Course. 

HEBREW. 
Dr.  McCrorey. 

2.  Junior  Class:  Hebrew  begun.  Recitation  five 
times  a  week  throughout  the  year.  Text-books:  Harper's 
Elements  of  Hebrew.  Harper's  Introductory  Hebrew 
Method  and  Manual.  Special  emphasis  is  laid  on  the  ac- 
quisition of  a  vocabulary.  The  inflection  of  the  language 
and  several  hundred  of  the  commonest  words  are  memo- 
rized. There  is  a  daily  drill  in  reciprocal  oral  translation 
and  in  writing  Hebrew. 

3.  Middle  Class:  Reading  from  the  Historical  and 
Prophetical  Books  twice  a  week  throughout  the  year. 
Text-books:  Hebrew  Bible.  Harper's  Hebrew  Syntax. 
Driver's  Hebrew  Tenses.  Special  attention  will  be  given 
to  the  Syntax,  to  enlarge  the  vocabulary,  and  rapid  read- 
ing. 

4.  Senior  Class:  (Elective.)  Reading  at  sight  from 
the  Historical  Books,  Exegesis  of  Hebrew  Prophecy,  and 
Poetry,  twice  a  week  throughout  the  year. 

GREEK. 

Dr.  Russell. 
1.     A  course  upon  New  Testament  Introduction,  Criti- 
cism and  Theology,  once  a  week  throughout  the  year. 

(a)  Junior  Class  will  read  the  remaining  three  gos- 
pels with  reference  to  the  Harmony,  and  also  to  the  dis- 
tinctive character  to  each  of  the  four  gospels,  three  times 
a  week  throughout  the  year. 

(b)  Middle  Class  will  read  Ephesians  with  Exege- 
sis twice  a  week  throughout  the  year.  The  other  Epistles 
of  the  captivity— Phillippians,  Colossians,  and  Philemon— 

(13) 
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will  be  assigned  for  i>rivate  reading.  A  summary  of  their 
contents  will  be  considered  in  the  class-room,  and  they 
will  be  required  in  the  examination. 

(c)  Senior  Class  will  read  Romans  with  Exegesis 
twice  a  week  throughout  the  year.  The  other  Epistles  of 
the  Third  Missionary  Journey — I.  Corinthians,  II.  Corin- 
thians, and  Galatians— will  be  assigned  for  private  read- 
ing. Their  scope  and  contents  will  be  discussed  in  the 
school-room,  and  they  will  be  required  in  the  examina- 
tion. 

SYSTEMATIC  THEOLOGY 
Dr.  Partee 

In  this  department,  the  purpose  is  to  have  each  stu- 
dent read,  during  his  course,  some  standard  work  on  Sys- 
tematic Theology,  and  in  addition  to  this  read  some  au- 
thority on  Theism. 

This  course  of  reading  will  be  made  the  subject  of  the 
most  thorough  examination  and  free  discussion,  and  will 
be  supplemented  by  every  available  means  which  is  likely 
to  encourage  and  stimulate  the  student  in  his  search  of 
truth,  and  in  preparation  for  its  defense. 

Systematic  Theology  is  begun  in  the  second  term  of 
the  Junior  year  and  completed  in  the  Senior  year.  The 
doctrines  of  Theology  are  presented  didactically,  histori- 
cally and  problematically.  The. order  of  topics  pursued  is: 
The  nature,  forms  and  sources  of  theology;  the  being  of 
God,  His  nature  and  attributes:  Trinity;  the  Divinity  of 
Christ;  the  holy  nature,  necessity,  perfection  and  extent  of 
atonement;  His  kingdom;  His  humiliation  and  exaltation; 
vocation;  regeneration;  faith;  justification;  sanctification; 
the  law  of  God;  eschatology;  the  sacraments. 

HOMILETICS 

Dr.  Jones 

The  work  of  this  dypartment  is  carried  on  throughout 
the  Seminary  course.     In  the  Junior  and  Middle  years,  a 
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text-book  on  the  "Preparation  and  Delivery  of  Sermons" 
is  read.  This  is  supplemented  by  exercises  in  the  analy- 
sis of  sermons,  and  preaching  before  the  professors  and 
students  of  the  University  weekly. 

In  the  Middle  and  Senior  Classes  much  attention  is 
given  to  the  preparation  and  criticism  of  Sermon  plans 
and  extempore  preaching. 

CHRISTIAN  EVIDENCES 
Dr.  Partee 

By  means  of  text-books  and  discussions,  the  student 
is  aided  in  verifying  the  Biblical  proofs  of  Doctrine  and 
Christian  truth  as  represented  in  the  symbols  of  the 
Church,  and  he  is  thus  trained  to  express  with  facility  and 
clearness  the  revealed  will  of  God. 

PASTORAL  THEOLOGY. 
Dr.  Partee. 

The  treatment  of  this  subject  is  confined  to  the  third 
year  of  the  course.  It  is  designed  that  each  student  shall 
become  thoroughly  acquainted  with  the  best  method  of 
applying  the  message  of  salvation  to  the  hearts  and  lives 
of  men.  Lectures  are  given  accompanied  by  the  use  of 
text- books. 

The  course  includes  the  importance  of  ministerial  pie- 
ty, proper  habits  of  study,  skill  and  ability  in  the  various 
branches  of  our  church  work,  the  pastor's  duty  and  rela- 
tion to  the  various  courts  of  the  church,  and  the  various 
private  and  public  duties  pertaining  to  his  office. 

CHURCH  GOVERNMENT 
Dr.  Partee 

Pour  lectures  on  the  general  subject  are  given  to  the 
Junior  Class. 

In  the  Middle  Year,  the  Form  of  Government  with 
proof  text  is  taken  up  and  pursued  through  one  term  and 
a  minute  comparison  with  other  forms  of  church  polity  is 
made. 
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In  the  Middle  and  Senior  Years,  the  Book  of  Discip- 
line is  used  as  a  text-book,  accompanied  by  lectures. 

BIBLICAL  HISTORY. 
Dr.  Partee 

Since  sacred  history  is  of  vital  importance  as  a  part  of 
a  thorough  Theological  Education,  the  subject  is  pursued 
through  the  entire  three  years'  course. 

Biblical  History  is  studied  by  the  Junior  Class,  with 
the  English  version  of  the  Old  Testament  as  a  text-book, 
and  Smith's  Old  Testament  History  as  a  guide,  and  is 
taught  by  lectures  and  constant  references  to  the  typical 
and  preparatory  nature  of  the  Old  Testament.  The  Con- 
nection between  sacred  and  profane  history  is  pointed  out, 
and  attention  given  to  Archeology,  Geography,  and  Chro- 
nology. 

ECCLESIASTICAL  HISTORY 
Dr.  Jones 

This  subject  is  taken  up  by  the  Middle  Class,  and 
taught  by  lectures,  with  text- books  covering  the  period 
from  Apostolic  times  to  the  Reformation — sixteenth  cen- 
tury. 

The  Senior  class  continues  the  subject  from  the  Ref- 
ormation to  the  present  time,  devoting  the  second  term 
to  the  history  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  the  United 
States. 

During  each  year  a  carefully  prepared  thesis  having 
for  its  subject  some  leading  personage,  epoch,  or  phase, 
etc.,  from  sacred  history,  is  required  from  each  stu- 
dent. 

ENGLISH  BIBLE 
Dr.  Partee 

One  may  know  a  great  deal  about  the  Bible,  and  yet  be 
unfamiliar  with  the  Book  itself. 

The  design  of  this  course  is  to  secure  to  the  students 
intimate  first-hand  knowledge  of  the  Scriptures. 

To  this  end  the  Bible  itself  is  the  text-book. 
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CHRISTIAN  SOCIOLOGY. 
Dr.  MgCrorey. 

One  hour  per  week  throughout  the  Senior  Year  is  de- 
voted to  the  study  of  Church  and  Social  questions. 

Instruction  is  given  partly  by  use  of  text-books  and 
partly  by  lectures;  the  aim  being  to  treat  the  subject  in  a 
practical  manner. 

FORWARD  MISSION  STUDY 
Dr.  Partee 

This  study  is  pursued  once  a  week  throughout  the 
course;  and  its  purpose  is  that  the  students  may  gain  a 
knowledge  of  the  countries  where  missions  are  to  be  estab- 
lished and  maintained,  and  of  the  people  of  those  countries, 
their  forms  of  government,  racial  peculiarities,  religious 
beliefs  and  degree  of  intelligence;  also  their  environments, 
difficulties,  discouragements  and  needs. 

Such  knowledge  broadens  the  vision,  increases  giving, 
and  leads  to  a  higher  life  of  service. 

Requirements  For  Promotion  and  Graduation 

A  grade  of  sixty-five  per  cent  is  required  in  a  single 
study  for  each  term,  and  a  general  yearly  average  of  sev- 
enty-five per  cent,  is  required  for  promotion  and  for  grad- 
uation. Each  student  attaining  an  average  of  ninety  per 
cent,  for  the  entire  full  course,  is  granted  the  degree  of  S. 
T.  B. 

Further  Information 

Period  of  Study— The  regular  course  of  study,  as  in 
other  Seminaries  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  covers  a 
period  of  three  years. 

Practical  Work — The  practical  work  of  the  ministry  is 
joined  with  the  work  of  preparation,  as  the  Theological 
students  have  opportunities  of  laboring  as  supplies  in  the 
neighboring  churches,  during  vacation  and  in  term  time. 
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With  the  facilities  at  hand,  special  and  successful  ef. 
forts  are  made  to  aid  students  in  obtaining  vacation  em- 
ployment along  the  line  of  their  future  work  as  teachers 
and  preachers  among  the  people. 

Rules  and  Regulations — Except  in  a  few  particulars, 
the  students  of  the  School  of  Theology  are  not  subject  to 
rules  and  regulations  which  govern  those  of  the  other 
schools  of  the  University. 

Rooms— The  rooms  in  McNamee  Hall  are  reserved  for 
candidates  for  the  ministry.  Each  of  the  rooms  is  fur- 
nished with  a  bedstead,  mattress,  pillows,  bureau,  wash- 
stand,  chairs,  looking  glass,  etc.,  and  is  heated  by  steam. 

Expenses— There  is  no  charge  for  tuition  or  room- 
rent. 

There  is  a  charge  of  eight  dollars  per  month  for 
board,  in  connection  with  the  boarding  department,  where 
all  the  students  living  on  the  grounds  are  required  to 
board;  the  theological  students,  however,  are  provided 
with  separate  dining-room.  The  fee  of  eight  dollars  per 
month  covers  also  expenses  of  fuel,  light  and  washing  of 
towels  and  bed-clothing. 

Examinations— The  semi-annual  examination  will  be 
conducted  during  the  last  week  in  January  and  the  last 
week  in  May.  The  examination  will  be  oral  and  written. 
Each  student  is  required  to  take  these  examinations,  and 
if  by  sickness  or  absence  one  fails  to  take  them,  he  must 
submit  to  an  examination  with  a  corresponding  class  in  a 
subsequent  year.

Requirements  for  Admission 

Freshman  Class— Fifteen  units  of  secondary  work  are 
required  for  entrance,  without  condition,  into  the  Fresh- 
man Class. 

Students  presenting  thirteen  units  will  be  entered 
conditionally,  with  the  understanding  that  the  two  units 
lacking  will  be  made  up  by  the  end  of  the  Sophomore 
year. 

A  unit  in  any  subject  signifies  four  sixty-minutes  reci- 
tations per  week  for  a  period  of  thirty-six  weeks  and  rep- 
resents a  year's  study,  constituting  approximately  a  quar- 
ter of  a  full  year's  work  in  a  secondary  school. 

This  statement  is  designed  to  afford  a  standard  of 
measurement  for  the  work  done  in  secondary  schools.  It 
takes  the  four  year  high  school  course  as  a  basis,  and  as- 
sumes that  the  length  of  the  school  year  is  from  thirty- 
six  to  forty  weeks,  that  a  period  is  from  forty  to  sixty  min- 
utes in  length,  and  that  the  study  is  pursued  for  four  or 
five  periods  a  week;  but,  under  ordinary  circumstances,  a 
satisfactory  year's  work  in  any  subject  can  not  be  accom- 
plished in  less  than  one  hundred  and  twenty  sixty-minute 
periods  or  their  equivalent.  Schools  organized  for  any  other 
than  a  four  year-basis  can,  nevertheless,  estimate  their 
work  in  terms  of  this  unit. 

Of  the  fifteen  units  necessary  for  entrance  twelve  are 
required,  as  follows:

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Graduates  of  the  High  School  of  Biddle  University 
and  affiliated  schools,  having  the  standard  High  School 
course  of  study  or  its  equivalent,  are  admitted  to  the 
Freshman  Class  on  certificate. 

Other  students  making  application  for  admission  to 
the  Freshman  Class  will  be  required  to  conform  strictly 
to  the  entrance  requirements,  and  will  be  admitted  to  the 
class  by  sustaining  their  examinations  in  the  subjects 
mentioned  in  the  requirements. 

Advance  standing — All  candidates  seeking  admission 
to  advance  standing  should  be  prepared  for  thorough  tests 
in  the  subject  taught  in  the  class  next  below  the  one  they 
may  desire  to  enter. 

Special  Students — Mature  persons  of  good  character, 
who  desire  to  pursue  some  special  subjects,  and  who  have 
had  requisite  preliminary  training  are  allowed  to  enter 
the  various  courses  of  study  in  Biddle  University  without 
becoming  candidates  for  degrees. 

Such  students  are  subject  to  the  same  regulations  re- 
garding attendance  and  examinations  as  candidates  for 
degrees. 

Description  of  Requirements  for  Admission 

ENGLISH  (3  units) 

The  preparation  in  English  has  two  main  objects:  (a)  command 
of  correct  English,  spoken  and  written,  (b)  ability  to  read  with  ac- 
curacy, intelligence,  and  appreciation. 

The  first  object  requires  instruction  in  grammar  and  composi- 
tion. English  grammar  should  ordinarily  be  reviewed  in  the  sec- 
ondary school;  and  correct  spelling  and  grammatical  accuracy 
should  be  rigorously  exacted  in  connectton  with  all  written  work 
during  the  four  years.  The  principles  governing  punctuation,  dic- 
tion, paragraphs  and  the  whole  composition  should  be  carefully 
studied;  and  practice  in  composition,  oral  as  well  as  written,  should 
extend  throughout  the  secondary  school  period.  Written  exercises 
may  well  comprise  narration,  description  and  easy  exposition  and 
argument  based  upon  simple  outlines.  It  is  advisable  that  subjects 
for  this  work  betaken  from  the  student's  personal  experience,  gen- 
eral knowledge,  and  studies  other  than  English,  as  well  as  from 
his  reading  in  literature.  Finally,  special  instruction  in  language 
and  composition  should  be  accompanied  by  concerted  efforts  of 
teachers  in  all  branches  to  cultivate  in  the  student  the  habit  of  using 
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good  English  in  his  recitations  and  various  exercises,  whether  oral 
or  written. 

In  pursuit  of  %he  second  object,  the  student  is  required  to  read 
certain  books  chosen  from  two  lists,  headed  respectively  Reading 
and  Study. 

In  connection  with  both  lists  the  student  should  develop  the 
habit  of  reading-  aloud,  and  should  be  encouraged  to  commit  to 
memory  some  of  the  more  notable  passages  in  verse  and  also 
prose. 

In  order  that  he  may  better  appreciate  the  merits  of  literature, 
he  is  further  advised  to  make  a  study  of  the  most  important  facts 
in  the  lives  of  the  authors  whose  works  he  reads,  and  to  determine 
their  place  in  literary  history. 

Reading 

The  aim  of  this  part  of  the  requirement  is  to  foster  in  the  stu- 
dent the  habit  of  intelligent  reading,  and  to  develop  a  taste  for 
good  literature.  He  should  read  the  books  carefully,  but  his  at- 
tention should  not  be  so  fixed  upon  details  that  he  fails  to  appre- 
ciate the  main  purpose  and  the  charm  of  what  he  reads. 

With  a  view  to  large  freedom  of  choice,  the  books  provided  for 
reading  are  arranged  in  the  following  groups,  from  each  of  which 
at  least  two  selections  are  to  be  made,  except  as  otherwise  provid- 
ed under  group  I. 

Group  I.  Classics  in  Translation.  The  Old  Testament  com- 
prising at  least  the  chief  narrative  episodes  in  Genesis,  Exodus, 
Joshua,  Judges,  Samuel,  Kings  and  Daniel,  together  with  the 
books  of  Ruth  and  Esther. 

For  any  selection  from  this  group,  a  selection  from  any  other 
group  may  be  substituted. 

Group  II.  Drama.  Shakespear:  A  Mid  Summer  Night's 
Dream,  The  Merchant  of  Venice,  As  You  Like  It,  Twelfth  Night, 
The  Tempest,  Romeo  and  Juliet,  King  John,  Richard  the  Second,

a  Piece  of  Chalk;  a  collection  of  Essays  by  Bacon,  Lamb,  DeQuin- 
cey,  Hazlitt,  Emerson,  and  later  writers;  a  collection  of  Letters  by 
various  standard  writers. 

Group  V.  Poetry.  Palgrave:  Golden  Treasury  (First  Series), 
Books  II  and  III,  with  special  attention  to  Dryden,  Collins,  Gray, 
Cowper,  and  Burns;  Palgrave:  Golden  Treasury  (First  Series), 
Book  IV,  with  special  attention  to  Wordsworth,  Keats,  and  Shel- 
ley, (if  not  chosen  under  Study);  Goldsmith:  The  Traveler,  and  The 
Deserted  Village;  Pope:  The  Rape  of  the  Lock;  a  collection  of 
English  and  Scottish  Baliads,  as,  for  example,  some  Robin  Hood 
ballads,  The  Battle  of  Otterburn,  King  Estmere,  Young  Beichan, 
Bewick  and  Grahame,  Sir  Patrick  Spens,  and  a  selection  from  lat- 
er ballads;  Coleridge:  The  Ancient  Mariner,  Christabel,  and  Kubla 
Khan;  Byron:  Childe  Harold,  Canto  III  or  IV,  and  The  Prisoner 
of  Chillon;  Scott:  The  Lady  of  the  Lake   or  Marmion;    Macaulay: 
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The  Lays  of  Ancient  Rome,  The  Battle  of  Naseby,  The  Armada, 
Ivry;  Tennyson:  The  Princess,  or  Gareth  and  Lynette,  Lancelot 
and  Elaine,  and  The  Passing-  of  Arthur;  Browning:  Cavalier  Tunes, 
The  Lost  Leader,  How  they  Brought  the  good  News  from  Ghent  to 
Aix,  Home  Thoughts  from  Abroad,  Home  Thoughts  from  the  Sea, 
An  Incident  of  the  French  Camp,  Herve  Kiel  Pheidippides,  My  Last 
Duchess,  Up  at  a  Villa — Down  in  the  City,  The  Italian  in  England, 
The  Patriot,  The  Pied  Piper,  "De  Gustibus" — ,  Instans  Tyrannus; 
Arnold:  Sohrab  and  Rustum  and  The  Forsaken  Merman;  selections 
from  American  poetry,  with  especial  attention  to  Poe,  Lowell,  Long- 
fellow and  Whittier. 

STUDY 

This  part  of  the  requirement  is  intended  as  a  natural  and  logi- 
cal continuation  of  the  student's  earlier  reading.  Special  empha- 
sis is  laid  upon  form  and  style,  the  exact  meaning  of  words  and 
phrases,  and  the  understanding  of  allusion.  For  this  close  read- 
ing, the  books  are  arranged  in  four  groups,  from  each  of  which  one 
selection  is  to  be  made. 

Group  I,  Drama— Shakespeare:    Julius  Caesar,  Macbeth,  and 
Hamlet. 

Group  II,  Poetry— Milton:  L' Allegro,  II  Penseroso  and 
either  Comus  or  Lycidas;  Tennyson:  The  Coming  of  Arthur,  The 
Holy  Grail,  and  the  passing  of  Arthur.  Wordsworth,  Keats,  and 
Shelley,  in  Book  IV  of  Palgrave's  Golden  Treasury  (First  Se- 
ries.) 

Group  III,  Oratory— Burke:  Speech  on  Conciliation  with 
America;  Macaulay:  Speech  on  Copyright;  Lincoln:  Speech  at 
Cooper  Union;  Washington:  Farewell  Address;  and  Webster:  First 
Bunker  Hill  Oration. 

Group  IV,  EsSAyS — Carlyle:  Essay  on  Burns  with  a  selec- 
tion from  Burn's  Poems:  Macaulay:  Life  of  Johnson;  Emerson: 
Essay  on  Manners. 

The  foregoing  definition  of  entrance  requirements  in  English  is 
the  same  as  that  of  the  College  Entrance  Examination  Board. 

LATIN  (2i  units) 

Elementary  Latin.  To  gain  credit  of  2£  units  on  this  part  of 
the  requirements,  the  pupils  should  do  work  in  amounts  not  less 
than  Caesar's  Gallic  War,  Book  I-IV;  Cicero,  the  Oration  against 
Catiline,  for  the  Manilian  Law,  and  for  Archias;  Nepos  (Lives), 
and  Sallust. 

GREEK  (Elementary  Greek,  li  units) 

The  requirement  in  Elementary  Greek  includes:  (1)  Xenophon's 
Anabasis,  Books  I-IV,  with  attention  not  only  to    language,  but  to 
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subject-matter  as  well;  (2)  grammar,  including-  a  familiar  knowledge 
of  inflection,  word-formation  and  ordinary  syntax.  This  will  be 
tested  by  (a)  question  on  a  passage  from  the  Anabasis;  (b)  transla- 
tion into  Greek,  with  accents  of  simple  English  sentences. 

This  requirement  is  the  same  as  that  of  the  College  Entrance 
Examination  Board  in  Greek  a  (i  and  ii),  b,  andg. 

I.  ELEMENTARY  ALGEBRA  (one  and  one-half  units) 

The  requirements  in  Algebra  covers  the  work  through  equations 
of  the  second  degree,  including  the  following  subjects:  the  four 
fundamental  operations  for  rational  algebraic  expressions;  factor- 
ing, determination  of  highest  common  factor  and  lowest  common 
multiple  by  factoring;  fractions,  including  complex  fractions,  and 
ratio  and  proportion;  linear  equations,  both  numerical  and  literal, 
containing  one  or  more  unknown  quantities;  problems  depending 
on  linear  equations;  radicals,  including  the  extraction  of  the  square 
root  of  polynomials  and  of  numbers;  exponents,  including  the  frac- 
tional and  negative  quadratic  equations,  both  numerical  and  literal; 
simple  cases  of  equations  with  one  or  more  unknown  quantities  that 
can  be  solved  by  the  methods  of  linear  or  quadratic  equations;  the 
binomial  theorem  for  positive  integral  exponents;  the  formulae  for 
the  nth  term,  and  the  sum  of  the  terms  of  arithmetical  and  geometric 
progressions,  with  applications. 

It  is  assumed  that  pupils  will  be  required  throughout  the  course 
to  solve  numerous  problems  which  involve  putting  questions  into 
equations.  Some  of  these  problems  should  be  chosen  from  mensu- 
ration, from  physics,  and  from  commercial  life.  The  use  of  graph- 
ical methods  and  illustrations,  particularly  in  connection  with  the 
solution  of  equations,  is  also  expected. 

This  requirement  is  the  same  as  that  of  the  College  Entrance 
Examination  Board  in  Mathematics  a  (i  and  ii). 

PLANE  GEOMETRY  (one  unit) 

The  requirement  in  Plane  Geometry  includes  the  usual  theorems 
and  constructions  of  good  text-books,  including  the  general  prop- 
erties of  plane  rectilinear  figures;  the  circle  and  the  measurement  of 
angles;  similar  polygons;  areas;  regular  polygons  and  the  measure- 
ment of  the  circle;  the  solution  of  numerous  original  exercises,  in. 
eluding  loci  problems;  applications  to  the  mensuration  of  lines  and 
plane  surfaces. 

Teachers  of  Geometry  should  lay  stress  on  accuracy  of  state- 
ment and  elegance  of  form  as  well  as  on  clear  and  strict  reasoning. 
Mere  memorizing  should  be  avoided.  Special  care  should  be  taken 
that  in  the  proof  of  a  proposition  no  lines  be  drawn  unless  their 
construction  is  proved  to  be  possible. 
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This  requirement  is  the  same  as  that  of  the  College  Entrance 
Examination  Board  in  Mathematics  e. 

HISTORY,  Ancient  History  (one  unit) 

Special  attention  to  Greek  and  Roman  History,  but  including 
also  a  short  introductory  study  of  the  more  ancient  nations  and  the 
chief  events  of  the  early  Middle  Ages,  down  to  the  death  of  Charle- 
magne (814). 

MEDIEVAL  AND  MODERN   EUROPEAN  HISTORY    (one  unit) 
From  the  death  of  Charlemagne  to  the  present  time. 

ENGLISH  HISTORY  (one  unit) 

AMERICAN  HISTORY    AND   CIVIL    GOVERNMENT    (one  unit) 

The  examination  in  history  will  be  so  framed  as  to  require  com- 
parison and  judgment  on  the  pupil's  part  rather  than  mere  memory. 
The  examinations  will  presuppose  the  use  of  good  text-books,  at 
least,  six  hundred  duodecimo  pages  of  collateral  reading,  and 
practice  in  written  work.  Historical  Novels,  plays  or  poems  will 
not  be  accepted  in  fulfillment  of  the  requirement  of  collateral  read- 
ing. The  methods  of  instruction  which  the  examination  in  history 
and  Civil  Government  presuppose  are  substantially  identical  with 
those  set  forth  in  A  History  Syllabus  for  Secondary  Schools  (D.  C. 
Heath  and  Co.);  and  the  references  for  collateral  reading  given  in 
that  manual  may  be  taken  as  indications  of  the  kind  of  collateral 
reading  that  should  be  done. 

The  requirements  are  the  same  as  those  of  College  Entrance 
Examination  Board  in  History,  a,  b,  c,  d. 

PHYSICS  (one-half  unit) 

Preparation  in  Physics  should  include  (1):  The  study  of  one 
standard  text-book,  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  a  connected  and 
comprehensive  view  of  the  subject.  The  student  should  be  given 
opportunity  and  encouragement  to  consult  other  scientific  litera- 
ture. (2)  Instruction  by  lecture  table  demonstrations,  to  be  used 
mainly  for  illustrations  of  the  facts  and  phenomena  of  physics  in 
their  qualitative  aspects  and  in  their  practical  applications.  (3) 
Individual  laboratory  work,  consisting  of  experiments  requiring  at 
least  the  time  of  thirty  double  periods.  The  experiments  performed 
by  each  student  should  number  at  least  thirty.  The  work  should 
be  so  distributed  as  to  give  a  wide  range  of  observation  and  prac- 
tice. The  aim  of  laboratory  work  should  be  to  supplement  the 
pupil's  fund  of  concrete  knowledge  and  to  cultivate  his  power  of 
accurate  observation  and  clearness  of  thought  and  expression.  The 
exercises  should  be  chosen  with  a  view  to  furnishing  forceful    illus- 
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; rations  of  fundamental  principles  and  their  practical  applications. 
They  should  be  such  as  yield  results  capable  of  ready  interpreta- 
ion,  obviously  in  conformity  with  theory,  and  free  from  the  dis" 
juise  of  unintelligible  units.  Slovenly  work  should  not  be  tolera- 
ed,  and  the  efforts  for  precision  should  not  lead  to  the  use  of  ap- 
paratus or  processes  so  complicated  as  to  obscure  the  principle  in- 
volved. 

SOLID  GEOMETRY  (one-half  unit) 

The  requirements  in  Solid  Geometry  covers  the  usual  theorems 
ind  constructions  of  good  text-books,  including  the  relations  of 
olanes  and  lines  in  space;  the  properties  and  measurements  of 
prisms,  pyramids,  cylinders  and  cones;  the  sphere  and  the  spheri- 
cal triangle;  the  solution  of  numerous  original  exeecises,  includ- 
ng  loci  problems;  application  to  the  mensuration  of  surfaces  and 
solids. 

This  requirement  is  the  same  as  that  of  the  College  Entrance 
examination  Board  in  Mathematics  d. 

ADVANCED  ALGEBRA  (one-half  unit) 

This  part  of  the  requirement  will  involve  permutations  and 
combinations  as  applied  to  simple  cases.  Complex  numbers  also 
kill  be  employed,  with  graphical  representation  of  sums  and  differ- 
ences. 

Determinants,  chiefly  of  the  second,  third  and  fourth  orders, 
including  the  use  of  minors  and  the  solution  of  linear  equations. 

TRIGONOMETRY  (one  half  unit)       " 

Definitions  and  relations  of  the  six  trigonometric  functions  as 
ratios,  circluar  measurement  of  angles. 

Proofs  of  principal  formulas,  in  particular  for  the  sine,  cosine, 
and  tangent  of  the  sum  and  difference  of  two  angles,  of  the  double 
angle  and  the  half  angle,  the  product  expressions  for  the  sum  or 
difference  of  two  sines  or  of  two  cosines,  etc. ;  the  transformation 
of  trigonometric  expressions  by  means  of  these  formulas. 

Solution  of  trigonometric  equations  of  a  simple  charac- 
ter. 

Theory  and  use  of  logarithms  (without  the  introduction  of  work 
involving  infinite  series.) 

The  solution  of  right  and  oblique  triangles,  and  practical  ap- 
plication, including  the  solution  of  right  and  spherical  trian- 
gles. 

BOTANY  (one-half  unit) 

Since  the  year's  course  is  to  be  counted  as  one  unit,  it   should 

include,  at  least,  the  general  principles  of    (1)   anatomy  and  more 

phology,  (2)  physiology,  and  (3)  ecology,  along  with  the  classifica- 
tion and  natural  history  of  plant  groups. 
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CHEMISTRY  (one-half  unit) 

Preparation  of  the  student  for  examination  in  this  subject  should 
include:  (1)  the  study  of,  at  least'  one  standard  text-book,  in  order 
that  the  candidate  may  get  a  comprehensive  and  connected  under- 
standing- of  the  most  important  facts  and  laws  of  elementary  Chem- 
istry; (2)  individual  laboratory  work,  comprising1,  at  least,  forty 
exercises;  (3)  introduction  by  lecture-table  in  order  to  test  the 
pupil's  knowledge  of  the  principles  involved  in  his  laboratory  inves- 
tigations. 

PHYSIOGRAPHY  (one-half  unit) 

In  order  to  receive  credit  for  one-half  unit  in  this  subject,  the 
student  should  read  one  of  the  leading-  secondary  text-books  in 
Physical  Geography.  Where  practicable,  much  time  should  be 
given  to  laboratory  work.  In  the  Autumn  and  Spring,  field  trips 
should  take  the  place  of  laboratory  exercises. 

GERMAN  (one  unit) 

During  the  year,  the  work  should  comprise:  (1)  careful  drill 
upon  pronunciation;  (2)  the  memorizing  and  frequent  repetition  of 
easy  colloquial  sentences;  (3)  drill  upon  the  rudiments  of  grammar; 
that  is,  upon  the  inflection  of  the  articles,  of  such  nouns  as  belong 
to  the  language  of  every  day  life,  of  adjectives,  pronouns,  weak 
verbs,  and  the  more  usual  strong  verbs,  also  upon  the  use  of  the 
more  common  prepositions,  the  simples  uses  of  the  modal  auxili- 
aries, and  the  elementary  rules  of  syntax  and  word-order. 

At  the  end  of  the  elementary  course,  the  pupil  should  be  able  to 
read  at  sight  and  to  translate,  if  called  upon,  by  way  of  testing 
ability,  to  read  any  passage  of  very  easy  dialog  or  narrative  prose? 
help  being  given  upon  unusual  words  and  construction,  to  put  into 
German  short  English  sentences  taken  from  the  language  of  every- 
day life  or  based  upon  the  text  given  for  translation,  and  to  answer 
questions  upon  the  rudiments  of  the  grammar  as  above  stated. 

FRENCH  (one  unit) 

Elementary  Course.     At  at  the  end  of  this  course  the   candidate 

should  be  able  to  pronounce  French  to  a  fair  degree  of  accuracy,  to 

read  at  sight  easy  French  prose,  to  put  into  French  simple  English 

sentences  taken  from  everyday  life  or  based  upon    a  portion   of  the 

Hrench  text  read. 

BIBLE  (one  unit) 
The  Candidate  may  receive  credit  for  one  unit  in  the    Bible  by 
pursuing  the  following  course: 
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(a)  Reading — The  chief  narrative  episodes  in  Genesis,  Exodus, 
Joshua,  Judges,  Samuel,  Kings,  and  Daniel,  together  with  the 
books  of  Ruth  and  Esther,  in  the  Old  Testament;  and,  in  the  New 
Testament,  the  Gospel  by  St.  Luke  and  the  Acts  of  the  Apostles. 

(b)  Study — Students  should  make  a  close  study  of  characters, 
incidents,  and  teachings  of  the  book  of  Genesis,  paying  special  atten- 
tion to  chapters  I  and  II,  period  of  the  human  race,  and  chapters 
XII  to  XXX,  period  of  the  chosen  family. 

In  St.  Mark's  Gospel,  study  should  be  made  of  the  witness  of  John 
the  Baptist,  Christ's  Baptism,  the  Ordination  of  the  Twelve,  the 
Transfiguration,  the  parables,  the  Miracles,  the  Last  Supper,  the 
Crucifixion  of  Our  Lord  and  His  Resurrection. 

PHYSIOLOGY  (one-half  unit) 

The  requirements  in  this  subject  will  be  a  general  knowledge  of 
the  activities  of  living  organisms,  with  special  reference  to  the 
human  body,  and  a  general  knowledge  of  organs  of  the  human 
body  and  their  functions.  It  is  expected  that  the  applicant  will  be 
thoroughly  familiar  with  such  information  on  the  subject  as  is  con- 
tained in  any  good  text-book  of  elementary  physiology. 

Courses  of  Instruction 

Biddle  University  offers  two  courses  of  study  in  the  School  of 
Arts  and  Sciences — the  Classical,  and  the  Scientific.  Students  com- 
pleting the  Classical  course  satisfactorily  receive  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Arts  (A.  B.);  those  completing  the  Scientific  course, 
that  of  Bachelar  of  Science  (B.  S.).

The  instruction  in  this  department  is  both  theoretical 
and  practical. 

Genung's  Rhetoric  will  be  the  standard  for  theory. 

In  the  Freshman  class  the  instruction  will  emphasize 
the  practical  side,  Themes,  orations  or  narratives  will  be 
required  twice  a  week  both  semesters.  These  productions 
will  generally  be  presented  before  the  class  and  criticised 
by  both  the  class  and  the  instructor. 

In  the  Sophomore  class  productions  will  be  required; 
but  the  instruction  will  emphasize  the  theory  side  of  rhet- 
oric, Genung  being  the  text-book.  This  class  will  have 
rhetoric  twice  a  week  both  semesters. 

In  the  Junior  class  the  history  of  English  Literature 
from  Chaucer  to  Tennyson  will  be  studied.  Master  pieces 
of  representative  authors  will  be  read  and  studied.  This 
class  will  have  English  Literature  twice  a  week  both  sem- 
esters. In  the  second  semester[the  members  of  the  Junior 
class  are  required  to  deliver  before  the  university  commu- 
nity, in  the  chapel,  orations  preliminary  to  The  Junior 
Prize  Contest.

There  is  also  discussion  as  to  the  conflict  culminating  in 
the  Greco-Persian  wars.

In  connection  with  these  poems,  special  stress  is  put  on

Greek  Oratory.  Demosthenes'  On  the  Crown.  Gram- 
matical construction  and  technical  terms  are  studied, 
together  with  the  history,  laws;rand  politics  of  Athens. 

Greek  Tragedy.  Sophocles'  Electra.  Much  time  is 
devoted  to  the  Greek  theater,  to  style,  to  prosody,  and  to 
general  discussions  of  the  literature  of  the  period. 

Greek  Testament.  Special  study  is  given  to  the  Gos- 
pels, including  analysis,  word  study,  rapid  translation, 
and  study  of  moods  and  tenses. 

DEPARTMENT  OP  LATIN 

Dr.  Martin 

Allen  &  Greenougli  Revised  Latin  Grammar  will  be 
the  standard.of  reference. 

Analysis  and  parsing  through  the  entire  course  will 
receive  close  attention. 

Virgil's  Aeneid.  The  first  four  books  are  read.  The 
stndent  is  given  thorough  practicQ  in  sight  reading,  and 
some  attention  is  given  to  scanning. 

Purely  grammatical  questions  are  made  secondary  to 
the  acquisition  of  power  and  ability  to  read  accurately. 

Horace  and  Livv.  During  the  first  term,  selections 
from  the  Odes  and  Epodes  are  studied.    Attention  is  given 
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to  the  style  of  the  author,  and  special  lectures  given  on. 
Roman  Life,  Art,  and  Customs. 

The  second  term  will  be  devoted  to  the  study  of  Livy, 
and  lestures  will  be  given  on  Roman  prose  style. 

Plautus  and  Juvenal.  These  authors  are  read  for  the 
light  they  throw  on  Roman  life  of  their  time. 

The  Captivi  and  the  Satires  will  be  studied  in  such  a 
way  as  to  draw  from  them  the  vivid  pictures  of  the  age 
they  portray. 

DEPARTMENT  OP  PHILOSOPHY 

Dr.  Anderson 

Psychology:  The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  acquaint  the 
student  with  the  facts  of  consciousness,  and  to  instruct 
h,im  in  the  methods  of  study  of  mental  phenomena.  A 
thorough  study  is  given  to  the  self,  its  constitution  and 
analysis;  to  attention,  memory,  imagination,  association, 
habit,  and  the  will. 

Logic:  The  course  embraces  a  study  of  the  use  of 
terms,  the  laws  of  the  syllogism,  and  the  methods  of 
deductive  and  inductive  reasoning. 

Ethics:  In  the  study  of  Ethics,  thorough  and  compre- 
hensive discussion  is  given  to  conscience,  its  origin  and 
function;  to  moral  law,  its  meaning,  design,  and  authority; 
and  to  the  fundamental  moral  ideas  of  good,  duty,  and 
virtue,  and  the  order  of  their  development, 

DEPARTMENT  OF  ECONOMICS 

Professor  Douglas 

The  purpose  is  to  acquaint  the  student  with 
the  history  of  economic  development,  especially  the 
economic  history  of  the  United  States.  Attention  is  given 
to  a  study  of  value,  price,  monopolies,  wages,  industrial 
organizations,  and  labor  problems,  especially  the  labor 
problem  as  it  relates  to  the  Negro.  The  work  is  done  by 
the  use  of  text-book,  supplemented  by  lectures.  Written 
theses  on  assigned  topics  are  required,  in  addition  to  the 
work  done  in  the  class-room. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  SOCIOLOGY 
Dr.  Davis 

This  subject  is  treated  broadly,  bub  with  a  careful 
survey  of  the  elementary  laws  of  human  society.     Empha- 
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sis  is  placed  upon  the  practieal  phases  of  the  subject,  such 
as  the  study  of  family  organization,  charities,  pauperism, 
criminology,  and  so-called  solutions  of  social  and  economic 
difficulties. 

The  subject  will  be  treated  topically,  and  collatera 
reading  will  be  insisted  upon. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  NATURAL  SCIENCE 

Dr.  Davis 

Zoology.  The  course  in  this  subject  is  intended  to 
familiarize  the  student  with  the  structure,  physiology,  and 
life-history  of  vertebrates  and  invertebrates,  beginning 
with  single-celled  organisms,  and  proceeding  to  the  com- 
plex forms. 

Botany.  The  study  seeks  to  impart  a  thorough  knowl- 
edge of  the  physiology,  morphology,  and  ecology  of  plant 
life. 

Mu£h  field  work  is  done,  and  each  student  is  required 
to  prepare  an  herbarium  of  fifty  specimens,  and  to  present 
the  same  as  a  condition  of  passing  in  this  subject. 

Geology.  This  subject  is  present  in  two  principal 
phases:  (1)  Dynamic  and  Structural  Geology.  The  geolog- 
ical forces  and  the  work  they  accomplish,  and  a  study  of 
original  and  secondary  rock  structures.  (2)  Physiographic 
and  Historical  Geology,  with  special  reference  to  the 
American  continent  and  the  study  of  the  evolution  of  land, 
and  of  life  forms  from  the  oldest  to  the  most  recent. 

Astronomy.  This  is  mainly  a  course  in  Descriptive 
Astronomy.  It  aims  to  impart  a  thorough  knowledge  of 
the  more  important  facts  and  principles  of  Astronomy, 
and  some  acquaintance  with  the  methods  of  developing  the 
truths  of  the  science. 

Recitations  are  supplemented  by  nightly  studies  of 
the  heavens  and  a  location  of  the  principal  stars  and  con- 
stellations. 

Chemistry.  This  course  covers  the  scope  of  Element- 
ary Chemistry.  The  recitations  are  accompanied  by  lec- 
tures, and  the  principles  illustrated  by  experiments,  which 
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the  student  is  required  to  perform,  keeping  notes  of  their 
work.  A  laboratory  fee  of  one  dollar  must  be  paid  for. 
material. 

Physics.  The  course  covers  the  fundamental  principles 
of  Physics,  including  mechanics,  properties  of  matter, 
heat,  and  electricity,  sound  and  light. 

Much  time  is  devoted  to  the  solving  of  problems  grow- 
ing out  of  the  practical  applications  of  the  science. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  MATHEMATICS 

Professor  Douglas 

Solid  Geometry.  Solid  angles,  polyhedrons,  cylinders 
and  cones,  speres,  spherical  polygons  and  polygons,  and 
pyramids  and  columns. 

Original  exercises,  carefully  selected,  are  assigned  to 
train  the  students  into  the  habit  of  independent  thought 
and  accurate  reasoning.  Text-books,  Wentworth  and  Smith. 

Trigonometry.  Plane  Trigonometry,  trigonometrical 
functions,  general  formulas,  solution  of  the  right  and 
oblique  triangles,  using  both  natural  functions  and  loga- 
rithms, problems,  inverse  functions,  cubic  equations. 
Spherical  Trigonometry,  solution  of  right  and  oblique  trian- 
gles, applications.  Text-book,  Well's  New  Plane  and 
Spherical  Trigonometry. 

Surveying.  Care  and  use  of  instruments,  field  work 
and  computation  of  areas,  re-surveys,  land  partition,  map- 
making,  plotting  streams,  roads,  and  buildings  from  field 
notes  taken  under  the  direction  of  the  professor.  Text- 
book, Robbins'  Surveying  and  Navigation. 

Advanced  Algebra.  Progessions,  binomial  theorem, 
undetermined  coefficients,  theory  of  limits,  summation  of 
series,  determinants,  etc.  Special  emphasis  is  laid  upon 
those  subjects  that  have  a  particular  bearing  upon  the 
higher  branches  of  Mathematics.     Text-book,  Well's. 

Analytical  Geometry.  Cootesianand  polar  systems  of  co- 
ordinates,  discussion  and  construction  of  loci,  the  straight 
line,  t r-ans formation  of  co-ordinates,  circles,  parabole, 
ellipse  hyperbole,  higher  plane  curves.  Text-book,  Candys. 

Calculus.  Functions  and  limits,  differentiation,  appli- 
cations, integration,  partial  derivations.  Text-book,  Smith's 
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REQUIREMENTS  FOR  PROMOTION  AND   GRADUA- 
TION 

The  minimum  passing  grade  in  any  single  study  is 
sixty-five.  A  general  average  of  seventy-five  is  required 
for  promotion. 

To  receive  the  degrees,  Bachelor  of  Arts  and  Bachelor 
of  Science,  students  must  complete  one  hundred  and 
twenty  semester  hours  in  addition  to  the  fifteen  units 
required  for  entrance. 

The  semester  hour  consists  of  one  hour  a  week  of 
ecture  or  recitation,  or  two  hours  a  week  of  laboratory 
work,  through  one  semester.

Repuirements  for  Admission 

All  applicants  for  admission  to  the  High  School  must 
be  at  least  fourteen  years  of  age,  and  must  furnish  satis- 
factory testimonials  of  good  moral  character. 

First  year — Applicants  may  be  admitted  to  the  First 
Year  by  examination  in  English  Grammar  and  Composi- 
tion, Arithmetic,  Geography  and  Americen  History.  The 
amount  of  work  required  in  each  of  these  subjects  is  equiv- 
alent to  what  is  usually  done  in  Grammar  Schools.  The 
aim  of  these  examinations  is  to  determine  the  candidate's 
fitness  to  enter  the  First  Year. 

Advanced  Standing — Admission  to  classes  higher 
than  the  First  year  may  be  gained  by  the  applicant's 
showing  ability  to  do  the  work  of  the  class  just  below  the 
one  he  desires  to  enter. 

In  the  event,  however,  the  candidate  admitted  to  a 
class  fails  to  show  ability  to  do  creditably  the  work  of  said 
class,  he  may  be  withdrawn  from  that  class  and  placed 
where  he  belongs  in  the  estimation  of  the  faculty. 

Courses  of  Instruction 

The  High  School  gives  thorough  and  systematic  instruction 
in  the  subjects  required  for  admission  to  standard  colleges.  Stu- 
dents completing  this  course,  and  not  desiring  to  further  pursue 
their  duties,  have  a  good  foundation  for  useful  citizenship. 

Two  courses  are  offered— one  leading  to  the  Classical  Course 
of  the  College,  the  other  to  the  Scientific.  The  Scientific  Course  is 
identical  with  the  Classical  in  the  First  and  in  the  Second  Year. 
In  the  Third  and  the  Fourth  Year  of  the  Scientific  Course  German 
is  substituted  for  Greek  or  Latin.

General  Information 


THE  SCHOOL  YEAR 

The  school  year  begins  the  third  Wednesday  in  Septem- 
ber at  9  o'clock  A.  M.,  and  closes  thefif&t  Wednesday  in 
June. 

The  school  year  consists  of  one  session  of  thirty-six 
weeks  and  is  divided  into  two  semesters;  the  first  semes- 
ter beginning  with  the  opening  of  the  school,  and  closing 
the  31st  of  January;  the  second  semester  beginning  Febru- 
ary first  and  closing  with  the  close  of  the  school  session. 

The  best  interests  of  the  institution  and  of  the  students 
require ,thfbt  they  report  for  duty  promptly  at  the  opening 
of  each  term. 

Students  desiring  to  enter  should  make  early  applica- 
tion  to  the  President. 

EXAMINATIONS 

Regular  examinations  are  held  at  the  close  of  each 
semester.  These  examinations  are  both  oral  and  written 
and  are  required  of  all  students. 

Students  are  admitted  to  regular  examinations  by 
cards  which  are  granted  after  all  financial  obligations  with 
the  institution  for  the  semester  in  which  the  examination 
is  to  be  taken  have  been  settled. 

THE  HOME  DEPARTMENT 

W.  H.  Stinson,  A.  M.,  Superintendent 

Shis  department  includes  the  orderly  keeping  of  the 
grounds,  the  supervision  of  the  dormitories  and  public 
buildings,  and  all  that  pertains  to  the  immediate  manage- 
ment of  the  students  as  to  board  and  home  life. 

The  Superintendent  and  his  family  live  among  the 
students,  and  give  to  them  such  care  and  attention  as  they 
would  receive  in  a  well  organized  Christian  home. 

Except  the  day  students,  all  are  required  to  live  in 
this  department.

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EXPENSES 

The  expenses  mentioned  below  includes  only  those 
items  for  which  charge  is  made  by  the  Institution.  Books, 
stationery,  etc,  may  be  purchased  at  the  University  Book 
Store,  and  will  range  from  $5.00  to  $8.00  per  school  ses- 
sion, depending  upon  the  class  in  which  the  student  is  en- 
rolled. Laundry  of  wearing  apparel  and  similar  person- 
al expenses  will  range  from  $1.00  to  $2.00  per  month. 

Board  and  Lodging— The  cost  of  Board  and  lodging  is 
eight  dollars  per  month  of  four  weeks,  payable  mon- 
thly in  advance. 

Tuition — Day  students  only  are  charged  tuition  which 
is  $2.00  per  month  of  four  weeks,  payable  monthly  in  ad- 
vance. 

Contingent  Pee— A  deposit  of  $1.00  is  required  of 
each  student  on  entering,  as  a  contingent  fee  to  pay  for 
injury  to  furniture,  losses,  breakage,  etc.  This  sum  or 
such  part  of  it  as  may  not  be  used  for  purposes  above 
mentioned,  will  be  returned  when  the  student  leaves 
school. 

Key  Deposit— Each  student  on  being  assigned  a 
room  is  furnished  with  a  key  for  which  he  is  required  to 
deposit  20  cents  with  the  Superintendent,  said  sum  to 
be  returned  on  delivery  of  the  key  at  the  close  of  each 
school  session  or  when  the  student  leaves  the  Institu- 
tion. 

Graduation  Pee — Students  graduating  from  the  School 
of  Arts  and  Sciences  are  required  to  pay  in  advance  a 
graduating  fee  of  five  dollars.

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All  accounts  with  the  Institution  are  due  and  payable 
in  advance.  Boarding  students  are  not  received  for  less 
than  one  month  and  no  deduction  for  absence  can  be  made, 
unless  ordered  by  the  faculty.  Any  student  remaining  in 
arrears  to  the  Institution  more  than  ten  days  without 
satisfactory  arrangements  having  otherwise  been  made, 
forfeits  the  privileges  of  the  Institution. 

Wholesome  and  substantial  table  board  is  furnished 
in  the  University  Dining  Room  to  all  students  except  day 
pupils. 

Two  dormitories,  Carter  Hall  and  McNamee  Hall,  fur- 
nish lodging  to  all  boarding  students.  Rooms  are  steam 
heated  and  electric  lighted  and  each  is  furnished  with  a 
bedstead,  mattress  and  two  pillows,  washstands,  two 
chairs,  mirror,  and  towels  and  bed  linen  laundried  by  the 
Institution. 

As  far  as  possible  rooms  in  McNamee  Hall  are  reserv- . 
ed  for  Theological  students  and  candidates  for  the  minis- 
try. 

PECUNIARY  AID 

Candidates  for  the  ministry,  and  young  men  of  prom- 
ise, will  receive  such  aid  as  their  necessities  and  the  re- 
Sources  at  the  command  will  allow.  Friends  in  Scotland- 
have  established  a  fund  of  six  thousand  dollars,  the  inter- 
est of  which  is  to  be  used  to  aid  young  men  in  preparing' 
for  mission  work  in  Africa. 

Should  any  beneficiary  of  these  funds  marry  before: 
completing  his  course  of  study,  thereupon  his  aid  will  be: 
forfeited,  nor  will  any  one  be  aided  who  uses  tobacco  in 
any  form. 

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS 

1.  No  one  under  fourteen  years  of  age  will  be  admit-, 
ted  to  the  school.  Applicants  who  are  strangers  to  the 
Faculty  must  bring  a  satisfactory  certificate  of  good  char- 
acter and  steady,  industrious  habits.  Every  student,  by 
his  enrollment,  contracts  to  obey  the  regulations  of  the 
University. 
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2.  Students  are  at  all  times  expected  to  act  with  re 
spect  and  courtesy  toward  their  instructors  and  fellow- 
students,  and  observe  cleanliness  and  neatness  in  person, 
clothing,  and  room. 

3.  Students  are  required  to  attend  chapel  exercises  5 
Sabbath  School,  and  preaching  services  Sabbath  evenings. 
Day  students  are  excused  on  Saturdays  and  Sabbaths. 

4.  In  order  to  preserve  health,  cultivate  manual  skill, 
develop  taste,  and  at  the  same  time  keep  the  building  in 
order,  and  improve  and  beautify  the  grounds.  All  students 
are  expected  to  work  one  hour  each  day,  gratis. 

5.  Day  students  while  on  the  grounds  are  subject  to 
all  the  rules  of  the  Institution. 

6.  Punctuality  and  diligence  in  regard  to  all  studies 
and  exercises  are  required. 

7.  During  the  time  set  apart  for  study,  students  will 
remain  in  their  rooms  or  in  such  places  as  may  be  desig- 
nated for  study.  Talking,  loud  studying,  or  visiting  from 
room  to  room  during  study  hours,  and  boisterous,  rude 
conduct  in  any  of  the  buildings,  at  any  time,  are  prohibit- 
ed. All  students  are  expected  to  be  in  their  rooms  and 
quiet  between  ten  p.  m.,  and  six  a.  m.  All  lights  out  at 
ten  p.  m. 

8.  Low,  vulgar,  or  profane  language,  the  use  of  ar- 
dent spirits,  wine,  or  beer,  tobacco  in  any  form,  keeping, 
or  handling  of  pistols,  and  all  games  of  chance,  are  pro- 
hibited. 

9.  Students  are  forbidden  to  mark  or  deface  in  any 
way,  the  building  or  furniture,  or  to  throw  slops,  waste- 
paper,  paper,  or  anything  that  would  cause  a  nuisance, 
from  the  windows  or  about  the  grounds.  Any  damage 
done  by  wantonness  or  carelessness  must  be  paid  for  by 
the  person  doing  same. 

10.  Students  are  forbidden  to  entertain  other  stu- 
dents, their  friends,  or  strangers  in  their  room  over  night. 
Students  having  friends  for  whom  they  desire  either 
meals  or  lodging  will  report  to  the  Superintendent. 

11.  The  students  are  forbidden  to   hold  any  public 
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meeting^  on  the  premesis  of  the  University,  for  any  pur- 
pose whatever,  without  special  permission  from  the  Presi- 
dent. 

12.  The  students  are  forbidden  to  hold  any  public 
meetings  on  the  premises  of  the  University,  for  any  pur- 
pose whatever,  without  special  permission  from  the  Presi- 
dent. 

12.  The  Students  are  forbidden  to  give  entertain- 
ments of  any  character  or  invite  guests  without  special  per- 
mission. 

13.  Students  are  allowed  to  attend  the  city  churches 
on  the  Sabbath  between  the  hours  of  10  a.  m.,  and  7:30  p. 
m.,  but  no  one  will  be  permitted  to  leave  the  grounds  at 
other  times  without  special  permission,  except  Saturday 
afternoons,  when  general  peamission  is  granted  for  shop- 
ping, etc.,  in  the  city. 

14.  A  monitor  shall  be  appointed  for  each  floor  or 
building,  who  shall  report  any  neglect  or  disorder. 

15.  Violation  of  the  rules  will  subject  the  offender  to 
discipline. 

16.  The  discipline  is  impartial  and  firm.  Demerited 
students  can  not  take  part  in  public  exercises  unless  re- 
lieved by  special  action  of  the  Faculty.  Should  the  num- 
ber of  demerits  reach  twenty-five  in  any  one  term  the  de- 
linquent is  subject  to  suspension. 

17.  Each  student  on  entering  the  University  is  re- 
quired to  sign  the  following: 

I,  A.  B.,  now  entering  Biddle  University  as  a  student, 
do  solemnly  promise  to  obey  all  the  rules  and  regulations 
for  the  government  of  students,  as  long  as  I  remain  a  mem- 
ber thereof.

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LITERARY  SOCIETIES  AND  READING  CIRCLES 

There  are  four  flourishing  literary  societies — the  Mat- 
toon,  the  Clariosophic,  the  Johnson  and  the  Douglas.  The 
exercises  consist  of  composition,  discussion  and  debate, 
and  there  is  a  school  court  connected  with  them.  These 
societies  are  governed  by  laws  enacted  by  themselves,  and 
their  officers  are  also  elected  by  themselves.  The  students 
are  required  each  to  become  a  member  of  one  of  these 
Societies,  and  to  attend  upon  the  exercises.  The  whole  is 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Faculty. 

There  are  also  three  reading  circles — the  Non  Forma, 
the  Literary  Research,  and  the  Olympian.  These  circles 
aim  to  keep  pace  with  current  events  and  opinions,  to  stim- 
ulate and  develop  literary  taste  and  refinement,  and  to  fa- 
miliarize the  members  with  the  critical  works  of  stand- 
ard authors. 

CARNEGIE  LIBRARY 

There  are  nine  thousand  volumes  now  on  the  shelves 
of  the  library,  and  this  number  is  being  rapidly  increased 
by  purchase  and  by  the  gift  of  generous  friends. 

In  the  spacious  reading-room  are  found  a  set  of  the 
New  International  Encyclopedia  and  Webster's  New  In- 
ternational Dictionary.  Here  also  is  a  large  number  of 
newspapers,  secular  and  religious,  and  many  of  the  best 
magazines  in  the  country. 

Utmost  care  was  exercised  in  the  selection,  arrange- 
ment, and  classification  of  the  books  of  the  library,  which 
is  operated  according  to  the  latest  method  of  library 
management. 

The  library  is  opened  daily,  except  Sunday,  and  stu- 
dents of  all  departments  are  allowed  to  borrow  books  un- 
der special  regulations. 

In  addition  to  the  stack  and  reading-rooms,  the  library 
building  affords  space  for  store-rooms,  a  book  room,  and  a 
large,  well-lighted  and  thoroughly  furnished  Y.  M.  C.  A. 
Hall. 
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The  facilities  for  lighting  and  heating  this  building,  in 
fact,  the  entire  equippment,  is  strictly  modern. 

The  income  on  $12,500,  the  permanent  library  endow- 
ment fund,  is  the  amount  to  be  used  in  the  upkeep  of  the 
library. 

With  the  addition  of  the  library  to  its  already  splen  - 
did  educational  advantages,  the  Institution  is  prepared  to 
supply  a  long- felt  need,

SCHOLARSHIPS  AND  REGULATIONS  PERTAINING 
THERETO 

In  order  to  hold  any  scholarship  in  Biddle  University, 
it  is  necessary  that  the  student  be  in  attendance  through- 
out the  scholaristic  year,  unless  excused  by  the  proper 
authority,  and  a  scholarship  may  be  forfeited  by  any  viola- 
tion of  the  regulations  for  the  government  of  the  stu- 
dents. 

Under  no  circumstances  whatever  will  more  than  one 
scholarship  at  the  disposal  of  the  University  be  available 
for  a  student  at  any  one  time. 

Scholarships  shall  be  classified  as  follows: 

Class  A — This  is  a  $24.00  scholarship,  open  to  candi- 
dates for  the  Freshman  Class  who  attain  an  average  of 
ninety  per  cent,  or  more  in  their  studies  for  the  year. 

Class  B— This  is  a  $32.00  scholarship,  open  to  candi. 
dates  of  the  Sophomore  Class  who  attain  an  average  of 
ninety  per  cent,  or  more  in  their  studies  for  the  year. 

Class  C -This  is  a  $48.00  scholarship,  open  to  candi- 
dates of  the  Junior  Class  who  attain  an  average  of  ninety 
per  cent,  or  more  in  their  studies  for  the  year. 
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Class  D— This  is  a  $64.00  scholarship,  open  to  candi- 
dates for  the  Senior  Class  who  attain  an  average  of  ninety 
per  cent,  or  more  in  their  studies  for  the  year. 

Class  E— These  scholarships  are  drawn  from  the  "Afri- 
can Scholarship  Fund,"  and  are  subject  to  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Faculty,  solely  for  the  support  of  candi- 
dates for  missionary  work  in  Africa. 

Class  F— This  is  a  scholarship  for  supplementary  sup- 
port, varying  according  to  the  actual  needs  determined  in 
each  case  by  the  Faculty. 

DEGREES  AND  REGULATIONS  COVERING  SAME 

All  degrees  are  conferred  by  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
on  the  recommendation  of  the  Faculty. 

1.  On  completing  the  regular  prescribed  Classical 
Course,  each  candidate  may  receive  the  degree  of  A.  B. 

2.  On  completing  the  regularly  prescribed  scientific 
Course,  each  candidate  may  receive  the  degree  of  B.  S. 

3.  On  completing  the  regularly  prescribed  course  in 
the  School  of  Theology,  with  a  general  average  of  ninety 
per  cent,  or  more,  each  candidate  may  receive  the  degree 
of  S.  T.  B. 

4.  It  being  inexpedient,  Biddle  University  will  not 
grant  the  same  degree  as  honorary  as  it  grants  in  the 
regular  course  on  examination. 

5.  That  in  every  case  the  reason  for  bestowing  an 
honorary  degree  shall  be  openly  avowed  and  publicly  stat- 
ed in  connection  with  the  commencement  program, 

6.  The  Master  Degree  will  not  be  granted  except  for 
postgraduate  study  of  at  least  one  year's  duration,  tested 
by  adequate  examinations  in  the  prescribed  course. 

7.  The  minimum  requirement  for  the  degree  of  Doc- 
tor of  Philosophy,  Doctor  of  Science,  and  Doctor  of  Peda- 
gogy shall  be  as  follows: 

(a)  The  previous  attainment  of  a  Bachelor's  degree, 
or  its  equivalent. 

(b)  The  completion  of  two  years  of  postgraduate 
study;  not  more  than  one  year,   however,  of  actual  resi- 
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dence  in  the  Institution  shall  be  required,  but  that  must 
be  the  final  year.     Matter  of  residence  may  be  waived, 

(c)  Adequate  examinations— one  at  the  close  of  each 
scholastic  year— and  a  thesis  embodying  the  results  of 
original  research  at  the  close  of  the  second  year,  the  the- 
sis to  bear  the  written  acceptance  of  the  professor  in 
charge  of  the  major  subject,  accompanied  by  a  short  biog- 
raphy of  the  candidate. 

The  following  shall  be  recognized  as  honorary  degrees'- 
D.  Do  LL.  D.,  and  Master  of  Pedagogy.

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Location  and  Historical  Sketch 

Biddle  University  was  founded  in  1867,  and  is  located 
at  Charlotte,  N.  C.  The  Institution  was  named  in  memory 
of  the  late  Major  Henry  J.  Biddle,  of  Philadelphia,  whose 
widow  Mrs.  M.  D.  Biddle,  was  one  of  its  most  liberal  sup- 
porters. The  first  eight  acres  of  land  was  given  by  Mr. 
William  R.  Myers  of  Charlotte,  N.  C.  It  is  chartered  by 
the  legislature  of  the  State,  and  is  under  the  auspices  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United  States  of  Ameri- 
ca. 

It  stands  at  the  radiating  point  of  seven  railroads,  in 
the  midst  of  a  dense  and  comparatively  intelligent  colored 
population,  and  occupies  a  site  of  seventy  acres  within  the 
city  limits. 

It  is  situated  in  the  heart  of  the  South  Atlantic  region, 
which  contains  the  two  synods  of  Atlantic  and  Catawba, 
having  318  colored  churches,  212  ministers,  scores  of 
young  men  in  preparation  for  the  ministry,  with  a  large 
number  of  schools  and  academies  under  their  care.  These 
schools  and  churches  must  be  furnished  with  intelligent, 
Christian  teachers  and  preachers,  who  must  be  largely 
educated  on  the  field,  and  in  contact  with  the  people  among 
whom  they  are  to  labor.  Such  training  is  given  here  at 
less  expense  than  it  could  be  elsewhere;  the  student  has 
the  best  opportunity  for  a  Christian  education,  together 
with  the  refining  influences  of  a  Christian  Home;  and  he 
is  kept  at  the  same  time  in  contact  and  sympathy  with  the 
people.

Description    of    Course. 

HEBREW. 
Dr.  McCrorey. 
Junior  Class:  Hebrew  begun.  Recitations  five 
times  a  week  throughout  the  year.  Text-books: 
Harper's  Elements  of  Hebrew,  and  Harper's  Introductory 
Hebrew  Method  and  Manual.  Special  emphasis  is  laid  on 
the  acquisition  of  a  vocabulary.  The  inflection  of  the 
language  and  several  hundred  of  the  commonest  words 
are  memorized.  There  is  a  daily  drill  in  reciprocal  oral 
translation  and  in  writing  Hebrew. 

.Middle  Class:  Reading  from  the  Historical  and 
Prophetical  Books  twice  a  week  throughout  the  year 
Text-books:  Hebrew  Bible,  Harper's  Hebrew  Syntax,  and 
Driver's  Hebrew  Tenses.  Special  attention  will  be  given 
to  the  Syntax  to  enlarge  the  vocabulary,  and  rapid  read- 
ing. 

Senior  Class:  (Elective.)  Reading  at  sight  from 
the  Historical  Books,  exegesis  of  Hebrew  Prophecy  and 
Poetry,  twice  a  week  throughout  the  year. 

GREEK. 
Dr.  Russell. 
1.     A  course  upon  New  Testament  Introduction,  Crit- 
icism and  Theology,  once  a  week  throughout  the  year. 

Junior  Class  will  read  the  remaining  three  gos- 
pels with  reference  to  the  Harmony,  and  also  to  the  dis- 
tinctive character  to  each  of  the  four  gospels,  three  times 
a  week  throughout  the  year. 

Middle  Class  will  read  Ephesians  with  Exegesis 
twice  a  week  throughout  the  year.  The  other  Epistles  of 
the  captivity— Philippians,    Colossians,   and    Philemon— 

[13] 
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will  be  assigned  for  private  rending.     A  summary  of  their 
contents  will   be  considered   in  the  class-room,  and  they 

will  be  required  in  the  examination. 

Senior  Class  will  read  Romans  with  Exegesis 
twice  a  week  throughout  the  year.  The  other  Epistles  of 
the  Third  Missionary  Journey— I.  Corinthians,  II.  Corin- 
thians, and  Galatians — will  be  assigned  for  private  read- 
ing. Their  scope  and  contents  will  be  discussed  in  the 
school- room,  and  they  will  be  required  in  the  examina- 
tion. 

SYTEMATIC   THEOLOGY 
Dr.  Partee. 

In  this  department,  the  purpose  is  to  have  each  stu- 
dent read  during  his  course,  some  standard  work  on  Sys- 
tematic Theology,  and  in  addition  to  this  read  some  au- 
thority on  Theism. 

This  course  of  reading  will  be  made  the  subject  of  the 
most  thorough  examination  and  free  discussion,  and  will 
be  supplemented  by  every  available  means  which  is  likely 
to  encourage  and  stimulate  the  student  in  his  search  of 
truth,  and  in  preparation  for  its  defense. 

Systematic  Theology  is  begun  in  the  second  term  of 
the  Junior  year  and  is  completed  In  the  Senior  year.  The 
doctrines  of  Theology  are  presented  didactically,  histori- 
cally and  problematically.  The  order  of  topics  pursued  is: 
The  nature,  forms  and  sources  of  Theology;  the  being  of  I 
God,  His  nature  and  attributes;  Trinity;  the  Divinity  of 
Christ;  the  holy  nature,  necessity,  perfection  and  extent 
of  the  atonement;  His  kingdom;  his  humiliation  and  exal- 
tation; vocation;  regeneration;  faith;  justification;  sanctifi- 
cation;  the  law  of  God;  eschatology;  the  sacraments. 

HOMILETICS. 

Dr.  Jones 

The  work  of  this  department  is  carried  on  through- 
out the    Seminary   course.      In  the   Junior  and    Middle 
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years,  a  text-book  on  the  "  Preparation  and  Delivery  of 
Sermons  "  is  read.  This  is  supplemented  by  exercises 
in  the  analysis  of  sermons,  and  preaching  before  the  pro- 
fessors and  students  of  the  University  weekly. 

In  the  Middle  and  Senior  Clases  much  attention  is 
given  to  the  preparation  and  criticism  of  sermon  plans 
and  extempore  preaching. 

CHRISTIAN    EVIDENCES 
Dr.  Partee 

By  means  of  text-books  and  discussions,  the  student 
is  aided  in  verifying  the  Biblical  proofs  of  Doctrine  and 
Christian  truth  as  represented  in  the  symbols  of  the 
Church,  and  he  is  thus  trained  to  express  with  facility  and 
clearness  the  revealed  will  of  God. 

PASTORAL    THEOLOGY 
Dr.  Partee 

The  treatment  of  this  subject  is  confined  to  the  third 
year  of  the  course.  It  is  designed  that  each  student  shall 
become  thoroughly  acquainted  with  the  best  method  of 
applying  the  message  of  salvation  to  the  hearts  and  lives 
of  men.  Lectures  are  given,  accompanied  by  the  use  of 
text-books. 

The  course  includes  the  importance  of  ministerial  pie- 
ty, proper  habits  of  study,  skill  and  ability  in  the  various 
branches  of  our  church  work,  the  pastor's  duty  and  rela- 
tion to  the  various  courts  of  the  church,  and  the  various 
private  and  public  duties  pertaing  to  his  office. 

CHURCH    GOVERNMENT. 
Dr.  Partee 

Four  lectures  on  the  general  subject  are  given  to  the 
Junior   Class. 

In  the  Middle  Year  the  Form  of  Government  with 
proof  text  is  taken  up  and  pursued  through  one  term  and 
a  minute  comparison  with  other  forms  of  Church  polity  is 
made. 
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In  the  Middle  and  Senior  Years,  the  Book  of  Disci- 
pline is  used  as  a  text-book,  accompanied  by  lectures. 

BIBLICAL    HISTORY. 
Dr.  Partee 

Since  sacred  history  is  of  vital  importance  as  a  part  of 
a  thorough  theological  education,  the  subject  is  pursued 
through  the  entire  three  years'  course. 

Biblical  History  is  studied  by  the  Junior  Class,  with 
the  English  version  of  the  Old  Testament  as  a  text-book 
and  Smith's  Old  Testament  History  as  a  guide,  and  is 
taught  by  lectures  and  constant  references  to  the  typical 
and  preparatory  nature  of  the  Old  Testament.  The  con- 
nection between  sacred  and  profane  history  is  pointed  out, 
and  attention  given  to  Archeology,  Geography,  and  Chro- 
nology. 

ECCLESIASTICAL    HISTORY 

Dr.  Jones. 

This  subject  is  taken  up  by  the  Middle  Class,  and 
taught  by  lectures,  wiMi  text-books  covering  the  period 
from  Apostolic  times  to  the  Reformation— sixteenth  cen- 
tury. 

The  Senior  Class  continues  the  subject  from  the  Ref- 
ormation to  the  present  time,  devoting  the  second  term  to 
the  history  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  the  U.  S.  A. 

During  each  year  a  carefully  prepared  thesis  having 
for  its  subject  some  leading  personage,  epoch,  or  phase, 
etc.,  from  sacred  history,  is  required  from  each  student. 

ENGLISH    BIBLE 
Dr.  Ellerson 

One  may  know  a  great  deal  about  the  Bible,  and  yet 
be  unfamilar  with  the   Book  itself. 

The  design  of  this  course  is  to  secure  to  the  students 
intimate  first-hand  knowledge  of  the  Scriptures. 

To  this  end  the  Bible  itself  is  the  text-book. 
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CHRISTIAN    SOCIOLOGY 
Dr.  McCrorey 

One  hour  per  week  throughout  the  Senior  Year  is  de- 
voted to  the  study  of  Church  and  Social  questions. 

Instruction  is  given  partly  by  the  use  of  text-books 
and  partly  by  lectures;  the  aim  being  to  treat  the  subject 
in  a  practical  manner. 

FORWARD   MISSION  STUDY 
Dr.    Ellersox 

This  study  is  pursued  once  a  week  throughout  the 
course;  and  its  purpose  is  that  the  students  may  gain  a 
knowledge  of  the  countries  where  missions  are  to  be  estab- 
lished and  maintained,  and  of  the  people  of  those  coun- 
tries, their  forms  of  government,  racial  peculiarities,  re- 
ligious beliefs  and  degree  of  intelligence;  also  their  envi- 
ronments, difficulties,   discouragements  and  needs. 

Such  knowledge  broadens  the  vision, increases  giving, 
and  leads  to  a  higher  life  of  service. 

Requirements  For  Promotion  and  Graduation. 

A  grade  of  sixty-five  per  cent  is  required  in  a  single 
study  for  each  term,  and  a  general  yearly  average  of  sev- 
enty-five per  cent,  is  required  for  promotion  and  for  grad- 
uation. Each  student  attaining  an  average  of  ninetyper 
cent,  for  the  entire  full  course,  is  granted  the  degree  of 
S.  T.  B. 

Further   Information. 

Period  of  Study— The  regular  course  of  study,  as  in 
other  seminaries  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  covers  a 
period  of  three  years. 

Practical  Work — The  practical  work  of  the  ministry 
is  joined  with  the  work  of  preparation,  as  the  theological 
students  have  opportunities  of  laboring  as  supplies  in  the 
neighboring  churches,  during  vacation  and  in   term   time. 
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With  the  facilities  at  hand,  special  and  successful  ef- 
forts are  made  to  aid  students  in  obtaining  vacation  em- 
ployment along  the  line  of  their  future  work  as  teachers 
and  preachers  among  the  people. 

Rules  and  Regulations — Except  in  a  few  particulars, 
the  students  of  the  School  of  Theology  are  not  subject  to 
rules  and  regulations  which  govern  those  of  the  other 
Schools  of  the  University. 

Rooms— The  rooms  in  McNamee  Hall  are  reserved  for 
candidates  for  the  ministry.  Each  of  the  rooms  is  fur- 
nished with  a  bedstead,  mattress,  pillows,  bureau,  wash- 
stand,  chairs,  looking  glass,  etc.,  and  is  heated  by  steam. 

Expenses— There  is  no  charge  for  tuition  or  room- 
rent. 

There  is  a  charge  of  eight  dollars  per  month  for 
board,  in  connection  with  the  boarding  department,  where 
all  the  stndents  living  on  the  grounds  are  required  to 
board;  the  theological  students,  however,  are  provided 
with  separate  dining-room.  The  fee  of  eight  dollars  per 
month  covers  also  expenses  of  fuel,  light  and  washing  of 
towels  and  bed  clothing. 

Examinations — The  semi-annual  examination  will  be 
conducted  during  the  last  week  in  January  and  the  last 
week  in  May.  The  examinations  will  be  oral  and  written. 
Each  student  is  required  to  take  these  examinations,  and 
if  by  sickness  or  absence  one  fails  to  take  them,  he  must 
submit  to  an  examination  with  a  corresponding  class  in  a 
subsequent  year 
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School  of  Arts  and  Sciences.

Requirements  for  Admission. 

Freshman  Class  — Fifteen  units  of  secondary  work  are 
required  for  entrance,  without  condition,  into  the  Fresh- 
man Class. 

Students  presenting  thirteen  units  will  be  entered 
conditionally,  with  the  understanding  that  the  two  units 
lacking  will  be  made  up  by  the  end  of  the  Sophomore 
year. 

A  unit  in  any  subject  signifies  four  sixty-minute  reci- 
tations per  week  for  a  period  of  thirty-six  weeks  and  re- 
presents a  year's  study,  constituting  approximately  a 
quarter  of  a  full  year's  work  in  a  secondary  school. 

This  statement  is  designed  to  afford  a  standard  of 
measurement  for  the  work  done  in  secndary  schools.  It 
takes  the  four  year  high  school  course  as  a  basis,  and  as- 
sumes that  the  length  of  the  school  year  is  from  thirty- 
six  to  forty  weeks,  that  a  period  is  from  forty  to  sixty 
minutes  in  length,  and  that  the  study  is  pursued  for  four 
or  five  periods  a  week;but,  under  ordinary  circumstances, 
a  satisfactory  year's  work  in  any  subject  can  not  be  ac- 
complished in  less  than  one  hundred  and  twenty  sixty 
minute  periods  or  their  equivalent.  Schools  organized  for 
any  other  than  a  four  year  basis  can,  nevertheless,  esti- 
mate their  work  in  terms  of  this  unit.

Advanced  Standing— All  candidates  seeking  admis- 
sion to  advanced  standing  should  be  prepared  for  thorough 
tests  in  the  subjects  taught  in  the  class  next  below  the  one 
they  may  desire  to  enter. 

Special  Students— Mature  persons  of  good  character, 
who  desire  to  pursue  some  special  subjects,  and  who  have 
had  requisite  preliminary  training  are  allowed  to  enter 
the  various  courses  of  study  in  Biddle  University  without 
becoming  candidates  for  degrees. 

Such  students  are  subject  to  the  same  regulations  re- 
garding attendance  and  examinations  as  candidates  for 
degrees. 

Courses  of  Instruction 

Biddle  University  offers  two  courses  of  study  in  the  school  of 
Arts  and  Sciences— the  Classical,  and  the  Scientific.  In  the  Scien- 
tific course  German  is  substituted  for  Latin.  Students  competing 
the  Classical  Course  satisfactorily  receive  the  degree  of  Bachelor 
of  Arts  (A.  B. ;)  those  completing'  the  scientific  course,  that  of 
Batchelor  of  Science  (B.  S.)

Freshman  Year.  Rhetoric:  A  course  in  oral  and 
written  expression  of  thought  following  the  plan  of  a  text 
book  designed  to  help  Freshmen  adjust  themselves  to  all 
college  work  and  to  realize  that  English  is  an  integral  part 
of  all. 

Sophomore  Year.  Rhetoric:  The  principles  of  ar- 
gumentation are  studied  by  text  book  and  exercise. 

Junior  Year.  English  Poetry:  A  rapid  reading  of 
some  and  a  study  of  other  representative  poems.

Readings  from  American  Literature:  Themes  on  the 
readings  will  be  required.

Lincoln's  Birthday  Celebration,  the   March   Exhibition  of 
the  Matoon  and  Clarisophic    Societies,   the  Junior  Class 
orations  preliminary  to  the  Junior  Prize  Contest,   and  thei 
Commencement  week  Literary  Student  Exercises. 
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DEPARTMENT  OP  GREEK 
Dr.  Russell 

Composition  and  Style.  Plato:  Apology  and  Crito. 
Special  attention  is  given  to  word  study,  style  and  form,' 
analysis  and  discussion. 

Reading  course.     Stories  from  Herodotus.     Due  con- 
sideration is  given  to  dialect  study,  words   and  analysis 
There  is  also  discussion  as  to  the  conflict  culminating  in 
the  Greco-Persian  wars. 

Epic  Poetry.  Homer's  Iliad  and  Odyssey-six  books 
In  connection  with  these  poems,  special  stress  is  put  on 
the  following:  Peculiarities  of  dialect,  scansion,  mythol- 
ogy, word  study,  and  the  manner  of  life  and  ethics  in  the 
Homeric  age. 

Greek  Oratory.  Demosthenes''  On  the  Crown.  Gram- 
matical construction  and  technical  terms  are  studied  to- 
gether with  the  history,  laws,  and  politics  of  Athens 

Greek  Tragedy.     Sophocles'  Electra.     Much  time  is 
ilevoted  to  the  Greek  theater,  to  style,  to  prosody,    and  to 
general  discussion  of  the  literature  of  the  period 
;   Greek  Testament.   Special  study  is  given  to  the  gospels 
including  analysis,    word   study,    rapid  translation,    and 
<tudy  of  moods  and  tenses. 

DEPARTMENT  OP  LATIN 
Dr.  Martin 
Freshman  Year.  First  Semester.  Selections  from 
lorace's  Odes  and  Epodes"  are  studied.  Attention  is 
.Jiven  to  the  principal  meters,  translating  accurately  the 
|itin,  the  study  of  the  numerous  references,  to  the  in- 
fuence  of  Horace  upon  English  Literature.  The  purpose 
feing,  to  foster  a  love  for  good  literature  as  exemplified 
•y  th.s  Latin  Poet.  Special  lectures  are  also  given  on  Ro- 
ian  Life,  Art  and  Customs. 

I  Second  Semester.  Livy,  Books  XXI  and  XXII 
,  he  study  of  Roman  prose  style  from  the  viewpoint  of  his- 
3ry  and  literature.     Ascertaining  the  peculiar  modes   of 
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expression,  constructions,    rhetorical   skill,    the   readable, 
and  interesting  narrative  of  Livy— the  Historian. 

Options,  First  and  Second  Semesters  For  Fresh-' 
men:  Selections,  Metamorphoses— Ovid,  Satires  and  Epis^] 
ties  — Horace,  Germania  and  Agricola— Tacitus. 

Sophomore  Year.  First  Semester:  The  "Gaptivi 
and  Trinummus"  of  Plautus  are  studied. 

1st.  To  portray  the  moral  lessons  and  pure  senti- 
ments as  well  as  instructive  allusions  to  the  manners  and- 
customs  of  the  Roman  Comedy  during  the  Playtinian. 
Age. 

2nd.     To  form    an   acquaintance   with   antique   formsj 
and  peculiar  colloquialisms  — the   mere  orthographical  va- 
riations from  the  later  and  riper  Latin  -  so  as  to  give  a  keen- 
er zest  and  a  maturer  judgment  to  the   study  of  the  lan- 
guage as  a  whole. 

3rd.  To  draw  out  the  vivid  pictures  evidenced  by 
the  author's  intimate  knowledge  of  the  different  strata  of! 
society,  affording  an  agreeable  variety  to  the  study  of  the 
characters  given. 

Second  Semester.  The  Satires  of  Juvenal  are  read 
for  the  information  given  on  social  life  of  Koine  in  his  day.. 
To  show  to  what  extent  contempt  tinged  with  despair! 
about  a  moral  standard  will  lead.  His  short-sighted  pa- 
triotism, causing  to  regard  all  foreigners  with  scorn.  To 
illustrate  what  a  man  endowed  with  unusual  gifts,  both; 
of  mind  and  heart,  and  inspired  by  a  genuine  love  of  coun- 
try, ann  earnest  admiration  for  the  simple  manners  of  thj 
past,  may  attain. 

Options,  First  and  Second  Semesters,  for  S(d 
phomores:  Sight  Reading,  Letters  of  Pliny,  Adelphfl 
or  Phormio— Terence,  M.  Fabius  Quintilianus. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  PHILOSOPHY 

Dr.  Anders* 

Psychology:  The  aim  of  this  con  rs  ■  is  to  acquaint  thl 
students  with  the  fact  of  consciousness,  an  !  r  >  instruct* 
him  in    the    method   of   study    of   mental    phenomena.     A 
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thorough  study  is  given  to  the  self,  its  constitution  and 
analysis;  to  attention,  memory,  imagination,  association, 
habit  and  the  will. 

Logic:  The  course  embraces  a  study  of  the  use  of 
terms,  the  laws  of  the  syllogism,  and  the  methods  of  de- 
ductive and  inductive  reasoning. 

Ethics:  In  the  study  of  Ethics,  thorough  and  compre- 
hensive discussion  is  given  to  conscience,  its  origin  and 
function;  to  moral  law,  its  meaning,  design,  and  authority; 
and  to  the  fundamental  moral  ideas  of  good,  duty,  and 
virtue,  and  the  order  of  their  development. 

DEPARTMENT  OP  ECONOMICS 
Professor  Douglass 
The  purpose  is  to  acquaint  the  student  with  the  his- 
tory of  economic  development,  especially  the  economic  his- 
tory of  the  United  States.  Attention  is  given  to  a  study 
of  value,  price,  monopolies,  wages,  industrial  organiza- 
tions, and  labor  problems,  especially  the  labor  problem  as 
it  relates  to  the  Negro.  The  work  is  done  by  the  use  of 
text-books,  supplemented  by  lectures.  Written  theses  on 
assigned  topics  are  required  in  addition  to  the  work  done 
in  the  class-room. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  SOCIOLOGY 
Dr.  Davis 

This  subject  is  treated  broadly,  but  with  a  careful 
survey  of  the  elementary  laws  of  human  society.  Empha- 
sis is  placed  upon  the  practical  phases  of  the  subject,  such 
as  the  study  of  family  organizations,  charities,  pauperism, 
criminology,  and  so-called  solutions  of  social  and  economic 
difficulties. 

The  subject  will  be  treated  topically,  and  collateral 
reading  will  be  insisted  upon. 

DEPARTMENT  OP  NATURAL  SCIENCE 

Dr.  Davis 

Botany.  The  subject  seeks  to  impart  a  thorough 
knowledge  of  the  physiology,  morphology,  and  ecology  of 
plant  life. 
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Much  field  work  is  done,  and  each  student  is  required 
to  prepare  an  herbarium  of  fifty  specimens,  and  to  pre- 
sent the  same  as  a  condition  of  passing  in  this  subject. 

Geology.  This  subject  is  presented  in  two  principal 
phases:  (1)  Dynamic  and  Structural  Geology,  investigating 
geological  forces  and  the  work  they  accomplish,  and  a  study 
of  original  and  secondary  rock  structures.  (2)  Physio- 
graphic and  Historical  Geology,  with  special  reference  to 
the  American  continent  and  the  study  of  the  evolution  of 
land,  and  of  life  forms  from  the  oldest  to  the  most   recent. 

Astronomy.  This  is  mainly  a  course  in  descriptive 
Astronomy.  It  aims  to  impart  a  thorough  knowledge  of 
the  more  important  facts  and  principles  of  Astronomy, 
and  some  acquaintance  with  the  methods  of  developing 
the  truths  of  the  science. 

Recitations  are  supplemented  by  nightly  studies  of 
the  heavens  and  a  location  of  the  principal  stars  and  con- 
stellations. 

Chemistry.  This  course  covers  the  scope  of  Element- 
ary Chemistry.  The  recitations  are  accompanied  by  lec- 
tures, and  the  principles  illustrated  by  experiments,  which 
the  student  is  required  to  perform,  keeping  notes  of  their 
work.  A  laboratory  fee  of  one  dollar  must  be  paid  for 
material. 

Physics.  The  course  covers  the  fundamental  prin- 
ciples of  Physics,  including  mechanics,  properties  of  mat- 
ter, heat  and  electricity,  sound  and  light. 

Much  time  is  devoted  to  the  solving  of  problems  grow- 
ing out  of  the  practical  applications  of  the  science. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  MATHEMATICS 
Professor  Douglass 

Solid  Geometry.  This  course  is  given  in  the  Fresh- 
man year  and  covers  the  work  usually  found  in  a  good  text 
book,  distinguishing,  however,  between  the  propositions 
that  are  strictly  essential  and  those  that  are  only  supple- 
mentary in  character.  The  mere  memorizing  of  proofs 
is  discouraged  and    exercises  are   assigned   to   train  the 
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student  into  the  habit  of  independent  thought  and  accur- 
ate reasoning. 

Trigonometry.  Plane  Trigonometry  is  studied  dur- 
ing the  Sophomore  year.  The  course  includes  definitions 
and  the  relations  of  the  six  trigonometric  functions  as 
ratios,  general  formulas,  solutions  of  right  and  oblique 
triangles,  using  both  natural  functions  and  logarithms, 
inverse  functions,  the  radian,  graphs  of  various  functions, 
and  the  theory  of  trigonometric  equations. 

Advanced  Algebra.  Under  this  subject  the  follow- 
ing topics  will  be  dealt  with;  Synthetic  Division,  New 
Symbols,  A Igebraic  Symmetry,  Permutations  and  Combina- 
tions, Probability,  Complex  Numbers,  Determinants,  The- 
ory of  Equations  and  the  general  solution  of  Numerical 
Equations. 

Analytical  Geometry.  During  the  first  half 
of  the  Junior  Year  a  ,  brief  course  in  Analytical 
Geometry  is  given  which  will  acquaint  the  student  with 
those  parts  that  are  essential  for  the  study  of 
Calculus.  It  includes  coordinates  and  equations,  the 
straight  line,  the  circle,  the  parabola,  the  ellipse, 
the  hyperbola,  tangents  and  normals,  secants. 

Calculus.  The  latter  half  of  the  Junior  year  is  given 
to  Calculus  and  it  is  treated  under  the  following  heads: 
Functions  and  limits,  Differentiations,  Applications,  Inter- 
grations  and  Partial  Derivations. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  HISTORY. 
Dr.  Martin 

Junior  Year.  History  of  Western  Europe.  This 
course  aims  to  give  the  all  important  knowledge  of  the 
movements,  customs,  institutions  and  achievements  of 
Western  Europe  from  the  downfall  of  the  Roman  Empire 
to  our  own  day. 

Discussions  upon  the  heritage  of  Rome,  migration  of 
the  races,  matters  of  first-rate  importance;  as  Feudalism, 
the  Medieval  Church,  the  Renaissance,  are  thoroughly  re- 
viewed, and  other  germinal  forces  and  incidents  which 
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explain  the  development  of  Modern  Europe,  and  guide  in 
forming  a  clear  comprehension  of  the  present  European 
states  and  policies.  Important  questions  arising  in  the 
course  of  the  recitations  from  the  text-book  are  always 
supplemented  by  a  full  and   free  discussion. 

Senior  Year.  English  History.  The  Purpose  of 
this  course  is  to  study  the  different  phases  and  trace  the 
varied  influences  which  brought  about  the  growth  of 
English  institutions  and  Euglish  civilization,  struggle  for 
constitutional  government  against  despotism,  the  exten- 
sion of  the  Empire,  the  diffusion,  development  and  advan- 
ces along  all  lines,  symbolic  of  this  people. 

The  French  Revolution.  A  complete  survey  is 
made  of  the  things  and  occurrences  incident  to  this  terri- 
ble episode  in  French  History,  in  removing  the  many  ab- 
surd and  vexatious  laws  and  customs  with  abuses,  tiring 
the  whole  nation,  from  the  king  to  the  peasant,  and  the 
substitution  of  the  modern  and  more  rational  order  for 
the  long  standing  disorder. 

American  History.  A  thorough  study  of  the  facts 
and  forces  underlying  American  institutions,  and  which 
have  formed  the  present-day  conception  of  our  national 
development. 

Special  emphasis  bein^  placed  upon  the  perusal  of 
documents  of  authoritative  source,  such  as  state  papers, 
private  journals  and  letters,  extracts  from  the  speeches 
and  writings  of  public  men,  and  newspaper  narrative  and 
comments. 

The  political,  social,  economic  and  sectional  issues  are 
considered.  The  United  States  Constitution,  with  amend- 
ments and  various  Reconstruction  acts  of  Congress 
critically  studied  for  the  information  given  concerning 
the  re-adjusted  rights  of  an  emancipated  and  enfran- 
chised race. 
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Requirements  for  Promotion  and   Graduation. 

The  minimum  passing  grade  in  any  single  study  i& 
sixty-live.  A  general  average  of  seventy-five  is  required 
for  promotion. 

To  receive  the  degrees,  Bachelor  of  Arts  and  Bache- 
lor of  Science,  students  must  complete  one  hundred  and 
twenty  semester  hours  in  addition  to  the  fifteen  units  re- 
quired for  entrance. 

The  semester  hour  consists  of  one  hour  a  week  of 
lecture  or  recitation,  or  two  hours  a  week  of  laboratory 
work,  through  one  semester.

Description  of  Courses. 

DEPARTMENT    OF  ENGLISH. 
Prof.   Drayton  and  Prop.  Spaulding. 

The  main  objects  of  this  department  are:  (1)  to  give 
the  student  command  of  correct  and  clear  English;  (2)  to 
lead  him  to  an  appreciation  of  the  best  in  literature. 

English  Grammar  is  reviewed.  Constant  attention  is 
given  to  correct  spelling  and  accuracy  in  connection  with 
all  written  work.  Drill  is  given  on  the  use  of  words, 
punctuation,  analysis  of  sentences,  paragraphs,  and  letter 
writing. 

Composition  is  based  on  the  student's  personal  expe- 
rience, general  knowledge  and  his  reading,  in  literature. 
Teachers  in  all  branches  are  expected  to  exact  of  students 
the  use  of  good  English  in  all  oral  and  written  work; 

First  Year.  English  Grammar  is  reviewed.  Spe- 
cial attention  is  given  to  words,  analysis,  punctuation  and' 
cbmposition. 

Text- book:  Higher  Lessons  in  English,  Reed  and  Kel- 


Second  Year:  Review  of  English  Grammar  is  con- 
tinued with  constant  drill  on  the  structure  of  sentences 
and  paragraphs.     Composition,     one  recitation  a  week. 

For  Study:  Longfellow's  Evangeline,  and  Lowell's 
Vision  of  Sir  Lgiuhfal  as  a  basis  for  composition  work. 

For  Reading:  Three  or  four  books  from  a  prescribed 
list  of  about  fifteen^  books.

The  aim  is  to  train  the 
student  to  write  effectively.  At  leat  two  careful  and 
thoughtful  compositions  showing  the  practical  application 
of  the  principles  of  rhetoric  are  required  for  the  year. 

For  Study:  Shakespeare's  Macbeth  and  Hamlet, 
Burke's  Speech  on  Conciliation  with  America,  Milton's 
Paradise  Lost,  and  Emerson's  Self  Reliance  and  Friend- 
ship. 

For  Reading:  Four  or  five  books  from  a  prescribed 
list  of  about  twenty  books. 

Text- book:  Composition  and  Rhetoric,  Williams. 

DEPARTMENT    OF  LATIN. 
Dr.   Shute  and  Dr.  Long. 

First  Year:  This  course  is  designed  to  give  a  mas- 
tery of  forms  and  elementary  syntax,  along  with  the  ac- 
quiring of  a  working  vocabulary.  A  thorough  drill  is 
given  in  the  fundamentals:  Method  of  Roman  pronunci- 
ation, quantity,  accent,  special  study  of  verb  forms,  noun 
and  verb  construction, daily  practice  in  writing  easy  Latin 
sentences;  easy  stories  and  fables  are  read. 

Text-book:     A  First  Book  in  Latin,  Tuell  &  Fowler. 

Second  Year:  Work  in  inflection  and  syntax  is  con- 
tinued with  careful  attention  to  idioms  and  constructions 
both  in  reading  and  in  exercises  in  composition.  Four 
books  Caesar's  Gallic  War  are  read. 

Text-books:  Walker's  Caesar  and  Allen  and  Green- 
ough's  Revised  Latin  Grammar. 

Third  Year:  In  this  course  six  books  of  Virgil's  Ae- 
neid  are  read  with  daily  practice  in  scanning  during  the 
latter  part  of  the  second  semester.  Exercises  in  prose 
composition  are  given  weekly  throughout  the  year. 
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Text-books:  Allen  and  Greenough's  Virgil  and  Allen 
and  Greenough's  Revised  Latin    Grammar. 

Fourth  Year:  Six  Orations  of  Cicero  (the  four) 
against  Cataline,  the  one  for  the  Manilian  Law  and  for 
Archias)  are  read.  Selections  from  Sallust's  Cataline  are 
read  during  the  latter  part  of  the  second  semester. 

Throughout  the  above  described  courses,  thorough 
drills  in  analysis  and  grammatical  constructions  are  given 

daily.  rr.  I 

Text-books:     Cicero,  Nine  Orations,   Harkness,  Kirk- 

land  &  Williams.and  Allen  and  Greenough's  Revised  Latin 

Grammar.

DEPARTMENT  OF  GERMAN 
Professor  Seabrook 
Elementary  German.  Abundant  drill  is  given  up 
on  pronunciation  and  the  rudiments  of  grammar.  Easj 
German  stories  are  studied;  and  the  pupil  is  required  t( 
answer,  in  German,  questions  based  on  them.  Translai 
ting  short  sentences  from  English  into  German  forms  ail 
important  part  of  the  course.

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DEPARTMENT  OP  NATURAL  SCIENCES 
Professor  Long 

Physics.  The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  give  a  simple 
presentation  of,  and  a  reasonable  insight  into  some  of  the 
fundamental  laws,  including  properties  of  matter,  mechan- 
ics, heat,  electricity,  light  and  sound.  Following  the  work 
of  the  text  book,  much  time  is  given  to  experimental  work, 
illustrating  principles  considered. 

Text-book:  Elements  of  Physics,  Fisher  and  Patter- 
son. 

Zoology.  The  course  in  this  subject  is  intended  to 
familiarize  the  student  with  the  structure,  physiology,  and 
life-history  of  vertebrates  and  invertebrates,  beginning 
with  single-celled  organisms  and  proceeding  to  the  com- 
plex forms. 

Text-book:     Introduction  to  Zoology,  Davenport. 

Physiography.  This  course  is  designed  to  give  a 
practical  knowledge  of  the  physical  features  of  the  earth, 
the  forces  of  nature  and  their  effect  upon  human  life. 
Some  time  is  given  to  laboratory  work  and  field  trips. 

Text-book:     Tarr's  New  Physical  Geography. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  MATHEMATICS 
Prop.  Seabrook  and  Prof.  Spaulding 

Algebra.  The  following  subjects  are  covered:  The 
four  fundamental  operations  for  rational  algebraic  expres- 
sions, parentheses;  factoring;  determination  of  highest 
common  factor  and  lowest  common  multiple  by  factoring, 
fractions,  including  complex  fractions,  linear  equations; 
graphical  representations;  simultaneous  linear  equations; 
square  root  and  quadratic  surds,  quadratic  equations;  sim- 
ultaneous equations  involving  quadratics;  special  products 
and  factoring;  exponents,  radicals,  logarithms,  progres- 
sions, the  binomial  theorem;  ratio,  proportion,  and  variation; 
a^d  supplementary  topics,  including  cube  root,  detached 
coefficients,  graphical  solution  of  higher  equations,  inde- 
terminate forms,  and  determinants.  \ 
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Throughout  the  course  special  emphasis  is  laid  on  the 
solution  of  informational,  geometric,  and  physics  prob- 
lems. 

Text-book:  Wells  &  Hart's  New  High  School  Alge- 
bra. 

Geometry.  The  five  books  of  Plane  Geometry  are 
completed  and  some  time  is  given  to  the  study  of  symme- 
try, maxima,  and  minima.  Great  care  is  given  to  obtain 
accuracy  of  statement  and  clearness  of  reasoning  on  the 
part  of  the  pupil.     Originality  is  encouraged. 

Text-book:     Wentworth    &    Smith's   Plane    and     Solid 
Geometry, 

DEPARTMENT  OP  HISTORY 
Professor  Seabrook 

Ancient  History.  This  course  includes  a  study  of 
prehistoric  man,  the  oriental  peoples,  the  Greeks,  the 
Romans,  and  Romano-Teutonic  Europe. down  to  the  death 
of  Charlemagne,  814  A.  D.  Emphasis  is  laid  on  the  indus- 
trial and  economic  development  and  the  home  life  of  the 
ancient  world. 

Text-book:     West's  Ancient  World. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  MUSIC 
Dr.  Long 

The  course  in  vocal  music  is  designed  to  give  a  prac- 
tical knowledge  of  the  fundamental  principles  of  music  as 
ah  element  of  liberal  culture. 

Special  drill  is  given  in  tonal  form,  rhythm,  sight  read- 
ing and  expression.  A  period  of  one  hour  per  week 
throughout  the  First,  Second  and  Third  Years  High 
School  is  given  to  this  course.  Smith's  Modern  Music 
Series  is  the  method  used. 

For  advanced  study  in  sight  reading,  expression  and 
ensemble  work,  opportunity  is  given  for  practice  in  the 
University  Chorus.  This  organization  includes  the  chapel 
choir  and  the  well  known  "Biddle.  University  Quintette" 
that  has  sung  several  consecutive  years  at  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.  S.  A. 
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Instruction  in  instrumental  music  (piano)  may  be  had 
by  special  arrangement. 

For  drill  in  ensemble  playing  the  University  Orches- 
tra offers  advantages  for  advanced  study  and  practice. 
Rehearsal  periods  are  twice  a  week  for  the  musical  organ- 
izations. 

Requirements  for  Promotion  and  Graduation 

The  grade  requirements  for  promotion  is  the  same  as 
that  of  the  School  of  Arts  and  Sciences— a  general  average 
of  seventy-five  per  cent,  with  a  minimum  of  sixty-five  per 
cent  in  any  single  study. 

Students  completing  either  course  will  receive  a  cer- 
tificate of  graduation,  which  entitles  them  to  admission  in- 
to the  Freshman  Class. 


School  of  Industries 

Prof.  T.  H.  McNeil 
Superintendent. 


All  students  in  the  High  School  are  required  to  take 
some  trade,  and  report  twice  a  week  for  work  in  the  In- 
dustrial School.     College  Students  may  also  take  trades. 

At  present,  several  trades  are  being  taught — Carpen- 
try, Printing,  Bricklaying,  Plastering,  Tailoring,  Shoe- 
making,  Blacksmithing  and  Broom-making.  Each  stu- 
dent is  allowed  to  have  his  choice  of  trades  being  taught, 
but  no  change  will  be  allowed  after  the  choice  is  once 
made. 

CARPENTRY  AND  MECHANICAL  DRAWING 
Prof.  T.  H.  McNeil. 

Carpentry  and  Joining  are  taught  in  a  room  which  is 
being  provided  with  twelve  cabinet  benches,  each  of  which 
is  fitted  up  with  a  set  of  carpenters'  tools. 

Students  are  taught  the  use  and  care  of  these  tools, 
the  principles  of  wood- working— from  drawing  and  mod- 
els—and have  also  such  practical  instruction  as  can  be  had 
from  improvements  and  repairs  of  the  building  and  fur- 
niture of  the  University. 

Besides  doing  the  necessary  work  of  the  School,  a 
limited  amount  of  work  is  done  for  outside  parties.  Three 
professors'  houses  have  been  built  by  the  students,  also  a 
boiler  house,  and  the  new  A.  &  M.  Building.  In  addition 
extensive  repairs  have  been  made  on  other  buildings. 

PRINTING

This  office  is  equipped  as  any  regular  printing  estab- 
lishment would  be.     Besides  the  ordinary  office  furniture, 
it  has  three  printing  presses.

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In  this  office  the  "Afro- American  Presbyterian"  and 
the  "Argus"  are  set  up  and  printed,  and  job  work  is  done, 
thus  giving  the  students  actual  printing  office  instruction 
and  practice,  both  in  type-setting  and  press  work.

General  Information 


THE  SCHOOL    YEAR 

The  school  year  begins  the  third  Wednesday  in  Sep- 
tember at  9  o'clock  A.  M.,  and  closes  the  first  Wednesday 
in  June. 

The  school  year  consists  of  one  session  of  thirty-six 
weeks  and  is  divided  into  two  semesters;  the  first  semes- 
ter beginning  with  the  opening  af  the  school,  and  closing 
the  31st  of  January;  the  second  semester  beginning  Feb- 
ruary first  and  closing  with  the  close  of  the  school  ses- 
sion. 

Students  are  required  to  report  promptly  for  duty  at 
the  opening  of  each  term. 

Students  desiring  to  enter  should  make  early  applica- 
tion to  the  President. 

EXAMINATIONS 

Regular  examinations  are  held  at  the  close  of  each 
semester.  These  examinations  are  both  oral  and  written 
and  are  required  of  all  students. 

Students  are  admitted  to  regular  examinations  by 
cards  which  are  granted  after  all  financial  obligations  with 
the  institution  for  the  semester  in  which  the  examination 
is  to  be  taken  have  been  settled. 

THE  HOME  DEPARTMENT 
W,  H.  Stinson,  A.  M.,  Superintendent. 

This  department  includes  the  orderly  keeping  of  the 
grounds,  the  supervision  of  the  dormitories  and  public 
buildings,  and  all  that  pertains  to  the  immediate  manage- 
ment of  the  students  as  to  board  and  home  life. 

The  superintendent  and  his  family  live  among  the 
students,  and  give  to  them  such  care  and  attention  as  they 
would  receive  in  a  well  organized   Christian   home.

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Except  the  day  students,  all  are  required  to  live  in 
this  department. 

EXPENSES 

The  expenses  mentioned  below  include  only  those 
items  for  which  charge  is  made  by  the  Institution.  Books, 
stationery,  etc.,  may  be  purchased  at  the  University  Book 
Store,  and  will  range  from  $5.00  to  $8.00  per  school  ses- 
sion, depending  upon  the  class  in  which  the  student  is  en- 
rolled. Laundry  of  wearing  apparel  and  similar  personal 
expenses  will  range  from  $1.00  to  $2.00  per  month. 

Board  and  Lodging— The  cost  of  board  and  lodging  is 
eight  dollars  i)er  month  of  four  weeks,  payable  monthly 
in  advance. 

Tuition— Day  students  only  are  charged  tuition  which 
is  $2.00  per  month  of  four  weeks,  payable  monthly  in  ad- 
vance. 

Contingent  Fee — A  depositof  $1.00  is  required  of  each 
student  upon  entering,  as  a  contingent  fee  to  pay  for  inju- 
ry to  furniture,  losses,  breakage,  etc.  This  sum  or  such 
part  of  it  as  may  not  be  used  for  purposes  above  men- 
tioned, will  be  returned  when  the  student  leaves  school. 

Key  Deposit — Each  student  on  being  assigned  a  room 
is  furnished  with  a  key  for  which  he  is  required  to  depos- 
it 20  cents  with  the  Superintendent,  said  sum  to  be  re- 
turned on  delivery  of  the  key  at  the  close  of  each  school 
session  or  when  the  student  leaves  the  Institution. 

Graduation  Fee— Students  graduating  from  the  School 
of  Arts  and  Sciences  are  required  to  pay  in  advance  a 
graduating  fee  of  five  dollars.

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All  accounts  with  the  Institution  are  due  and  payable 
in  advance.  Boarding  students  are  not  received  for  less 
than  one  month  and  no  deduction  for  absence  can  be  made 
unless  ordered  by  the  Faculty.  Any  student  remaining 
in  arrears  to  the  Institution  more  than  ten  days  forfeits 
the  privileges  of  the  Institution,  unless  satisfactory  ar- 
rangements have  been  made  otherwise. 

Wholesome  and  substantial  table  board  is  furnished 
in  the  university  dining  room  to  all  students  except  day 
pupils. 

Two  Dormitories,  Carter  Hall  and  McNamee  Hall, 
furnish  lodging  to  all  boarding  students.  Rooms  are 
steam-heated  and  electric  lighted  and  each  is  furnished 
with  a  bedstead,  mattress  and  two  pillows,  washstands, 
two  chairs,  mirror,  and  towels  and  bed-linen  laundered  by 
the  Institution. 

As  far  as  is  necessary  rooms  in  McNamee  Hall  are  re- 
served for  theological  students  and  candidates  for  the 
ministry. 

PEUNIARY  AID 

Candidates  for  the  ministry,  and  young  men  of  prom- 
ise, will  receive  such  aid  as  their  necessities  and  the  re- 
sources at  command  will  allow.  Friends  in  Scotland 
have  established  a  fund  of  six  thousand  dollars,  the  inter- 
est of  which  is  to  be  used  to  aid  young  men  in  preparing 
for  mission  work  in  Africa. 

Should  any  beneficiary  of  these  funds  marry  before 
completing  his  course  of  study,  thereupon  his  aid  will  be 
forfeited;  nor  will  any  one  be  aided  who  uses  tobacco  in 
any  form. 

RULES    AND   REGULATIONS 

1.  No  one  under  fourteen  years  of  age  will  be  admit- 
ted to  the  school.  Applicants  who  are  strangers  to  the 
Faculty  must  bring  a  satisfactory  certificate  of  good  char- 
acter and  steady,  industrious  habits.  Every  student,  by 
his  enrollment,  contracts  to  obey  the  regulations  of  the 
University. 
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2.  Students  are  at  all  times  expected  to  act  with  re- 
spect and  courtesy  toward  their  instructors  and  fellow- 
students,  and  observe  cleanliness  and  neatness  in  person, 
clothing  and  room . 

3  Students  are  required  to  attend  chapel  exercises, 
Sabbath  School,  and  preaching  services  Sabbath  evenings. 
Day  students  are  excused  on  Saturdays  and  Sundays. 

4.  Day  students  while  on  the  grounds  are  subject  to 
all  the  rules  of  the  Institution. 

5.  Punctuality  and  diligence  in  regard  to  all  studies 
and  exercises  are  required. 

6.  During  the  time  set  apart  for  study,  students  will 
remain  in  their  rooms  or  in  such  places  as  may  be  desig- 
nated for  study.  Talking,  loud  studying,  or  visiting  from 
room  to  room  during  study  hours,  and  boisterous,  rude 
conduct  in  any  of  the  buildings,  at  any  time,  are  prohibit- 
ed. All  students  are  expected  to  be  in  their  rooms  and 
quiet  between  ten  p.  m,,  and  six  a.   m. 

7.  Low,  vulgar,  or  profane  language;  the  use  of  ar- 
dent spirits,  wine,  or  beer,  tobacco  in  any  form  ;keeping, 
or  handling  of  pistols:  and  all  games  of  chance  are  prohib- 
ited. 

8.  Students  are  forbidden  to  mark  or  deface  in  any 
way  the  building  or  furniture,  or  to  throw  slops,  paper, 
or  anything  that  would  cause  a  nuisance,  from  the  win- 
dows or  about  the  grounds.  Any  damage  done  by 
wantonness  or  carelessness  must  be  paid  for  by  the 
person  doing   same. 

9.  Students  are  forbidden  to  entertain  other  stu- 
dents, their  friends, or  strangers  in  their  room  over  night. 
Students  having  friends  for  whom  they  desire  either 
meals  or  lodging  will  report  to  the  Superintendent. 

10.  The  Students  are  forbidden  to  hold  any  public 
meetings  on  the  premises  of  the  University,  for  anyv pur- 
pose whatever,  without  special-  permission  from  the  Presr 
id.ent.  •     •     " 

11.  The    Students   are   forbidden  to  give  entertain- 
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merits   of  any  character  or  invite  guests  without  special 
permission. 

12.  Students  are  allowed  to  attend  the  city  churches 
on  the  Sabbath  between  the  hours  of  10  a.  m.,  and  7:30 
p.  m.,  but  no  one  will  be  permitted  to  leave  the  grounds  at 
other  times  without  special  permission,  except  Saturday 
afternoons,  when  general  permission  is  granted  for  shop- 
ping, etc.,  in  the  city. 

13.  A  monitor  will  be  appointed  for  each  floor  or 
building,  who  shall  report  any  neglect  or  disorder. 

14.  Violation  of  the  rules  will  subject  the  offender  to 
discipline. 

15.  The  discipline  is  impartial  and  firm.  Demerited 
students  shall  not  take  part  in  public  exercises  unless  re- 
lieved by  special  action  of  the  Faculty,  Should  the  num- 
ber of  demerits  reach  twenty-five  in  any  one  term  the  de- 
linquent is  subject  to  suspension. 

16.  Each  student  on  entering  the  University  is  re- 
quired to  sign  the  following: 

I,  A.  B.,  now  entering  Biddle  University  as  a  student, 
do  solemnly  promise  to  obey  all  the  rules  and  regulations 
for  the  government  of  students,  as  long  as  I  remain  a 
member  thereof.

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LITERARY  SOCIETIES  AND  READING  CIRCLES 
There  are  four  flourishing  literary  societies — the  Mat" 
toon,  the  Clariosophic,  the  Johnson,  and  the  Douglas.  The 
exercises  consist  of  composition,  discussion  and  debate. 
These  societies  also  have  school  courts  connected  with 
them,  are  governed  by  laws  enacted  by  their  members, 
and  are  presided  over  by  officers  elected  from  the  mem- 
bers. Every  student  is  required  to  become  a  member  of 
one  of  these  societies,  and  to  attend  upon  the  exercises. 
The  whole  is  under  the  supervision  of  the  Faculty. 

There  are  also  three  reading  circles — the  Non  Forma, 
the  Literary  Research,  and  the  Olympian.  These  circles 
aim  to  keep  pace  with  current  events  and  opinions,  to  stim- 
ulate and  develop  literary  taste  and  refinement,  and  to  fa- 
miliarize the  members  with  the  works  of  standard  au- 
thors. 

CARNEGIE  LIBRARY 

There  are  over  nine  thousand  volumes  now  on  the 
shelves  of  the  library,  and  this  number  is  being  rapidly 
increased  by  purchase  and  by  the  gift  of  generous 
friends. 

In  the  spacious  reading. room  are  found  a  set  of  the 
New  International  Encyclopedia  and  Webster's  New  Inter- 
national Dictionary.  Here  also  is  a  large  number  of  news- 
papers, secular  and  religious,  and  many  of  the  best  maga- 
zines in  the  country. 

Utmost  care  was  exercised  in  the  selection,  arrange- 
ment, and  classification  of  the  books  of  the  library,  which 
is  operated  according  to  the  latest  method  of  library  man- 
agement. 

The  library  is  open  daily  except  Sunday,  and  stu- 
dents of  all  departments  are  allowed  to  borrow  books  un- 
der special  regulations. 

In  addition  to  the  stack  and  reading-rooms,  the  li- 
brary building  affords  space  for  store-rooms,  a  book-room, 
and  a  large  well-lighted  and  thoroughly  furnished  Y.  M. 
C.  A.  Hall. 
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The  facilities  for  lighting  and  heating  this  building, 
in  fact,  the  entire  equipment  is  strictly  modern. 

The  income  on  $12,500,  the  permanent  library  endow- 
ment fund,  is  the  amount  to  be  used  in  the  upkeep  of  the 
library. 

Among  the  latest  contributions  to  the  library,  may  be 
mentioned  a  number  of  valuable  books  given  by  the  Rev. 
Matthew  Ijams,  now  in  his  eighty-first  year. 

Deserving  special  mention  is  the  splendid  library  of 
the  late  Rev.  Henry  D.  Lindsay,  D.  D.,  Pittsburg,  Pa.,  which 
was  given  by  Mrs.  H.  D.  Lindsay.  With  the  addition  of 
the  library  to  its  already  splendid  educational  advantages, 
the  Institution  is  prepared  to  supply  a  long-felt  need.

DEGREES  AND  REGULATIONS  COVERING  SAME 

All  degrees  are  conferred  by  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
on  the  recommendation  of  the  Faculty. 

1.  On  completing  the  regular  prescribed  Classical 
Course,  each  candidate  may  receive  the  degree  of  A.  B. 

2.  On  completing  the  regular  prescribed  Scientific 
Course,  each  candidate  may  receive  the  degree  of  B.  S. 

3.  On  completing  the  regular  prescribed  course  in 
the  School  of  Theology,  with  a  general  average  of  ninety 
per  cent,  or  more,  each  candidate  may  receive  the  degree 
of  S.  T.  B. 

4.  It  being  inexpedient,  Biddle  University  will  not 
grant  the  same  degree  as  honorary  as  it  grants  in  the 
regular  course  on  examination. 

5.  In  every  case  the  reason  for  bestowing  an  honor- 
ary degree  shall  be  openly  avowed  and  publicly  stated  in 
connection  with  the  commencement  program. 
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6.  The  Master's  Degree  will  not  be  granted  except  fol 
post  graduate  study  of  at  least  one  year's  duration,  tested  I 
by  adequate  examinations  in  the  prescribed  course. 

7.  The  minimum  requirement  for  tro  degree  of  Doc-.j 
tor  of  Philosophy,  Doctor  of  Science,  and  Doctor  of  Peda- ' 
gogy  shall  be  as  follows: 

(a)  The  previous  statement  of  a  Bachelor's  degree, 
or  its  equivalent. 

(b)  The  completion  of  two  years  of  post  graduate 
study;  not  more  than  one  year,  however,  of  actual  resi- 
dence  in  the  Institution  shall  be  required,  but  that  must 
be  the  final  year.     Matter  of  residence  may  be  waived. 

(c)  Adequate  examinations — one  at  the  close  of  each 
scholastic  year— and  a  thesis  embodying  the  results  of 
original  research  at  the  close  of  the  second  year,  the  the- 
sis to  bear  the  written  acceptance  of  the  professor  in> 
charge  of  the  major  subject,  accompanied  by  a  short  biog- 
raphy of  the  candidate.

Location  and  Historical  Sketch. 

Biddle  University  was  founded  in  1867,  and  is  located  at 
Charlotte,  N.  C.  The  Institution  was  named  in  memory  of 
the  late  Major  Henry  J.  Biddle,  of  Philadelphia,  whose  wid- 
ow, Mrs.  M.  D.  Biddle,  was  one  of  its  most  liberal  supporters. 
The  first  eight  acres  of  land  was  given  by  Mr..  William  R. 
Myers  of  Charlotte,  N.  C.  It  is  chartered  by  the  legislature 
of  the  State,  and  is  under  the  auspices  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  United  States  of  America. 

It  stands  at  the  radiating  point  of  seven  railroads,  in  the 
midst  of  a  dense  and  comparatively  intelligent  colored  popula- 
tion, and  occupies  a  site  of  seventy  acres  within  the  city  limits. 

It  is  situated  in  the  heart  of  the  South  Atlantic  region, 
which  contains  the  two  Synods  of  Atlantic  and  Catawba,  hav- 
ing 322  colored  churches,  211  ministers,  scores  of  young  men 
in  preparation  for  the  ministry,  with  a  large  number  of  schools 
and  academies  under  their  care.  These  schools  and  churches 
must  be  furnished  with  intelligent  Christian  teachers  and 
preachers,  who  must  be  largely  educated  on  the  field,  and  in 
contact  with  the  people  among  whom  they  are  to  labor.  Such 
training  is  given  here  at  less  expense  than  it  could  be  else- 
where; the  student  has  the  best  opportunity  for  a  Christian 
education,  together  with  the  refining  influences  of  a  Christian 
home;  and  he  is  kept  at  the  same  time  in  contact  and  sympa- 
thy with  the  people.

Requirements  for  Admission. 

This  school  is  open  to  young  men  of  all  denominations. 
Candidates  for  admission  must  produce  evidence  that  they  are 
members  in  good  and  regular  standing  in  some  evangelical 
church,  that  they  possess  competent  talent,  and  that  they  have 
been  regularly  graduated  from  some  college  or  university,  or 
in  some  way  they  have  received  an  equivalent  for  the  training 
of  a  college  course.  Applicants  for  admission  to  an  advanced 
standing  must  present  a  letter  of  dismissal  from  some  other 
theological  seminary,  or  be  prepared  for  examination  on  the 
subjects  which  have  been  pursued  by  the  class  which  they  de- 
sire to  enter. 

When  a  student  who  has  been  a  member  of  any  other 
theological  school  seeks  admission  into  this,  he  must  produce 
certificate  of  good  standing  and  orderly  dismission  ere  he  can 
be  received. 

In  exceptional  cases,  promising  young  men  wTho  have  not 
had  the  benefit  of  a  full  college  course  will  be  received  and  will 
be  allowed  to  pursue  an  elective  course.

Description  of  Course. 
HEBREW     Dr.   McCrorey. 

Junior  Class:  Hebrew  begun.  Recitations  five  times  a 
Week  throughout  the  year.  Text-books:  Harper's  Elements  of 
Hebrew,  and  Harper's  Introductory  Hebrew  Method  and  Manu- 
al. Special  emphasis  is  laid  on  the  acquisition  of  a  vocabulary. 
The  inflection  of  the  language  and  several  hundred  of  the  com- 
monest words  are  memorized.  There  is  a  daily  drill  in  re- 
ciprocal oral  translation  and  in  writing  Hebrew. 

Middle  Class:  Reading  from  the  Historical  and  Pro- 
phetical Books  twice  a  week  throughout  the  year.  Text-books: 
Hebrew  Bible,  Harper's  Hebrew  Syntax,  and  Driver's  Hebrew 
Tenses.  Special  attention  will  be  given  to  the  Syntax,  to  en- 
large the  vocabulary,  and  to  rapid  reading. 

Senior  Class:  (Elective.)  Reading  at  sight  from  the 
Historical  Books,  exegesis  of  Hebrew  Prophecy  and  Poetry, 
twice  a  week  throughout  the  year. 

GREEK— Dk.   Russell. 

1.  A  course  upon  New  Testament  Introduction,  Criticism 
and  Theology,  once  a  week  throughout  the  year. 

Juxk)r  Class  will  read  the  remaining  three  gospels  with 
reference  to  the  Harmony,  and  also  to  the  distinctive  character 
to  each  of  the  four  gospels,  three  times  a  week  throughout  the 
year. 

Middle  Class  will  read  Ephesians  with  Exegesis  twice  a 
week  throughout  the  year.  The  other  Epistles  of  the  captivity 
— Philippians,  Colossians,  and  Philemon — will  be  assigned  for 
private  reading.  A  summary  of  their  contents  will  be  con- 
sidered in  the  class-room,  and  they  will  be  required  in  the  ex- 
amination. 

Senior  Class  will  read  Romans  with  Exegesis  twice  a 
week  throughout  the  year.  The  other  Epistles  of  the  Third 
Missionary  Journey — I  Corithians,  II  Corithians  and  Cala- 
tions — will  be  assigned  for  private  reading.  Their  scope  and 
contents  will  be  discussed  in  the  school-room,  and  they  will  be 
required  in  the  examination.

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SYSTEMATIC    THEOLOGY— Db.  Parti:e. 

In  this  department,  the  purpose  is  to  have  each  student 
read  during:  his  course,  some  standard  work  on  Systematic 
Theology,  and  in  addition  to  this  read  some  authority  on 
Theism. 

This  course  of  reading*  will  be  made  the  subject  of  the 
most  thorough  examination  and  free  discussion,  and  will  he 
supplemented  by  every  available  means  which  is  likely  to  en- 
courage and  stimulate  the  student  in  his  search  of  truth,  and  in 
preparation  for  its  defense. 

Systematic  Theology  is  begun  in  the  second  semester  of 
the  Junior  year  and  is  completed  in  the  Senior  year.  The  doc- 
trines of  Theology  are  presented  didactically,  historically  and 
problematically.  The  order  of  topics  pursued  is:  The  nature, 
forms  and  sources  of  Theology;  the  being  of  God,  His  nature 
ami  attributes;  Trinity;  the  Divinity  of  Christ;  the  holy  nature, 
necessity,  perfection  and  extent  of  the  atonement;  His  kingdom; 
His  humiliation  and  exaltation;  vocation;  regeneration;  faith; 
justification;  sanctification;  the  law  of  God;  eschatology;  the 
sacraments. 

HOMILETICS— Dr.  Jones. 

The  work  of  this  department  is  carried  on  throughout  the 
seminary  course.  In  the  Junior  and  Middle  years,  a  text-book 
on  the  Preparation  and  Delivery  of  Sermons"  is  read.  This- 
is  supplemented  by  exercises  in  the  analysis  of  sermons,  and 
preaching  before  the  professors  and  students  of  the  University 
weekly. 

In  the  Middle  and  Senior  classes  much  attention  is  given 
to  the  preparation  and  criticism  of  sermon  plans  and  extempore 
preaching. 

CHRISTIAN  EVIDENCES— Dr.  Pari -kk. 

By  means  of  text-books  and  discussions,  the  student  is 
aided  in  verifying  the  Biblical  proof's  of  Doctrine  and  Christian 
truth  as  represented  in  tin;  symbols  of  the  Church,  and  he  is 
thus  trained  to  express  with  facility  and  clearness  the  revealed 
will  of  Cod.

PASTORAL  THEOLOOY— Dr.  Partee. 

The  treatment  of  this  subject  is  confined  to  the  third  year 
of  the  course.  It  is  designed  that  each  student  shall  become 
thoroughly  acquainted  with  the  best  method  of  applying  the 
message  of  salvation  to  the  hearts  and  lives  of  men.  Lectures 
;tre  given,  accompanied  by  the  use  of  text-books. 

The  course  includes  the  importance  of  ministerial  piety, 
proper  habits  of  study,  skill  and  ability  in  the  various  branches 
of  our  church  work,  the  pastor's  duty  and  relation  to  the  various 
courts  of  the  church,  and  the  various  private  and  public  duties 
pertaining  to  his  office* 

CHURCH  GOVERNMENT— Dr.  Parike. 

Four  lectures  on  the  general  subject  are  given  to  the  Junior 
Class. 

In  the  Middle  Year  the  Form  of  Government  with  proof 
text  is  taken  up  and  pursued  through  one  semester  and  a  minute 
•comparison  with  other  forms  of  Church  polity  is  made. 

In  the  Middle  and  Senior  years,  the  Book  of  Discipline  is 
used  as  a  text-book,  accompanied  by  lectures. 

BIBLICAL  HISTORY— Dr.  Pabteb. 

Since  sacred  history  is  of  vital  importance  as  a  part  of  a 
thorough  theological  education,  the  subject  is  pursued  through 
the  entire  three  year's  course. 

Biblical  History  is  studied  by  the  Junior  Class,,  with  the 
English  version  of  the  Old  Testament  as  a  text-book  and  Smith's 
Old  Testament  History  as  a  guide,  and  is  taught  by  lectures 
and  constant  references  to  the  typical  and  preparatory  nature 
of  the  Old  Testament.  The  connection  between  sacred  and  pro- 
fane history  is  pointed  out,  and  attention  given  to  Archeology, 
(Tocography,  and  Chronology. 

ECCLESIASTICAL  HISTORY-   Dr.  Jokes, 

This  subject  is  taken  up  by  the  Middle  Class,  and  taught 
by  lectures,  with  text-books  covering  the  period  from  Apostolic 
times  to  the  Reformation — sixteenth  century. 

The  Senior  Class  continues  the  subject  from  the  Reform  a- 
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lion  to  the  present  time,  devoting  the  second  term  to  the  hfs1  ny 
©f  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  the  U.  8;  A. 

During-  each  year  a  carefully  prepared  thesis  having  for  its 
subject  some  leading  personage,  epoch,  or  phase,  etc.,  froid 
sacred  ki story, 'is  required  from  each  student 

ENGLISH  BIBLE-Du.   Ellkhsc.n.. 

One  may  know  a  great  deal  about  the  Bible,  and  yet  be  mi- 
familar  with  the  Book  itself. 

The  design  of  this  course  is  to  secure  to  the  students  in" 
timate  first-hand  knowledge  of  the  Scriptures. 

To  this  end  the  Bible  itself  is  the  text-book- 

CHRISTIAN  SOCIOLOGY  —  Dr.  McCrobst. 

One  liour  per  week  throughout  the  Senior  Year  is  devoted. 
60  the  study  of  Church  and  Social  questions. 

Instruction  is  given  partly  by  the  use  of  text-books  and 
partly  by  lectures;  the  aim  being  to  treat  the  subject  in  a  practi- 
cal manner. 

FORWARD  MISSION  STUDY— Dr.  Ellersox. 

This  study  is  pursued  once  a  week  throghout  the  course; 
and  its  purpose  is  that  the  students  may  gain  a  knowledge  of 
the  countries  where  missions  are  to  be  established  and  main- 
tained, and  of  the  people  of  those  countries,  their  forms-  of 
government,  racial  peculiarities,  religious  beliefs  and  degree  of 
intelligence;  also  their  environments,  difficulties,  discourage- 
ments and  needs, 

Such  knowledge  broadens  the  vision,  increases  giving*, 
and  leads  to  a  higher  life  of  service. 

Requirements  For  Promotion  and  Graduation. 

A  grade  of  sixty-five  per  cent  is  required  in  a  single  study 
for  (;ach  Semester^  and  a  general  yearly  average  of  seventy-five 
percent  is  required  for  promotion  and  for  graduation.  Each 
student  attaining  an  average  of  ninety  per  cent  for  the  entire 
regular  course,  is  granted  the  degree  of  S.  T.  B. 

Further  Information. 

Period  of  Study  —  The  regular  course  of  study,  as  in  other 
seminaries  of  the  Presbyterian  Churchy  coversaperiod  of  three 
years. 
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Practical  Work — -The  practical  'work  of  the  ministry  is 
joined  with  the  work  of  preparation,  as  the  theological  stuck  Us 
iiave  opportunities  of  laboring'  as  supplies  in  the  neighboring 
churches  during  vacation  and  in  term  time. 

With  the  facilities  at  hand,  special  and  successful  efforts 
rare  made  to  aid  students  in  obtaining  vacation  employment 
.along  the  lino  of  their  future,  work  as  teachers  and  preachers 
.among  the  people, 

Rules  and  Regulations — Exoept  in  a  few  particulars,  the 
students  of  the  School  of  Theology  are  not  subject  to  rules  and 
regulations  which  govern  those  of  the  other  schools  of  the 
University. 

Rooms — The  rooms  in  McNamee  Hall  are  reserved  for 
•candidates  for  the  ministry.  Each  of  the  rooms  is  furnished 
with  a  bedstead,  mattress,  pillows,  bureau,  washstand,  chairs, 
looking  glass,  etc.,  and  is  heated  by  steam. 

Expenses — There  is  no  charge  for  tuition  or  room  rent. 

There  is  a  charge  of  nine  dollars  per  month  for  board,  in 
connection  with  the  boarding  department,  where  all  the  stu- 
dents living  on  the  grounds  are  required  to  board;  the  theolo- 
gical students,  however,  a?'e  provided  with  separate  dining- 
room.  The  fee  of  nine  dollars  per  month  cowers  also  expenses 
of  fuel,  light,  and  washing  of  towels  &nd  bed  clothing. 

Examinations— The  semi-annual  examination  will  be  con- 
ducted the  last  week  in  January  and  the  last  week  in  May.  The 
examinations  will  be  oral  and  written.  Each  student  is  requir- 
ed to  take  these  examinations,  and  if  by  sickness  or  absence  one 
fails  to  take  them,  he  must  submit  to  an  examination  with  :i 
corresponding  class  in  a  subsequent  year.

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Requirements  for  Admission. 

Freshman  Class — Fifteen  units  of  secondary  work  are  re- 
quired  for   entrance,   without   condition,    into    the    Freshman 

class. 

Students  presenting  thirteen  units  will  be  entered  con- 
ditionally, with  the  understanding  that  the  two  units  lacking 
will  be  made  up  by  the  end  of  the  Sophomore  year. 

A  unit  in  any  subject  signifies  four  sixty-minute  recitations 
•  per  week  for  a  period  of  thirty-six  weeks  and  represents  a  year's 
study,  constituting  approximately  a  quarter  of  a  full  year's 
work  in  a  secondary  school. 

This  statement  is  designed  to  afford  a  standard  of  measure- 
ment for  the  work  done  in  secondary  schools.  It  takes  the 
tour  year  high  school  course  as  a  basis,  and  assumes  that  the 
length  of  the  school  year  is  from  thirty-six  to  forty  weeks, 
that  a  period  is  from  forty  to  sixty  minutes  in  length,  and  that 
the  study  is  pursued  for  four  or  five  periods  a  week;  but, 
under  ordinary  circumstances,  a  satisfactory  year's  work  in  any 
subject  cannot  be  accomplished  in  less  than  one  hundred  and 
twenty  sixty  minute  periods  or  their  equivalent.  Schools  or- 
ganized for  any  other  than  a  four  year  basis  can,  nevertheless, 
estimate  their  work  in  terms  of  this  unit.

Advanced  Standing — All  candidates  seeking  admission  to 
advanced  standing  should  be  prepared  for  thorough  tests  in  the- 
subjects  taught  in  the  class  next  below  the  one  they  may  desire 
to  enter. 

Special  students- — Mature  persons  who  desire  to  pursue 
some  special  subjects,  and  who  have  had  requisite  preliminary 
training  are  allowed  to  erVtar  the  various  courses  of  study 
in  Biddle  University  without  becoming  candidates  for  degrees. 

Such  students  are  subject  to  the  same  regulations  regard- 
ing attendance  and  examinations  as  candidates  for  degrees. 

Courses  of  Instruction. 

Biddle  University  offers  two  courses  of  study  in  the  school  of  Arts 
and  Sciences — the  Classical,  and  the  Scientific.  In  the  Scientific 
course  German  is  substituted  for  Latin.  Students  completing  the 
Classical  Course  satisfactorily  receive  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts' 
(A.  B.)  ;  those  completing  the  Scientific  Course,  that  of  Bachelor  of 
Science  (B.  S.)

Rhetoric  :  A  course  in  oral  and  writ- 
ten expression  of  thought  following  the  plan  of  a  text-book  de- 
signed to  help  Freshmen  adjust  themselves  to  all  college  work 
and  to  realize  that  English  is  an  integral  part  of  alL 

Sophomore  Year.  Rhetoric:  The  principles  of  argumen- 
tation are  studied  by  text-book  and  exercise- 

Junior  Year.  English  Poetry:  A  rapid  reading  of  some 
and  a  study  of  other  representative  poems. 

The  History  of  English  Literature:  Its  history  and  signifi- 
cance for  the  life  of  the  English  speaking  world. 

Senior  Year.  The  History  of  American  Literature  :  A 
study  of  the  men  and  the  books  that  in  the  earlier  and  later 
times  reflect  the  American  spirit. 

Readings  from  American  Literature:  Themes  on  the  read- 
ings will  be  required. 

Public  Speakino.  Under  this  department  is  the  super- 
vision of  the  following  student  literary  exercises:  Lincoln's 
Birthday  Celebration,  the  March  Exhibition  of  the  Matoon 
and  Clarisophic  Societies,  the  Junior  Class  Orations  prelimina- 
ry to  the  Junior  Prize  Contest,  and  the  Commencement  week 
Literary  Student  Exercises. 

DEPARTMENT   OF  GREEK— Dr.    Russell, 

Composition  and  Style.  Plato,  Apology  and  Crito. 
Special  attention  is  given  to  word  study,  style  and  form,  analy- 
sis and  discussion. 

Reading  course.  Stories  from  Herodotus,  Due  consid- 
eration is  given  to  dialect  study,  words  and  analysis.  There  is 
also  discussion  as  to  the  conflict  culminating  in  the  Greco-Per- 
sian wars. 

Epic  Poetry.  Homer's  Iliad  and  Odyssey — Six  books-  In 
connection  with  these  poems,  special  stress  is  put  on  the  fol- 
lowing: Peculiarities  of  dialect,  scansion,  mythology,  word 
study,  and  the  manner  of  life  and  ethics  in  the  Homeric  age* 
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Greek  Oratory.  Demosthenes  On  the  Grown.  (xrammatf- 
eal  construction  and  technical  terms  are  studied,,  together  with) 
fche  history,  laws  and  politics  of  Athens. 

Greek  Tragedy.  Sophocles'  Eleetra.  Much  time  is  de- 
voted to  the  Greek  Theatre,  to  style,  to  prosody,  and  to  general 
discussions  of  the  literature  of  the  period. 

Greek  Testament.-  Special  study  is  given  to  the  gospels,, 
including  analysis,  word; study,  rapid  translation,  and  study  of*" 
nibods  and  tenses. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  LATIN— Dr.-  Martin 

Freshman  Year:  First  Semester.  Selections  from  Hor- 
ace's-Ode^s  and  Epodes  are  studied.  Attention  is  given  to  the- 
principle  meters,  translating  accurately  the  Latin,  the  study  of* 
the  numerous  references^  to  the  influence  of  Horace  upon  Eng- 
lish Literaturer  the  purpose  being,  to  foster  a.  love  for  good, 
literature  as  exemplified  by  this  Latin  Poet.  Special  leetures> 
are  also  given  on  Roman  Life,,  Art  and  Customs. 

Second  Semester:  Livy,  Books  XXI  and  XXII.  The  study 
of  Roman  prose  style  from  the  view  point  of  history  and  litera- 
ture. Ascertaining  the  peculiar  modes  of  expression,,  construc- 
tion, rhetorical  skill,  the  readable,  and  interesting  narrative  of 
Livy,  the  historian. 

Options,  First  and  Second  Semesters  for  Freshmen:  Se- 
lections, Metamorphoses— Ovid,  Satires  and  Epistles— Horacer 
Germania  and  Agricola — Tacitus, 

Sophomore  Year:  First  Semester.  The  Captivi  and 
Trinummus  of  Plautus  are  studied  : 

1st.  To  portray  the  moral  lessons  and  pure  sentiments  as 
well  as  instructive  allusions  to  the  manners  and  customs  of  the 
Roman  Comedy  during  the  Plautinian  Age, 

2nd.  To  form  an  acquaintance  with  antique  forms  and

To  draw  out  the  vivid  pictures  evidenced  by  the  au- 
thor's intimate  knowledge  of  the  different  strata  of  society,  af- 
fording an  agreeable  variety  to  the  study  of  the  characters  giv- 
en. 
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'Second  Semester:  The  Satires  of  Juvenal  are  read  for  the 
information  given  on  social  life  of  Home  in  his  day,  and  to 
.'<ho\v  to  what  extend  contempt  tinged  with  despair  about  a 
'moral  standard  will  lead.  His  shortsighted  patroitism,  caus- 
ing  him  to  regard  all  foreigners   wkh  scorn.     To    illustrate 

what   a  man  endowed   with   unusual  gifts,  both  of  mind  and 
Jheart  and  inspired  by  a^genuine  love  of  country,  and  earnest  ad- 

iniration  for  fhe  simple  manners  of  the  past  may  attain.

DEPARTMENT  OF  PHILC  :0PHY-Pr,.ANj)i?R8o^ 

Psychology:  The  arm  of  this  course  is  to  acquaint  the 
student  with  the  fact  of  eonseiousness,  and  to  instruct  him  in 
^the  method  of  study  of  mental  phenomena.  -A  thorough  study 
•is  given  to  the  self,  its  constitution  and  analysis;  to  attention, 
memory,  imagination,  association,  nabit  and  the  will. 

Logic:  The  course  embraces  a  study  of  the  use  of  term &, 
the  laws  of  the  syllogism,  and  the  methods  of -deductive  and  in- 
ductive reasoning, 

Ethics:  In  the  study  of  Ethics,  thorough  and  comprehen- 
sive discussion  is  given  to  eon  science,  ks  origin  and  function^, 
to  moral  law,  ks  meaning,  design,  and  authority;  and  to  the 
fundamental  moral  ideas  of  good,  duty  and  virtue,  and  the  or- 
der of  their  development. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  ECONOMICS— Professor   Dotolasss 

The  purpose  is  to  acquaint  the  student  with  the  history  of 
economic  development,  especially  the  economic  history  of  the 
United  States.  Attention  is  given  to  a  study  of  value,  price, 
monopolies,  wages,  industrial  organizations,  and  labor  prob- 
lems, especially  the  labor  problem  as  it  relates  to  the  Negro. 
The  work  is  done  by  the  use  of  text-books,  supplemented  by 
lectures.  Written  theses  on  assigned  topics  are  required  in  ad- 
dition to  the  work  done  in  the  class-room. 
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DEPARTMENT  OF  SOCIOLO<nr~-DR.  Davis, 

This  subject  is  treated  broadly,  but  with  a  careful  survey 
of  the  elementary  laws  of  human  society.  Emphasis  is  placed 
upon  the  practical  phases  of  the  subject,  such  as  the  study  of 
family  organizations,  charities,  pauperism,  criminology,  and 
so-called  solutions  of  social  and  economic  difficulties. 

The  subject  will  be  treated  topically,  and  collateral  read- 
ing will  Ire  insisted  upon, 

DEPARTMENT  OF  NATURAL  SCIENCE— D*.  Davis, 

Botany:  The  subject  seeks  to  impart  a  thorough  knowl- 
edge of  the  physiology,  morphologAT  and  ecology  of  plant  life. 
Much  fi?ld  work  is  done,  and  each  student  is  required  to  pre- 
pare an  herbarium  of  fifty  specimens,  and  to  present  the  same 
as  a  condition  of  passing  in  this  subject. 

Geology:  This  subject  is  presented  in  two  principal  phases: 
(l)  Dynamic  and  Structual  Geology,  investigating  geological 
forces  and  the  work  they  accomplish,  and  a  study  of  original 
and  secondary  rock  structures.  (2)  Physiographic  and  His- 
torical Geolog'y,  with  special  reference  to  the  American  conti- 
nent and  the  study  of  the  evolution  of  land  and  of  life  forms 
from  the  oldest  to  the  most  recent. 

Astronomy:  This  is-  mainly  a  course  in  descriptive  Astrono- 
my.    It  aims  to  impart  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  more  im- 
portant facts  and  principles  of  Astronomy,  and  some  acquaint- ' 
anfee  with  the  methods  of  developing  the  truths  of  the  science. 

Recitations  are  supplemented  by  nightly  studies  of  the 
heavens  and  a  location  of  the  principal  stars  and  constellations. 

Chemistry:  This  course  covers  the  scope  of  Elementary 
Chemistry.  The  recitations  are  accompanied  by  lectures,  and 
the  principles  illustrated  by  experiments,  which  the  student  is 
required  to  perform,  keeping  notes  of  their  work.  A  labora- 
tory fee  of  one  dollar  must  be  paid  for  material. 

Physics:  The  course  covers  the  fundamental  principles  of 
Physics,  including  mechanics,  properties  of  matter,  heat  and 
electricity,  sound  and  light. 

.Much  time  is  devoted  to  the  solving  of  problems  growing 
out  of  the  practical  application  of  the  science. 
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DEPARTMENT  OF  MATHEMATICS 

Professor  Douglass. 

Solid  Geometry:  This  course  is  given  in  the  Freshman 
rear  and  covers  the  work  usually  found  in  a  good  text-hook, 
distinguishing-,  however,  between  the  propositions  that  are 
strictly  essential  and  those  that  are  only  supplementary  in 
character.  The  mere  memorizing  of  proofs  is  discouraged  and 
exercises  are  assigned  to  train  the  student  into  the  habit  of  in- 
dependent thought  and  accurate  reasoning. 

Trigonometry:  Plane  Trigonometry  is  studied  during  the 
Sophomore  year.  The  course  includes  definitions  and  the  re- 
lations of  the  six  trigonometric  functions  as  ratios,  general  for- 
mulas, solutions  of  right  and  oblique  triangles,  using  both 
jtatural  functions  and  logarithms,  inverse  functions,  radian, 
graphs  of  various  functions,  and  the  theory  of  trigonometric 
equations. 

Advanced  Algebra:  Under  this  subject  the  following  top- 
ics will  be  dealt  with:  Synthetic  Division,  New  Symbols,  Al- 
gebraic Symmetry,  Permutations  and  Combinations,  Probabili- 
ty, Complex  Numbers,  Determinants,  Theory  of  Equations  and 
the  general  solution  of  Numerical  Equations. 

Analytical  Geometry:  During  the  first  half  of  the  Junior 
year  a  brief  course  in  Analytical  Geometry  is  given  which  will 
acquaint  the  student  with  those  parts  that  are  essential  for  the 
study  of  Calculus.  It  includes  coordinates  and  equations,  the 
straight  line,  the  circle,  the  parabola,  the  ellipse,  the  hyberbo- 
la,  tangents  and  normal  secants. 

Calculus:  The  latter  half  of  the  Junior  year  is  given  to 
C  il  cuius  and  it  is  treated  under  the  following  heads:  Functions 
and  Limits,  Differentiation,  Application,  Intergration  and 
Partial  Derivations. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  HISTORY— Dr.  Martin. 

Junior  Year:  History  of  Western  Europe.  This  course 
aims  to  give  all  the  important  knowledge  of  the  movements, 
customs,  institutions  and  achievements  of  Western  Europe 
from  the  downfall  of  the  Roman  Empire  to  our  own  day. 

Discussions  upon  the  heritage  of   Rome,  migration  of    the

races,  matters  of  first-rate  importance;  as  Feudalism,  the  Medi- 
aeval Church,  the  Renaissance,  are  thoroughly  reviewed,  and 
other  germinal  forces  and  incidents  which  explain  the  develop- 
ment of  Modern  Europe,  and  guide  in  forming  a  clear  compre- 
hension of  the  present  European  states  and  policies.  Impor- 
tant questions  arising  in  the  course  of  the  recitations  from  the 
text-book  are  always  supplemented  by  a  full  and  free  discus- 
sion. 

Senior  Year:  English  History.  The  purpose  of  this  course 
is  to  study  the  different  phases  and  trace  the  varied  influences 
which  brought  about  the  growth  of  English  institutions  and 
English  civilization,  struggle  for  constitutional  government 
against  despotism,  the  extension  of  the  Empire,  the  diffusion, 
development  and  advances  along  all  lines,  symbolic  of  this 
people. 

The  French  Revolution.  A  complete  survey  is  made  of  the 
things  and  occurrences  incident  to  this  terrible  episode  in 
French  History,  in  removing  the  many  absurd  and  vexatious 
laws  and  customs  with  abuses,  tiring  the  whole  nation,  from 
the  king  to  the  peasant,  and  the  substitution  of  the  modern 
and  more  rational  order  for  the  long  standing  disorder. 

American  History:  A  thorough  study  of  the  facts  and 
forces  underlying  American  institutions,  and  which  have 
formed  the  present  day  conception  of  our  national  develop- 
ment. 

Special  emphasis  is  placed  upon  the  perusal  of  docu- 
ments of  authoritative  source,  such  as  state  papers,  private 
journals  and  letters,  extracts  from  speeches  and  writings  of 
public  men,  and  newspaper  narrative  and  comments. 

The  political,  social,  economic  and  sectional  issues  are 
considered.  The  United  States  Constitution,  with  amend- 
ments and  various  Reconstruction  nets  of  Congress  are  critical- 
ly studied  for  the  information  given  concerning  the  re-adjusted 
rights  of  an  emancipated  and  enfranchised  race,. 
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Requirements  for  Promotion  and  Graduation. 

The  minimum  passing  grade  in  any  single  study  is  sixty- 
live.  A  general  average  of  seventy-five  is  required  for  promo- 
tion. 

To  receive  the  degrees,  Bachelor  of  Arts  and  Bachelor  of 
Science,  students  must  complete  one  hundred  and  twenty  sem- 
ester hours  in  addition  to  the  fifteen  units  required  for  entrance. 

The  semester  hour  consists  of  one  hour  a  week  of  lecture 
or  recitation,  or  two  hours  a  week  of  laboratory  work,  through 
one  semester.

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Requirements  tor  Admission. 

All  applicants  for  admission  to  the  High  School  must  be 
tat  least  fourteen  years  of  age,  and  must  furnish  satisfactory 
stestimonials  of  good  moral  character. 

First  Year — Applicants  for  admission  to  the  First  Year 
"must  have  finished  the  eighth  grade  of  the  Grammar  School  or 
its  equivalent;  and  should  be  prepared  to  pass  a  creditable  ex- 
amination in  English  Grammar  and  Composition,  Arithmetic^ 
Geography,  and  American  History. 

Advanced  Standing— Admission  to  classes  higher  than 
the  First  Year  may  be  gained  by  the  applicant's  showing  ability 
to  do  the  work  of  the  class  just  below  the  one  he  desires  to 
•enter. 

In  the  event,  however,  the  candidate  admitted  to  a  class 
fails  to  show  ability  to  do  creditably  the  work  of  said  class,  he 
may  be  withdrawn  from  that  class  and  placed  in  a  lower  class. 

Courses  of  Instruction. 

The  High  School  gives  thorough  and  systematic  instruction  in 
the  subjects  required  for  admission  to  standard  colleger.  Students 
completing  this  course,  and  not  desiring  to  pursue  further  their  stud- 
ies, have  a  good  foundation  for  useful  citizenship. 

Two  courses  are  offered — one  leading  to  the  Classical  Course  of  tire 
College,  the  other  to  the  Scientific.  The  Scientific  Course  is  identical 
with  the  Classical  in  the  First  and  in  the  Second  Year.  In  the  Third 
and  in  the  Fourth  Year  of  the  Scientific  Course  German  is  substituted 
for  Latin  or  Greek. 

The  numerals  indicate  the  number  of  weekly  sixty-minute  reci- 
tation periods.

Description  of  Courses. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  ENGLISH, 

Prof.   Drayton  and  Prof.  Spauldinc, 

The  main  objects  of  this  department  are:  (l)  to  give  the 
student  command  of  correct  and  clear  English;  (2)  to  lead  him 
to  an  appreciation  of  the  best  in  literature. 

English  Grammar  is  reviewed.  Constant  attention  is 
given  to  correct  spelling  and  accuracy  in  connection  with  all 
written  work.  Drill  is  given  on  the  use  of  words,  punctuation, 
analysis  of  sentences,  paragraphs,  and  letter  writing. 

Composition  is  based  on  the  student's  personal  experience, 
general  knowledge  and  his  reading  in   literature.     Teachers    in 
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;fll  branches  are  expected  to  exact  of  students  the  use  of  good 
English  in  all  oral  and  written  work. 

First  fear.  English  Grammar  is  reviewed.  Special  at- 
tention is  given  to  words,  analysis,  punctuation  and  com- 
position. 

Text-book;  Higher  Lessons  in  English,  Reed  and  Kellogg. 

Second  Fear:  Review  of  English  Grammar  is  continued 
With  constant,  drill  on  the  structure  of  sentence? and  paragraphs. 
Composition,  one  recitation  a  week. 

For  Study " Longfellow's  Evangeline,  and  Lowell's  Vision 
of  Sir  Launfal  as  a  basis  for  composition  work. 

For  Reading:  Three  or  four  books  from  a  prescribed  list 
of  about  fifteen  books. 

Text-book:   Higher  Lessons  in  English,  Reed  ami  Kellogg. 

Third  Year:  English  Literature  three  recitations  a  week. 
Composition  one  recitation  a  week.  Emphasis  is  placed  upon 
narrative  and  descriptive  writing  based  upon  the  student's  ex" 
perience. 

For  Study:  Scott's  Lady  of  the  Lake,  Shakespeare's  Mer- 
chant of  Venice,  Goldsmith's  Deserted  Village,  Scott's  Ivanhoe, 
and  Dicken's  A  Tale  of  Two  Cities. 

For  Reading:  Three  or  four  books  from  a  prescribed  list 
of  eighteen  books. 

Text-book:  A  First  View  of  English  Literature,  Moody  and 
Lovett. 

Fourth  Year:  The  formal  study  of  the  general  principles 
of  rhetoric  is  taken  up.  The  aim  is  to  train  the  student  to 
write  effectively.  At  least  two  careful  and  thoughtful  com- 
positions showing  the  practical  application  of  the  principles  of 
rhetoric  are  required  for  the  year. 

For  Study:  Shakespeare's  Macbeth  and  Hamlet,  Burke's 
Speech  on  Conciliation  with  America,  Milton's  Paradise  Lost, 
and  Emerson's  Self  Reliance  and  Friendship. 

For  Reading:  Four  or  five  books  from  a  prescribed  list  of 
about  twenty  books. 

Text-book:  Composition  and  Rhetoric,  Williams. 
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DEPARTMENT  OF  LATIN. 
Dr.   Shute  and  Dr.   Long. 

First  Year:  This  course  is  designed  to  give  a  mastery  of 
forms  and  elementary  syntax,  along  with  the  acquiring  of  a 
working  vocabulary.  A  thorough  drill  is  given  in  the  funda- 
mentals: Method  of  Roman  pronunciation,  quantity,  accent, 
special  study  of  verb  forms,  noun  and  verb  construction,  daily 
practice  in  writing  easy  Latin  sentences;  easy  stories  and  fables 
are  read. 

Text-book:  A  First  Book  in  Latin,  Tuell  &  Fowler. 

Second  Year:  Work  in  inflection  and  syntax  is  continued 
with  careful  attention  to  idioms  and  constructions  both  in  read- 
ing and  in  exercises  in  composition.  Four  books  Caesar's  Gal- 
lic War  are  read. 

Text-books:  Walker's  Caesar  and  Allen  and  Greenough's 
Revised  Latin  Grammar. 

Third  Year:  In  this  course  six  books  of  Virgil's  Aeneid 
are  read  with  daily  practice  in  scanning  during  the  latter  part 
of  the  second  semester.  Exercises  in  prose  composition  are 
given  weekly  throughout  the  year. 

Text-books:  Allen  and  Greenough's  Virgil  and  Allen  and 
Greenough's  Revised  Latin  Grammar. 

Fourth  Year:  Six  Orations  of  Cicero  (the  four  against 
Cataline,  the  one  for  the  Manilian  Law  and  for  Archias)  are 
read.  Selections  from  Sallust's  Cataline  are  read  during  the 
latter  part  of  the  second  semester. 

Throughout  the  above  described  courses,  thorough  drills  in 
analysis  and  grammatical  constructions  are  given  daily. 

Text-books:  Cicero,  Nine  Orations,  Harkness,  Kirkland  & 
Williams,  and  Allen  and  Greenough's  Revised  Latin  Grammar. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  GREEK— Dr.   Shute. 

Third  Year:  During  the  entire  year,  special  attention  is 
given  to  the  forms  of  the  language  and  the  study  of  syntax. 
Much  time  is  spent  in  daily  drill  in  oral  and    written  exercises. 

Text-book:  Beginner's  Greek  Book,  Benner-Smyth. 

Fourth  Year.     The  work  of  this  course  consists  in  reading 
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of  four  books  of  Xenophon's  Anabasis,  with  careful  reviews  of 
forms  and  syntax. 

Text-books:  Good  win's  Anabasis  and  Goodwin's  Greek 
Grammar.  % 

DEPARTMENT  OF  GERMAN— Professor  Sea  brook. 

Elementary  German.  Abundant  drill  is  given  upon  pro- 
nunciation and  the  rudiments  of  grammar.  Easy  German  sto- 
ries are  studied;  and  the  pupil  is  required  to  answer,  in  German, 
questions  based  on  them.  Translating  short  sentences  from 
English  into  German  forms  an  important  part  of  the  course. 

Text-books:  Wesselhoeft's  Elementary  German  Grammar; 
Guerber's  Marchen  und  Erzahlungen. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  NATURAL  SCIENCES 
Professor   Long. 

Physics.  The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  give  a  simple  pre- 
sentation of,  and  a  reasonable  insight  into  some  of  the  funda- 
mental laws,  including  properties  of  matter,  mechanics,  heat, 
electricity,  light  and  sound.  Following  the  work  of  the  text 
book,  much  time  is  given  to  experimental  work,  illustrating* 
principles  considered. 

Text-book:  Elements  of  Physics,  Fisher  and  Patterson. 

Zoology.  The  course  in  this  subject  is  intended  to  fami- 
liarize the  student  with  the  structure,  physiology,  and  life- 
history  of  vertebrates  and  inyertebrates,  beginning  with  single- 
celled  organisms  and  proceeding  to  the  complex  forms. 

Text-book:  Introduction  to  Zoology,  Davenport. 

Physiography.  This  course  is  designed  to  give  a  practical 
knowledge  of  the  physical  features  of  the  earth,  the  forces  of 
nature  and  their  effect  upon  human  life.  Some  time  is  given  to 
Laboratory  work  and  field  trips. 

Text-book:  Tarr's  New  Physical  Geography. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  MATHEMATICS 
Prof.  Seabrook   and  Prop.  Spatjlding. 

Algebra.  The  following  subjects  are  covered:  The  four 
fundamental     operations    for    rational    algebraic    expressions, 
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parentheses;  factoring;  determination  of  highest  common  factor 
and  lowest  common  multiple  by  factoring,  fractions,  including 
complex  fractions,  linear  equations;  graphical  representations; 
simultaneous  linear  equations;  square  root  and  quadratic  surds, 
quadratic  equations;  simultaneous  equations  involving  quad- 
ratics; special  products  and  factoring;  exponents,  radicals, 
logarithms,  progressions,  the  binomial  theorem;  ratio,  propor- 
tion, and  varation;  and  supplementary  topics,  including  cube 
root,  detached  coefficients,  graphical  solution  of  higher  equa- 
tions, indeterminate  forms,  and  determinants. 

Throughout  the  course  special  emphasis  is  laid  on  the 
solution  of  informational,  geometric,  and  ptn^ics  problems. 

Text- book:   Wells  &  Hart's  New  High  School  Algebra. 

Geometry.  The  five  books  of  Plane  Geometry  are  com- 
pleted and  some  time  is  given  to  the  study  of  symmetry,  maxi- 
ma, and  minima.  Great  care  is  given  to  obtain  accuracy  of 
statement  and  clearness  of  reasoning  on  the  part  of  the  pupil. 
Originality  is  encouraged. 

Text-book:  Wentworth  &  Smith's  Plane  and  Solid  Geome- 
try. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  HISTORY     Professor  Seabrook. 

Ancient  History.  This  course  includes  a  study  of  pre- 
historic man,  the  oriental  peoples,  the  Greeks,  the  Romans,  and 
Romano-Teutonic  Europe  down  to  the  death  of  Charlemagne, 
814  A.  D.  Emphasis  is  laid  on  the  industrial  and  economic 
development  and  the  home  life  of  the  ancient  world. 

Text-books:  West's  Ancient  World,  Davis'  Readings  in 
Ancient  History. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  MUSIC— Dr.  Long. 

The  course  in  vocal  music  is  designed  to  give  a  practical 
knowledge  of  the  fundamental  principles  of  music  as  an  element 
of  liberal  culture. 

Special  drill  is  given  in  tonal  form,  rhythm,  sight  reading 
and  expression.  A  period  of  one  hour  per  week  throughout  the 
First,  Second    and  Third    Years  High    School  is  given  to  this 
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course.      Smith's  Modern  Music  Series  is  the  method  used. 

For  advanced  study  in  sight  reading,  expression  and  en- 
semble work,  opportunity  is  given  for  practice  in  the  Uni- 
versity Chorus.  This  organization  includes  the  chapel  choir 
and  the  well  known  "Biddle  University  Quintette"  that  has 
sung"  several  consecutive  years  at  the  General  Assembly  of  the  j 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.   S.   A. 

Instruction  in  instrumental  music  (piano)  may  be  had  by 
special  arrangement. 

For  drill  in  ensemble  playing  the  University  Orchestra  of- 
fers advantages  for  advanced  study  and  practice.  Rehearsal 
periods  are  twice  a  week  for  the  musical  organizations. 

Requirements  for  Promotion  and  Graduation. 

The  grade  requirements  for  promotion  is  the  same  as  that 
of  the  School  of  Arts  and  Sciences — a  general  average  of  seven- 
ty-five per  cent,  with  a  minimum  of  sixty-five  per  cent  in  any 
single  study. 

Students  completing  either  course  will  receive  a  certificate 
of  graduation,  which  entitles  them  to  admission  into  the  Fresh- 
man class. 


School  of  Industries. 


Professor  T.  H.   McNeil,  Superintendent. 

All  students  in  the  High  School  are  required  to  take  some 
f,rade  and  report  twice  a  week  for  wcrk  in  the  Industrial  "School. 
College  students  may  also  take  trades. 

All  students  in  the  High  School  are  required  to  make  a 
grade  in  their  industrial  work. 

First  and  Second  year  students  will  rotate  from  shop  to 
-hop  by  semesters.  Third  and  Fourth  year  students  will  not 
be  allowed  to  rotate. 

Students  spending  two  years  at  some  one  trade  "will  be  given 
a  certificate  of  proficiency  upon  the  recommendation  of  his 
teacher. 

At  present  several  trades  are  being  taught:  'Carpentry, 
Printing,  Bricklaying,  Plastering,  Tailoring,  Blacksmithing, 
B  r  o  o  m  -m  ak  i  ng  an  d  M  at  re  s  s-m  ak  i  n  g .

Carpentry  Is  taught  in  a  room  which  is  provided  with 
twelve  cabinet  benches,  each  of  which  is  fitted  up  with  a  set  of 
•carpenter's  tools. 

Students  are  taught  the  Use  and  care  of  these  tools,  the 
principles  of  wood-working — from  drawing  and  models — and 
have  also  such  practical  instruction  as  can  be  had  from  im- 
provements and  repairs  of  the  building  and  furniture  of  the 
University. 

Besides  doing  the  necessary  work  of  the  school,  a  limited 
amount  of  work  is  done  for  outside  parties.  Three  professors' 
houses  have  been  built  by  the  students,  also  a  boiler  house,  and 
the  new  Industrial  Building. 

3? 
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First   and  Second  Year  students  will  do  elementary   sloyj 
work.      Only  simple  tools  will  be  used.      The  models  to  be  mad< 
will  consist  of  small  box  carts,  toy  furniture,  match  boxes  and 
striker  combined,  wThiskbroom  holders,  etc. 

Third  and.  Fourth  year  students  will  do  advanced  earpea- 
try,,  cabinet-making,  and  model  making. 

PRINTING— Professor   WrliamE.  Hill. 

This  office  is  equipped  as  any  regular  printing  establish^ 
nient  would  be.  Besides  the  ordinary  office  furniture  it  has- 
three  printing  presses. 

The  course  of  instruction  in  printing,  as  in  the  other' 
branches  of  industry  covers  a  period  of  four  years.  During: 
the  first  and  second  years  attention  will  be  given  to  the  names 
and  uses  of  tools  and  materials,  the  lay  of  type  cases,  the  names 
and  styles  of  type,  and  type  composition. 

In  the  third  and  fourth  years  instruction  is  given  in  the 
netting  of  jobs,  the  running  of  presses,  the  making  of  forms, 
and  proof  reading. 

In  this  office  the  "Afrieo-American  Presbyterian"  and  the 
"Biddle  Outlook"  are  set  up  and  printed,  and  job  work  is 
done,,  thus  giving  the  students  actual  printing  office  instruction 
and  practice,  both  in  type  setting  and  press  work.  The  office 
is  equipped  for  doing  excellent  work,  and  the  instruction  is 
thorough  and  practical, 

MASONRY  AND  PLASTERING 
C.   O.  Hii/ton  and  H.  E,  Gunn. 

These  two  trades  have  been  introduced,  and  instruction  in 
tiiem  is  being  given  daily  with  very  satisfactory  results.  These 
branches  are  putting:  a  goodly  number  in  posession  of  skill  that 
will  coni maud  work  and  good  pay. 

First  and  Second  year  students  are  taught  the  names,  use, 
and  care  of  tools,  making  and  spreading  of  mortar,  laying  to 
the  line  with  speed,  simple  bonding,  constructing  of  scaifohts, 
building  of  piers,  and  brown  and  white  coating. 

Third  and  Fourth  year  students  are  taught  raising  of   cor- 
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ners,  line  work  with  arches,  setting  of  windows  and  door 
frames,  grate  setting,  kalsomining,  sand  finishing,  and  con- 
■  •rating.      Emphasis  is  placed  on  neatness.. 

TAILORING— Ja^ees  C.  Coles. 

The  room  for  this  branch  of  industry  is  provided  with  all 
necessary  facilities  for  teaching  and  learning  this  important 
trade.  Cleaning,  pressing,  hand  and  machine  sewing  and  re- 
pairing are  done,  and  the  various  elementary  principles  of  the 
work  are  taught.  The  advanced  students  are  taught  -cutting 
and  fitting. 

BLACKSMITHING— George  Loxo, 

This  division  is  provided  with  necessary  facilities  for 
teaching  banding,  stripping,  twisting-,  upsetting,  holt-making, 
thread  cutting,  w elding,  and  general  tool  making.  The 
student  gets  a  practical  knowledge  of  blacksmith ing  from  do- 
ing repairs  for  the  University  and  outside  parties. 

BROOM  AND  MATTRESS  MAKING 

Professor  M.  S.  Saxders,  B.  S.  M, 

Broom  Making — Each  student  is  given  instruction  in  this 
course  in  the  importance  of  sizing,  color-sizing  and  grading 
broom  corn.  The  student  gets  a  practical  knowledge  of  this 
trade,  as  brooms  are  made  and  put  on  the  market. 

First  and  second  year  students  are  taught  separating  the 
insides  from  the  hurl;  grading  the  hurl  and  insides,  drying  the 
hurl  and  insides,  sewing,  bunching  and  making  Numbers  3 
and  4  brooms. 

Third  and  fourth  year  students  are  taught  advanced  broom 
making;  making  of  toy,  whisk,  and  velvet  cap  brooms,  buying 
material  and  shop  management. 

Mattress-making — This  course  covers  two  years.  The 
first  year  the  student  is  taught  husk  and  straw  mattress-mak- 
ing. The  second  year  the  student  is  taught  cotton,  hair,  com- 
bination and  roll  edge  mattress-making  and  sewing.

THE  SCHOOL  YEAR 

The  school  year  begins  the  third  Wednesday  in  September 
at  9  o'clock  A.  M.,  and  closes  the  first  Wednesday  in  June.

The  expenses  mentioned  below  include  only  those  items  for 
which  charge  is  made  by  the  Institution.  Books,  stationery,  etc., 
may  be  purchased  at  the  University  Book  Store,  and  will  range 
from  $5.00  to  $8.00  per  school  session,  depending  upon  the  class 
in  which  the  student  is  enrolled.  Laundry  of  wearing  apparel 
and  similar  personal  expenses  will  range  from  $1.00  to  $2.00  per 
month. 

Board  and  Lodging — The  cost  of  board  and  lodging  is  nine 
dollars  per  month  of  four  weeks,  payable  monthly  in  advnace. 

Tuition — Day  students  only  are  charged  tuition  which  is  $2.00 
per  month  of  four  weeks,  payable  monthly  in  advance. 

Contingent  Fee — A  deposit  of  $1.00  is  required  of  each  stu- 
dent upon  entering,  as  a  contingent  fee  to  pay  for  injury  to  fur- 
niture, losses,  breakage,  etc. 

Key  Deposit — Each  student  on  being  assigned  a  room  is 
furnished  with  a  key  for  which  he  is  required  to  deposit  20  cents 
with  the  Superintendent,  said  sum  to  be  returned  on  delivery  of 
the  key  at  the  close  of  each  school  session  or  when  the  student 
leaves  the  Institution. 

Graduation  Fee — Students  graduating  from  the  School  of 
Arts  and  Sciences  are  required  to  pay  in  advance  a  graduating 
fee  of  five  dollars.

All  accounts  with  the  Institution  are  due  and  payable  in 
advance.     Boarding  students  are  not   received  for  less  than    one 
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month  and  no  deduction  for  absence  can  be  made  unless  ordered 
by  the  Faculty.  Any  student  remaining  in  arrears  to  the  Insti- 
tution more  than  ten  days  forfeits  the  privileges  of  the  Insti- 
tution, unless  satisfactory  arrangements  have  been  made  other- 
wise. 

Wholesome  and  substantial  table  board  is  furnished  in  the 
university  dining  room  to  all  students  except  day  pupils. 

Two  dormitories,  Carter  Hall  and    McNamee    Hall,  furnish 
lodging  to  all  boarding  students.     Rooms  are   steam-heated  and  . 
electric   lighted    and  each  is  furnished  with  a  bedstead,  mattress 
and  two   pillows,  washstand,  two  chairs,  mirror,  and    towels  and 
bed-linen  laundered  by  the  Institution. 

As  far  as  necessary  rooms  in  McNamee  Hall  are  reserved 
for  theological  students  and  candidates  for  the  ministry. 

PEUNIARY  AID 

Candidates  for  the  ministry  and  young  men  of  promise 
will  receive  such  aid  as  their  necessities  and  the  resources  at 
command  will  allow.  Friends  in  Scotland  have  established  a 
fund  of  six  thousand  dollars,  the  interest  of  which  is  to  be  used 
to  aid  young  men  in  preparing  for  mission  work  in  Africa. 

Should  any  beneficiary  of  these  funds  marry  before  complet- 
ing his  course  of  study,  thereupon  his  aid  will  be  forfeited;  nor 
will  any  one  be  aided  who  uses  tobacco  in  any  form. 

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS 

1.  No  one  under  fourteen  years  of  age  will  be  admitted  tc 
the  school.  Applicants  who  are  strangers  to  the  Faculty  must 
bring  a  satisfactory  certificate  of  good  character  and  steady,  in- 
dustrious habits.  Every  student,  by  his  enrollment,  contracts 
to  obey  the  regulations  of  the  University. 

2.  Students  are  at  all  times  expected  to  act  with  respect 
and  courtesy  toward  their  instructors  and  fellow-students,  unci 
observe  cleanliness  and  neatness  in  person,  clothing  and  room. 

3.  Students  are  required  to  attend  chapel  exercises,  Satt 
bath  School,  and  preaching  services  Sabbath  evenings.  Day 
students  are  excused  on   Saturdays    and   Sundays. 
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4.  Day  students  while  on  the  grounds  are  sul  jtct  loali 
the  rules  of  the  Institution, 

5.  Punctuality    and   diligence  in  rega.d  to  all  studies  and 

exercises  are  required. 

6.  During  the  time  set  apart  for  study,  students  will  re- 
main  in  their  rooms  or  in  such  places  as  may  be  designated  for 
study.  Talking,  loud  studying,  or  visiting  frcm  rccm  to  re  cm 
during  study  Injurs,  and  boisterous,  rude  conduct  in  any  of  the 
tmildings,  at  any  time,  are  prohibited.  All  students  are  expect- 
ed to  be  in  their  rooms  and  quiet  between  ten  p.  in.  and  six  a.  m. 

7.  Low,  vulgar,  or  profane  language;  the  use  of  ardent 
spirits,  wine,  or  beer,  tobacco  in  any  form;  keeping,  or  handling 
of  pistol0;  and  all  games  of  chance  are  prohibited. 

8.  Students  are  forbidden  to  mark  or  deface  in  any  way 
the  building  or  furniture,  or  to  throw  slops,  paper,  or  anything 
that  would  cause  a  nuisance,  from  the  windows  or  about  the 
grounds.  Any  damage  done  by  wantonness  or  carlessness  must 
foe  paid  for  by  the  person  doing  same. 

9.  Students  are  forbidden  to  entertain  other  students, 
their  friends,  or  strangers  in  their  room  over  night.  Students 
having  friends  for  whom  they  desire  either  meals  or  lodging  will 
report  to  the   Superintendent. 

10.  Students  are  forbidden  to  hold  any  public  meet- 
ings on  the  premises  of  the  University,  for  any  purpose  whatever, 
without  special  permission  from  the  President, 

11.  Students  are  forbidden  to  give  entertainments  of 
any  character  or  invite   guests  without  special  permission. 

12.  Students  are  allowed  to  attend  the  city  churches  on  the 
Sabbath  between  the  hours  of  10  a.  m.,  and  7:30  p.  m%,  but  no 
one  will  be  permitted  to  leave  the  grounds  at  other  times  without 
special  permission,  except  Saturday  afternoons,  when  general 
permission  is  granted  for  shopping,  etc.,  in  the  city. 

13.  A  monitor  will  be  appointed  for  each  floor  or  building, 
who  shall  report  any  neglect  or  disorder. 
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14  Violation  of  the  rules  will  subject  the  offender  to  dis- 
cipline, 

15.  The  discipline  is  impartfa I  and  firm,  Demerited  stu- 
dents shall  not  take  part  in  public  exercises  unless  relieved  by 
special  action  of  the  Faculty.  Should  the  number  of  demerits 
reach  twenty-five  in  any  one  session,  the  delinquent  is  subject 
to  suspension. 

16.  Each  student  on  entering- the  University  is  required  t© 
sign  the  following: 

I,  A,    B.,   now   entering   Biddle    Uuiversity  as  a  student,  do 
solemnly  promise  to  abey  all  the    rules  and    regulations   for  the 
government  of  students;  as  long  as  I  remain  a    member     thereof,

Athletic  sports  are  permitted  and  encouraged  within 
certain  prescribed  limits,  chiefly  for  the  following  reasons:  1st, 
They  provide  wholesome  recreation;  2nd,  They  give  healthful 
exercise  in  the  open  air.  Growing  youths  naturallv  seek  re- 
creation of  some  kind.  This  recreation  should  be  something 
radically  different  from  their  sedentary  habits  of  study,  and 
•should  contribute  directly  to  their  physical  well-being.  The 
University  owns  no  gymnasium,  so  instead,  a  variety  of  games 
has  be?n  introduced  with  the  end  in  view  that  all  of  the  stu- 
dents may  participate  in  some  form  of  systematic  exercise.  The 
faculty  maintains  supervision  over  the  athletics  in  order  that 
it  may  be  assured  that  the  various  sports  are  conducted  on  a 
high  and  clean  basis,  and  that  they  are  not  indulged  in  to  the 
extent  that  studies  or  duties  are  neglected. 

The  Athletic  Association,  under  the  direction  of  which 
the  games  of  baseball,  football,  basketball,  and  tennis  are  played, 
is  a  member  of  the  North  Carolina  Inter-Collegiate  Athletic 
Association,  an  organization  that  has  done  much  to  establish 
and  maintain  a  high  standard  in  college  athletics.  Any  stu- 
dent may  become  a  member  of  the  Biddle  University  Athletic 
Association  by  paying  the  annual  fee  of  fifty  cents.

LITERARY  SOCIETIES  AND  READING  CIRCLES 

There,  are  four  flourishing  literary  societies — the  Mattoon, 
the  Clariosophic,  the  Johnson,  and  the  Douglass.  The  exer- 
cises consist  of  composition,  discussion  and  debate.  These  so- 
cieties also  have  school  courts  connected  with  them,  are 
governed  by  laws  enacted  by  their  members,  and  are  presided 
over  by  officers  elected  from  the  members.  Every  student  is 
required  to  become  a  member  of  one  of  these  societies,  and  to 
attend  upon  the  exercises.  The  whole  is  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Faculty. 

There  are  also  three  reading  circles— the  ISron  Forma,  the 
Literary  Research,  and  the  Olympia.  These  circles  aim  to 
keep  pace  with  current  events  and  opinions,  to  stimulate  and 
develop  literary  taste  and  refinement,  and  to  familiarize  the 
members  with  the  works  of  standard  authors. 

CARNEGIE  LIBRARY 

There  are  about  ten  thousand  volumes  now  on  the  shelves 
of  the  library,  and  this  number  is  being-  rapidly  increased  by 
purchase  and  by  the  gift  of  g'enerous  friends. 

In  the  spacious  reading*  room  are  found  a  set  of  the  New 
International  Encyclopedia  and  Webster's  New  International 
Dictionary.  Here  also  is  a  large  number  of  newspapers,  secu- 
lar and  religious,  and  many  of  the  best  mag'azines  in  the  country. 

Utmost  care  was  exercised  in  the  selection,  arrangement, 
and  classification  of  the  books  of  the  library,  which  is  operated 
according  to  the  latest  method  of  library   management. 

The  library  is  open  daily  except  Sunday,  and  students  of 
all  departments  arc  allowed  to  borrow  books  under  special  reg  - 
illations. 

In  addition  to  the  stack  and  reading-rooms,  the  library 
building  affords  space  for  store-rooms,  a  book  room,  and  a  large 
well-lighted  and  thoroughly  furnished  V.  M.  C.  A.  Hall. 
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The  facilities  for  lighting"  and  heating  this  building,  in 
'fact,  the  entire  equipment  is  strictly  modern.

DEGREES  AND  REGULATIONS  COVERING  SAME 

All  degrees  are  conferred  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  Faculty. 

1.  On  completing  the  regular  prescribed  Classical  Course, 
each  candidate  may  receive  the  degree  of  A.  B. 

2.  On  Completing  the  regular  prescribed  Scientific  course, 
each  candidate  may  receive  the  degree  of  B.  S. 

3.  On  completing  the  regular  prescribed  course  in  the 
School  of  Theology,  with  a  general  average  of  ninety  per  cent 
or  more.  each    candidate  may  receive  the  degree  of  S.  T.  B. 
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4.  It  being  inexpedient,  Biddle  University  will  not  grant 
the  same  degree  as  honorary  as  it  grants  in  the  regular  course 
on  examination. 

5.  In  every  case  the  reason  for  bestowing  an  honorary 
degree  shall  be  openly  avowed  and  publicly  stated  in  connec- 
tion with  the  commencement  program. 

*>.  The  Master's  Degree  will  not  be  granted  except  for 
post  graduate  study  of  at  least  one  years  duration,  tested  by 
adequate  examinations  in  the  prescribed  course. 

7.  The  minimum  requirement  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Philosophy,  Doctor  of  Science,  and  Doctor  of  Pedagogy  shall 
be  as  follows: 

(a)  The  possession  of  a  bachelor's  degree,  or  its  equiva- 
lent. 

(b)  The  completion  of  two  years  of  post  graduate  study; 
not  more  than  one  year,  however,  of  actual  residence  in  the 
Institution  shall  be  required,  but  that  must  be  the  final  year. 
Matter  of  residence  may  be  waived. 

(c)  Adequate  examinations — one  at  the  close  of  each 
scholastic  year — and  thesis  embodying  the  results  of  original 
research  at  the  close  of  the  second  year,  the  thesis  to  bear  the 
written  acceptance  of  the  professor  in  charge  of  the  major 
subject,  accom pained  by  a  short  biography  of  the  candidate. 

The  following  shall  be  recognized  as  honorary  degrees: 
D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  and  Master  of  Pedagogy.

The  Alumni  Prizes  are  two  Gold  Medals  offered  by  the 
Alumni  Association  for  superior  excellence  in  Oratory;  one  to 
the  Junior  College  Class,  and  the  other  to  the  Fourth  Year 
High  School. 

The  M.   A.  Talley  Prize  is  a  Gold  Medal,  offered  to  that 
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student  in  the  Collegiate  Department  attaining  the  highest 
grade  in  the  English  Bible  studies.  This  prize  is  offered  by 
Rev.  M.  A.  Talley,  A.  M.,  Rocky  Mount,  N.  C. 

The  G.  E.  Dayis,  Jr.  Prize  is  a  Gold  Medal  awarded  to 
that  member  of  the  Senior  Class  whose  grades  show  the  highest 
proficiency  in  the  Natural  Sciences,  throughout  the  college 
course. 

The  Blue  Banner— this  beautiful  banner  is  contested  for 
by  all  the  students  of  the  University,  immediately  preceeding* 
Commencement  Day.  The  student  who  sustains  himself  long- 
est in  answering  accurately  the  questions  in  the  Shorter  Cate- 
chism is  awarded  this  banner,  which  is  held  for  his  class  until 
the  next  annual  contest.

Location  and  Historical  Sketch. 

I 

Biddle  University  was  founded  in  1867,  and  is  located  in 
Charlotte,  N.  C.  The  Institution  was  named  in  memory  of 
1hc  late  Major  Henry  J.  Biddle,  of  Philadelphia,  whose  wid- 
ow, Mrs.  M.  D.  P>iddle,  was  one  of  its  most  liberal  sup- 
porters. The  first  eight  acres  of  land  were  given  by  Mr. 
VVjJliam  R.  Myers  of  Charlotte,  N-.  C.  It  is  chartered  by  the 
legislature  of  the  State,  and  is  under  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  United  States  of  America. 

It  stands  at  the  radiating  point  of  seven  railroads,  in  the 
midst  of  a  dense  and  comparatively  intelligent  popula- 
tion, and  occupies  a  site  of  seventy  acres  within  the  city 
limits. 

It  is  situated  in  the  heart  of  the  South  Atlantic  region, 
which  contains  the  two  Synods  of  Atlantic  and  Catawba, 
having  322  colored  churches,  211  ministers,  scores  of  young 
men  in  preparation  for  the  ministry,  with  a  large  number 
of  schools  and  academies  under  their  care.  These  schools 
and  churches  must  be  furnished  with  intelligent  Christian 
leathers  and  preachers,  who  must  be  largely  educated  on 
the  field,  and  in  contact  with  the  people  among  whom  they 
are  to  labor'.  Such  training  is  given  here  at  Jess  expense 
than  it  could  be  elsewhere ;  the  student  has  the  best  op- 
portunity for  a  Christian  education  together  with  the  refin- 
ing influences  of  a  Christian  home;  and  he  is  kept  at  the 
Same  time  in  contact  and  syir.pathy  with  the     people.

Candidates  for  admission  must  produce  evidence  that  they 
are  members  in  good  and  regular  standing  in  some  evan- 
gelical church,  that  they  possess  competent  talent,  and  that 
they  have  been  regularly  graduated  from  some  college  or 
university,  or  m  some  way  they  have  received  an  equiva- 
lent for  the  training  of  a  college  .  course.  Applicants  for

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Description  of  Course. 

HEBR  EW— DR.  M  cCROREY. 
JUNIOR  CLASS:     Hebrew  begun.  Recitations  rive  times 
a  week  throughout  the  year.  Text-hooks:  Harper's  Element* 
of  Hebrew,   and   Harper's   Introductory    Hebrew     Method 

and  Manual.  Special  emphasis  is  laid  on  the  acquisition  of 
a  vocabulary.  The  inflection  of  the  language  and  several 
hundred  of  the  commonest  words  are  memorized  There  is 
a  daily  drill  in  reciprocal  oral  translation  and  in  writing 
Hebrew. 

MIDDLE  CLASS:  Reading  from  the  Historical  and  Pro- 
phetical Books  twice  a  week  throughout  the  year.  Text- 
books: Hebrew  Bible,  Harper's  Hebrew  Syntax,  and  Driv- 
er's Hebrew  Tenses.  Special  attention  will  be  given  to  the 
Syntax,  to  enlarge  the  vocabulary,  and  to  rapid  reading. 

'SENIOR  CLASS:  (Elective.)  Reading  at  sight  from  the 
Historical  Books,  exegesis  of  Hebrey  Prophecy  and  Poetry, 
twice  a  week  throughout  the  year. 

GREEK— DR.  RUSSELL. 

1.  A  course  upon  New  Testament  Introduction,  Criti- 
cism and  Theology,  once  a  week  throughout  the  year. 

JUNIOR  CLASS  will  read  the  remaining  three  gospels 
wilh  reference  to  the  Harmony,  and  also  to  the  distinctive 
character  to  each  of  the  four  gospels,  three  times  a  week 
throughout  the  year. 

MIDDLE  CLASS  will  read  Ephesians  with  Exegesis 
iwice  a  week  throughout  the  year.  The  other  Epistles  of  the 
captivity — Philippians,  Colossians,  and  Philemon— will  be 
assigned  for  private  reading.  A  summary  of  their  contents 
will  be  considered  in  the  class-room,  and  they  will  be  re- 
quired in  the  examination. 

SENIOR  CLASS  will  read  Romans  with  Exegesis  twice  a 
week  throughout  the  year.  The  other  Epistles  of  the  TFdrd 
Missionary  Journey' — I  Corinthians,  II  Corinthians  and 
6a Lilians — will  be  assigned  for  private  reading.  Their 
Mope  and  contents  will  be  discussed  in  the  school-room, 
and  they  will  be  required  in  the  examination. 
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SYSTEMATIC  THEOLOGY— DR.  PARTEE. 

In  this  department,  the  purpose  is  to  have  each  student 
read  during  his  course,  some  standard  work  on  Systematic 
Theology,  and  in  addition  to  this  read  some  authority  on 
Theism. 

This  course  of  reading  will  be  made  the  subject  of  the 
most  thorough  examination  and  free  discussion,  and  will 
be  supplemented  by  every  available  means  which  is  'ikeiy 
to  encourage  and  stimulate  the  student  in  his  search  of 
truth,  and  in  preparation  for  its  defense. 

Systematic  Theology  is  begun  in  the  second  semester  of 
the  Junior  year  and  is  completed  in  the  Senior  year.  The 
doctrines  of  Theology  are  presented  didactically,  histori- 
cally and  problematically.  The  order  of  topics  pursued  i^  i 
The  nature,  forms  and  sources  of  Theology;  the  being  of 
God,  His  nature  and  attributes;  Trinity;  the  Divinity  of 
Christ ;  the  holy  nature,  necessity,  perfection  and  extent 
of  the  atonement;  His  kingdom;  His  humiliation  and  ex- 
altation ;  vocation ;  regeneration ;  faith ;  justification ;  sane- 
tification;  the  law  of  God;  eschatology;  the  sacraments. 

HOMILETICS— DR.  JONES. 

The  work  of  this  department  is  carried  on  throughout  'he 
seminary  course.  In  the  Junior  and  Middle  years,  a  text- 
book on  the  "Preparation  and  Delivery  of  Sermons"  is 
read.  This  is  supplemented  by  exercise  in  the  analysis  of 
sermons,  and  preaching  before  the  professors  and  student;; 
of  the  University  weekly. 

In  the  Middle  and  Senior  classes  much  attention  is  given 
to  the  preparation  and  criticism  of  sermon  plans  and  ex- 
tempore preaching. 

CHRISTIAN  EVIDENCES— DE.  PARTEE. 

By  means  of  text-books  and  discussions,  the  student  i« 
^ided  in  verifying  the  Biblical  proofs  of  Dcctrine  and 
Christian  truth  as  represented  in  the  symbols  of  the 
Church,  and  he  is  thus  trained  to  express  with  facility  and 
clearness  the  revealed   will  of  God. 


PASTORAL  THEOLOGY— DR.  PARTEE, 

The  treatment  of  this  subject  is  confined  to  the  third  year 
t»f  the  course.  It  is  designed  that  each  student  shall  become 
thoroughly  acquainted  with  the  best   method  of  applying 
the  message  of  salvation  to  the  hearts  and  lives  of  men.  Li 
lures  are  given,  accompanied  by  the  use  of  text-books. 

The  course  includes  the  importance  of  ministerial  piety, 
proper  habits  of  study,  skill  and  ability  in  the  various 
branches  of  our  church  work,  the  pastor's  duty  and  rela- 
tion to  the  various  courts  of  the  church,  and  the  various 
private  and  public  duties  pertaining  to  his  office. 

CHURCH  GOVERNMENT— DR.  PARTEE. 

Four  lectures  on  the  general  subject  are  given  to  the 
Junior  Class. 

h\  the  Milddle  Year  the     Form     of     Government 
proof  text  is  taken  up  and  pursued  through  one  semester 
and  a  minute  comparison  with  other  forms  of  Church  pol- 
ity is  made. 

In  the  Middle  and  Senior  Years,  the  Book  of  Discipline 
is  used   as   a   text-book,   accompanied   by  lectures. 

BIBLICAL  HISTORY— DE.  PARTEE. 

Since  sacred  history  is  of  vital  importance  as  a  part  of 
a  thorough  theological  education,  the  subject  is  pursued 
through  the  entire  three  year's  course. 

Biblical  History  is  studied  by  the  Junior  Class,  with  the 
English  version  of  the  Old  Testament  as  a  text-book  and 
Smith's  Old  Testament  History  as  a  guide,  and  is  taught 
by  lectures  and  constant  references  to  the  typical  and 
preparatory  nature  of  the  Old  Testament.  The  connection 
between  sacred  and  profane  history  is  pointed  out,  and  at- 
tention given  to  Archeology,  Geography,  and  Chronology. 

ECCLESIASTICAL  HISTORY— DR.  JONES. 

,  This  subject  is  taken  up  by  the  Middle  Class,  and  taught 
by   lectures,    with   text-books    covering   the    period      from 
Apostolic  times  to  the  Reformation — sixteenth  century. 
The  Senior  Class  continues  the  subject  from  the  Ref orma- 
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lion  to  the  present  time,  devoting  the  second  term  to  the 
history  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  the  V.  S.  A. 

During  each  year  a  carefully  prepared  thesis  having  for 
its  subject  some  leading  personage,  epoch,  or  phase,  etc., 
from  sacred  history,  is  required  from  each  student. 

ENGLISH  BIBLE— DR.  ELLERSON. 

One  may  know  a  great  deal  about  the  Bible,  and  yet  be 
unfamiliar  with  the  Book  itself. 

The  design  of  this  course  is  to  secure  to  the  students  in- 
timate first-hand  knowledge  of  the  Scriptures. 

To  this  end  the  Bible  itself  is  the  text-book. 

CHRISTIAN  SOCIOLOGY— DR.  McCROREY. 

One  hour  per  week  throughout  the  Senior  Year  is  devoted 
to  the  study  of  Church  and  Social  questions. 

instruction  is  given  partly  by  the  use  of  text-books  and 
partly  by  lectures;  the  aim  being  to  treat  the  subject  in  a 
practical  manner. 

FORWARD   MISSION   STUDY— DR.   ELLERSON. 

This  study  is  pursued  once  a  week  throughout  the  course ; 
and  its  purpose  is  that  the  students  may  gain  a  knowledge 
of  the  countries  where  missions  are  to  be  established  and 
maintained,  and  of  the  people  of  those  countries,  their  forms 
of  government,  racial  peculiarities,  religious  beliefs  and 
degree  of  intelligence;  also  their  environments,  difficulties, 
discouragements  and  needs. 

Such  knowledge  broadens  the  vision,  increases  giving, 
and  leads  to  a  higher  life  of  service. 

Requirements  for  Promotion  and  Graduation. 

A  grade  of  sixty-five  per  cent  is  required  in  a  single  study 
for  each  Semester,  and  a  general  yearly  average  of  seven- 
ty-five per  cent  is  required  for  promotion  and  for  gradua- 
tion. Each  student  attaining  an  average  of  ninety  per  cent 
for  the  entire  regular  course,  is  granted  the  degree  of  S. 
T.  B. 
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Further  Information. 

Period  of  Study — The  regular  course  of  study,  as  in 
other  seminaries  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  covers  a  pe- 
riod of  three  years. 

Practical  Work — The  practical  work  of  the  ministry  is 
joined  with  the  work  of  preparation,  as  the  theological 
students  have  opportunities  of  laboring  as  supplies  in  the 
neighboring  churches  during  vacation  and  in  term  time. 

With  the  facilities  at  hand,  special  and  successful  efforts 
are  made  to  aid  students  in  obtaining  vacation  employment 
along  the  line  of  their  future  work  as  teachers  and  preach- 
ers among  the  people. 

ttiiles  and  Regulations — Except  in  a  few  particulars,  the 
students  of  the  School  of  Theology  are  not  subject  to  rules 
and  regulations  which  govern  those  of  the  other  schools  of 
the  University. 

Rooms — The  rooms  in  McNamee  Hall  are  reserved  for 
candidates  for  the  ministry.  Each  of  the  rooms  is  furnish- 
ed with  a  bedstead,  mattress,  pillows,  bureau,  washstand, 
chairs,  looking  glass,  etc.,  and  is  heated  by  steam. 

Expenses — There  is  no  charge  for  tuition  or  room   rent. 

There  is  a  charge  of  ten  dollars  per  month  for  board,  in 
connection  with  the  boarding  department,  where  all  the 
students  living  on  the  grounds  are  required  to  board;  the 
theological  students,  however,  are  provided  with  separate 
dining-room.  The  fee  of  ten  dollars  per  month  covers  also 
expenses  of  fuel,  light,  and  washing  of  towels  and  bed 
clothing. 

Examinations — The  semi-aimual  examination  will  be 
conducted  the  last  Aveek  in  January  and  the  last  week  in 
May.  The  examinations  will  be  oral  and  written.  Each  stu- 
dent is  required  to  take  these  examinations,  and  if  by  sick- 
iiess  or  absence  one  fails  to  take  them,  he  must  submit  to 
ai^  examination  with  a  corresponding  class  in  a  subsequent 
year.

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Requirements  for  Admission. 

Freshman  Class — Fifteen  units  of  secondary  work  are  re- 
quired for  entrance,  without  condition,  into  the  Freshman 
class.  Students  presenting  thirteen  units  will  be  entered 
conditionally,  with  the  understanding  that  the  two  units 
lacking  will  be  made  up  by  the  end  of  the  Sophomore  year. 

A  unit  in  any  subject  signifies  four  sixty-minute  recita- 
tions per  wreek  for  a  period  of  thirty-six  weeks  and  repre- 
sents a  year's  study,  constituting  approximately  a  quarter 
of  a  full  year's  work  in  a  secondary  school. 

This  statement  is  designed  to  afford  a  standard  of  meas- 
urement for  the  work  done  in  secondary  schools.  It  takes 
the  four  year  high  school  course  as  a  basis,  and  assumes 
that  the  length  of  the  school  year  is  from  thirty-six  to  forty 
weeks,  that  a  period  is  from  forty  to  sixty  minutes  in 
length,  and  that  the  study  is  pursued  for  four  or  five  pe- 
riods a  week ;  but  under  ordinary  circumstances,  a  satis- 
tactory  year's  work  in  any  subject  cannot  be  accomplished 
in  less  than  one  hundred  and  twenty  sixty  minute  periods 
or  their  equivalent.  Schools  organized  for  any  other  than 
a  four  year  basis  can,  nevertheless  estimate  their  work  in 
terms  of  this  unit.

Other  students  making  application  for  admission  to  the 
Freshman  class  will  be  required  to  conform  strictly  to  the 
entrance  requirements  and  will  be  admitted  to  the  class  by 
sustaining*  their  examinations  in  the  subjects  mentioned  in 
the   requirements. 

Advanced  Standing — All  candidates  seeking  admission 
to  advanced  standing  should  be  prepared  for  thorough 
tests  in  the  subjects  taught  in  the  class  next  below  the  one 
they  may  desire  to  enter. 

Special  students — Mature  persons  who  desire  to  pursue 
some  special  subjects,  and  who  have  had  requisite  prelimi- 
nary training  are  allowed  to  enter  the  various  courses  of 
study  in  Biddle  University  without  becoming  candidates 
for  degrees. 

Such  students  are  .subject  to  the  same  regulations  regard- 
ing attendance  and  examinations  as  candidates  for  degrees. 

Courses  of  Instruction. 

Biddle  University  offers  two  courses  of  study  in  the 
sciiool  of  Arts  and  Sciences — the  Classical,  and  the  Scien- 
tific. In  the  Scientific  course  German  is  substituted  for 
Latin  or  Greek.  Students  completing  the  Classical  Course 
satisfactorily  receive  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts 
(A.  !>.);  those  completing  the  Scientific  Course,  that  of 
Bachelor  of  Science  (B.  S.)

DEPARTMENT    OF   ENGLISH— DR.     JONES. 

FRESHMAN  YEAR.  Rhetoric:  A  course  in  oral  and 
written  expression  of  thought  following-  the  plan  of  a  text- 
book designed  to  help  Freshman  adjust  themselves  to  all 
college  work  and  to  realize  that  English  is  an  integral 
part  of  all. 

SOPHOMORE  YEAR.  Rhetoric:  The  principles  of  arg- 
umentation are  stud' xl  bv  text-book  and  exercise. 

JUNIOR  YEAR.  English  Poetry:  A  rapid  reading  of 
some  and  study  of  other  representative  poems. 

The  History  of  English  Literature :  Its  history  and  sig- 
nificance for  the  life  of  the  English  speaking  world. 

SENIOR  YEAR.     The  History  of  American  Literature: 
A  study  of  the  men  and  the  books  that  in  the  earlier  and 
later  times  reflect  the  American  spirit.

DEPARTMENT  OF  GREEK-  D3,     RUSSELL, 

Composition  and  Style.  Plato,  Apology  and  Crito.  Spe- 
cial attention  is  given  to  word  study,  styie  and  form, 
analysis  and  discussion. 

Heading  course.     Stories  from  Herodotus.  Due  considera- 
tion is  given  to  dialect  study,  words  and  analysis.  There  is \ 
also  discussion  as  to  the  conflict  culminating  in  the  Greco- 
Persian  wars. 

Epic  Poetry.  Homer's  Iliad  and  Odyssey — Six  books. 
In  connection  with  these  poems,  special  stress  is  put  on  the 
following:  Peculiarities  of  dialect,  scansion,  mythology, 
word  study,  and  the  manner  of  life  and  ethics  in  the 
Homeric  age. 

Greek  Oratory.  Demosthenes  On  the  Crown.     Grammati- 
cal construction  and  technical  terms  are  studied,  together  | 
frith  the  history,  laws  and  politics  of  Athens. 

Greek  Tragedy.  Sophocles'  Electra.  Much  time  is  de- 
moted to  the  Greek  Theatre,  to  style,  to  prosody,  and  to 
general  discussions  of  the  literature  of  the  period. 

Greek  Testament.  Special  study  is  given  to  the.  g:>:  pc?:;, 
including  analysis,  word  study,  rapid  translation,  and  study 
of  moods  and  tenses. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  LATIN— DR.  MARTIN. 

FRESHMAN  YEAR:  First  Semester.  Selections  from 
Horace's  Odes  and  Epodes  are  studied.  Attention  is  given 
to  the  principle  meters,  translating  accurately  the  Latin, 
the  study  of  the  numerous  references,  to  the  influence  of 
Horace  upon  English  Literature,  the  purpose  being,  t  > 
foster  a  love  for  good  literature  as  exemplified  by  this 
Latin  Poet.  Special  lectures  are  also  given  on  Roman  Life, 
Art  and  Customs. 

Second  Semester:  Livy,  Books  XXI  and  XXII.  The 
study  of  Roman  prose  style  from  the  view-point  of  history 
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and  literature.  Ascertaining  the  peculiar  modes  of  expres- 
sion, construction,  rhetorical  skill,  the  readable,  and  inter- 
esting narrative  of  Livy,  the  historian. 

Options,  First  and  Second  Semesters  for  Freshmen  :  Se- 
lections, Metamorphoses — Ovid,  Satires  and  Epistles — Hor- 
ace,  Germania   and  Agricola — Taetitus. 

SOPHOMORE  YEAR:  First  Semester.  The  Captivity  and 
Trinummus  of  Plautus  are  studied: 

1st.  To  portray  the  moral  lesson  and  pure  sentiments  as 
v  ell  as  instructive  allusions  to  the  manners  and  customs 
of  the  Roman  Comedy  during  the  Plautinian  Age. 

2nd.  To  form  an  acquaintance  with  antique  forms  and 
peculiar  colloquialisms — the  mere  orthographical  varia- 
tions from  the  later  and  riper  Latin — so  as  to  give  a  keener 
zest  and  a  maturer  judgment  to  the  study  of  the  language 
as  a  whole. 

3rd.  To  draw  out  the  vivid  pictures  evidenced  by  the 
author's  intimate  knowledge  of  the  different  strata  of  so- 
ciety, affording  an  agreeable  variety  to  the  study  of  the 
characters  given. 

Second  Semester:  The  Satires  of  Juvenal  are  read  for  the 
Information  given  on  social  life  of  Rome  in  his  day.  and  to 
show  to  what  extent  contempt  tinged  with  despair  about  a 
moral  standard  will  lead.  His  short  sighted  patriotism, 
causing  him  to  regard  all  foreigners  with  scorn,  To  illus- 
trate what  a  man  endowed  with  unusual  gifts,  both  of  mind 
and  heart  and  inspired  by  a  genuine  love  of  country,  and 
earnest  admiration  for  the  simple  manners  of  the  past  may 
attain. 

Options,  First  and  Second  Semester,  for  Sophomores: 
Sight  Reading,  Letters  of  Pliny,  Adelphoe  or  Phormio — 
Tei-rence.  M.  Fabius  Quintilianus. 

DEPARTMENT   OF  PHILOSOPHY— DR.   ANDERSON. 

Psychology:  The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  acquaint  the 
student  with  the  fact  of  consciousness,  and  to  instruct  him 
in  the  method  of  study  of  mental  phenomena.  A  thorough 
study  is  given  to  the  self,  its  constitution  and  analysis:  to 
attention,  memory,  imagination,  association,  habit  and  the 
will. 

Logic:  The  course  embraces  a  study  of  the  use  of  terms, 
the  laws  of  the  syllogism,  and  the  methods  of  deductive 
and  inductive   reasoning. 
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Ethics:  In  the  study  of  Ethics,  tho7*ough  and  compre- 
hensive discussion  is  given  to  conscience,  its  origin  and 
function ;  to  moral  law,  its  meaning,  design,  and  authority ; 
and  to  the  fundamental  moral  ideas  of  good,  duty  and  vir- 
tue, and  the  order  of  their  development. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  ECONOMICS— PROF.  DOUGLASS. 

The  purpose  is  to  acquaint  the  student  with  the  history 
of  economic  development,  especially  the  economic  history 
of  the  United  States.  Attention  is  given  to  a  study  of  value, 
price,  monopolies,  wages,  industrial  organizations,  and  la- 
bor problems,  especially  the  labor  problem  as  it  relates  to 
the  Negro.  The  work  is  done  by  the  use  of  text-books,  sup- 
plemented by  lectures.  Written  theses  on  assigned  topics 
are  required  in  addition  to  the  work  done  in  the  class-room. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  SOCIOLOGY— DR.  DAVIS. 

This  subject  is  treated  broadly,  but  with  a  careful  sur- 
vey of  the  elementary  laws  of  human  society.  Emphasis  is 
placed  upon  the  practical  phases  of  the  subject,  such  as  the 
study  of  family  organizations,  charities,  pauperism,  crimin- 
ology, and  so-called  solutions  of  social  and  economic  diffi- 
culties. 

The  subject  will  be  treated  topically,  and  collateral  read- 
ing will  be  insisted  upon. 

DEPARTMENT   OF  NATURAL   SCIENCE— DR.   DAVIS. 

Botany:  The  subject  seeks  to  impart  a  thorough  knowl- 
edge of  the  physiology,  morphology  and  ecology  of  plant 
life  Much  field  work  is  done,  and  each  student  is  i-equired 
to  prepare  an  herbarium  of  fifty  specimens,  and  to  pre- 
sent the  same  as  a  condition  of  passing  in  this  subject. 

Geology:  This  subject  is  presented  in  two  principal 
phases:  (1)  Dynamic  and  Structural  Geologv.  investigating 
geological  forces  and  the  work  they  accomplish,  and  a  study 
of  original  and  secondary  rock  srtuctures.  (2)  Physio- 
graphic and  Historical  Geology,  with  special  reference  to 
the  American  continent  and  the  study  of  the  evolution  of 
land  and  of  life  forms  from  the  oldest  to  the  most  recent. 
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Astronomy:  This  is  mainly  a  course  in  descriptive 
Astronomy.  It  aims  to  impart  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the 
more  important  facts  and  principles  of  Astronomy,  and 
some  acquaintance  with  the  methods  of  developing  the 
truths  of  the  science. 

Recitations  are  supplemented  by  nightly  studies  of  the 
heavens  and  a  location  of  the  principal  stars  and  constel- 
lations. 

Chemistry:  This  course  covers  the  scope  of  Elementary 
Chemistry.  The  recitations  are  accompanied  by  lectures, 
and  the  principles  illustrated  by  experiments,  which  the 
student  is  required  to  perform,  keeping  notes  of  their 
work.  A  laboratory  fee  of  one  dollar  must  be  paid  for  ma- 
terial. 

Physics:  The  course  covers  the  fundamental  principles 
oi  Physics,  including  mechanics,  properties  of  matter,  heat 
and  electricity,  sound  and  light. 

Much  time  is  devoted  to  the  solving  of  problems  grow- 
ing out  of  the  practical  application  of  the  science. 

DEPARTMENT  OP  MATHEMATICS— PROF.  DOUGLASS 

Solid  Geometry:  This  course  is  given  in  the  Freshman 
/ear  and  covers  the  work  'usually  found  in  a  good  toxl- 
Book,  distinguishing,  however,  between  the  propositions 
♦hat  are  strictly  essential  and  those  that  are  only  suppie- 
nentary  in  character.  The  mere  memorizing  oL?  proofs  is 
discouraged  and  exercises  are  assigned  to  train  ihe  $  in- 
dent into  the  habit  of  independent  thought  and  accurate 
Masoning. 

Trigonometry:  Plane  Trigonometry  is  studied  during  the 
Srphomore  year.  The  course  includes  dfvfin'tioru  arid  the 
relations  of  the  six  trigonometric  functions  as  ratios,  gen- 
eral formulas  solutions  of  right  and  oblique  triangles,  us- 
ing both  natural  functions  and  logarithms,  inverse  func- 
tions, radiangraphs  of  various  functions,  and  1  lie  theory 
tA'  trigonometric  equations. 

-Advanced  Algebra:  Under  this  subject  tie  fallowing 
topics  will  be  dealt  with:  Synthetic  Division,  New  Sym- 
bols, Algebraic  Symmetry,  Permutations  and  Cc.ubina- 
tions.  Probability,  Complex  Numbers,  Determinants,  The- 
ory of  Equations  and  the  general  solution  of  Numerical 
Equations. 
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Analytical  Geometry:  During  the  first  half  of  the  Junior 
year  a  brief  course  in  Analytical  Geometry  is  given 
which  will  acquaint  the  student  with  those  parts  that  are 
essential  for  the  study  of  Calculus.  It  includes  coordinates 
and  equations,  the  straight  line,  the  circle,  the  parabola,  the 
ellipse,  the  hyberbola,  tangents  and  normal  secants. 

Calculus:  The  latter  half  of  the  Junior  year  is  given  to 
Calculus  and  it  is  treated  under  the  following  heads:  Func- 
tions and  Limits,  Differentiation,  Application,  Intergration 
and  Partial  Derivations. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  HISTORY— DR.  MARTIN. 

Junior  Year:     History  of  Western  Europe.     This  course.] 
aims  to  give  all  the  important  knowledge  of  the  movements, 
customs,  institutions  and  achievements  of  Western  Europe 
from  the  downfall  of  the  Roman  Empire  to  our  own  day. 

Discussions  upon  the  heritage  of  Rome,  migration  of  the  S 
races,  matters  of  first-rate  importance;  as  Feudalism,  the 
Mediaeval  Church,  the  Renaissance,  are  thoroughly  re- 
viewed, and  other  germinal  forces  and  incidents  which  ex- 
plain the  development  of  Modern  Europe,  and  guide  in 
forming  clear'  comprehension  of  the  present  European 
stales  and  policies.  Important  questions  arising  in  the 
course  of  the  recitations  from  the  text-book  are  always 
supplemented  by  a  full  and  free  discussion. 

Senior  Year:  English  History.  The  purpose  of  this  coursel 
is  to  study  the  different  phases  and  trace  the  varied  influ- 
ences which  brought  about  the  growth  of  English  institu- 
tions and  English  civilization,  struggle  for  constitutional 
government  against  despotism,  the  extension  of  the  Em- 
pire, the  diffusion,  development  and  advances  along  all 
lines,  symbolic  rf  this  people.- 

The  French  Revolution.  A  complete  survey  is  made  fiil 
the  things  and  occurrences  incident  to  this  terrible  epi 
sode  in  French  History,  in  removing  the  many  absurd  afic 
Vexatious  laws  ami  customs  with  abuses,  tiring  the  wh&lt 
nation,  from  the  king  to  the  peasant,  and  the  substitution 
of  the  modern  and  more  rational  order  for  the  long  stand 
ing  disorder. 

American  History:  A  thorough  study  of  the  facts  an< 
forces  underlying  American  institutions,  and  which  hav< 
formed  the  present  day  conception  of  our  national  develop 
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li'iOill. 

Special  emphasis  is  placed  upon  the  perusal  of  docu- 
ments of  authoritative  source,  such  as  state  papers,  private 
journals  and  letters,  extracts  from  speeches  a  ad  writings 
of  public  men,  and  newspaper  narrative  and  comments. 

The  political,  social,  economic  and  sectional  issues  are 
considered.  The  United  States  Constitution,  with  amend- 
ments and  various  Reconstruction  acts  of  Congress  are 
critically  studied  for  the  information  given  concerning  the 
re-adjusted  rights  of  an  emancipated  and  enfranchised  race. 

Requirements  for  Promotion  and  Graduation. 

The  minimum  passing  grade  in  any  single  study  is  sixty- 
five.  A  general  average  of  seventy-five  is  required  for  pro- 
motion. 

To  receive  the  degrees.  Bachelor  of  Arts  and  Bachelor 
of  Science,  students  must  complete  one  hundred  and  twen- 
ty semester  hours  in  addition  to  the  fifteen  units  required 
for  entrance. 

The  semester  hour  consists  of  one  hour  a  week  of  lecture 
or  recitation,  or  two  hours  a  week  of  laboratory  work 
through  one  semester.

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Requirements  for  Admission. 

All  applicants  for  admission  to  the  High  School  must  he 
grt  'east  fourteen  years  of  age,  and  must  furnish  satisfactory 
testimonials  of  good  moral  character. 

First  Year — Applicants  for  admission  to  the  First  Year 
must  have  finished  the  eighth  grade  of  the  Grammar  School 
or  its  equivalent;  and  should  be  prepared  to  pass  a  credit- 
able examination  in  English  Grammar  and  Composition, 
Arithmetic,  Geography,  and  American  History. 

Advanced  Standing — Admission  to  classes  higher  than 
the  First  Year  may  be  gained  by  the  applicant's  showing 
ability  to  do  the  work  of  the  class  just  below  the  one  he 
desire  to  enter. 

In  the  event,  however,  the  candidate  admitted  to  a  class 
fails  to  show  ability  to  do  creditably  the  work  of  said  class, 
l.e  may  be  withdraAvn  form  that  class  and  placed  in  a  low- 
er class. 

Courses  of  Instruction. 

The  High  School  gives  thorough  and  systematic  instruc- 
tion in  the  subjects  required  for  admission  to  standard 
colleges.  Students  completing  this  course,  and  not  desiring 
\o  pursue  further  their  studies,  have  a  good  foundation 
for  useful  citizenship. 

Two  courses  are  offered — one  leading  to  the  Classical 
Course  of  the  College,  the  other  to  the  Scientific.  The  Sci- 
fcitific  Course  is  identical  with  the  Classical  in  the  First 
find  in  the  Second  Year.  In  the  Third  and  in  the  Fourth 
Year  of  the  Scientific  Course  German  is  substituted  for 
Latin  or  Greek.

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Description  of  Courses. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  ENGLISH. 

Prof.  Drayton  and  Prof.  Spaifdlng. 

The  main  objects  of  this  department  are:  (1)  to  give  the 
student  command  of  correct  and  clear  English;  (2)  to  lead 
him  to  an  appreciation  of  the  best  in  literature. 

English  Grammar  is  reviewed.  Constant  attention  is  giv- 
en to  correct  spelling  and  accuracy  in  connection  with  all 
written  work.  Drill  is  given  on  the  use  of  words,  punctua- 
tion, analysis  of  sentences,  paragraphs,  and  letter  writing. 

Composition  is  based  on  the  student's  personal  experi- 
ence, general  knowledge  and  liis  reading  in  '  literature. 
Teachers  in  all  branches  are  expected  to  exact  of  students 
the  use  of  good  English  in  all  oral  and' written  work. 

First  Year.  English  Grammar  is  reviewed.  Special  at- 
tention is  given  to  words,  analysis,  punctuation  and  com- 
position. 

Text-book:  Higher  Lessons  in  English,  Reed  and  Kellogg. 

Second  Year:  Review  of  English  Grammar  is  continued 
Y'ith  constant  drill  on  the  structure  of  sentences  and  para- 
graphs. Composition,  one  recitation  a  week. 

For  Study:  Longfellow's  Evangeline,  and  Lowell's  Vis- 
ion of  Sir  Launfal  as  a  basis  for  composition  work. 

For  Reading:  Three  or  four  books  from  a  prescribed  list 
of  about  fifteen  books. 

Text-book:  Higher  Lessons  in  English,  Reed  and  Kellogg. 

Third  Year:  English  Literature,  three  recitations  a  week. 
Composition  one  recitation  a  week.  Emphasis  is  placed  upon 
narrative  and  descriptive  writing  based  upon  the  student's 
experience. 

For  Study:  Scott's  Lady  of  the  Lake,  Shakespeare's  Mer- 
chant of  Venice,  Goldsmith's  Deserted  Village,  Scott's 
Ivaiiiioe,  and   Dicken's  A  Tale  of  Two  Cities. 

For  Reading:  Three  or  four  books  from  a  prescribed  list 
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of  eighteen  books. 

Text-book:  A  First  View  of  English  Literature,  Moody 
and  Lovett. 

Fourth  Year:  The  formal  study  of  the  general  principles 
of  rhetoric  is  taken  up.  The  aim  is  to  train  the  student  to 
write  effectively.  At  least  two  careful  and  thoughtful  com- 
positions showing  the  practical  application  of  the  princi- 
ples of  rhetoric  are  required  for  the  year. 

For  Study:  Shakespeare's  Macbeth  and  Hamlet,  Burke's 
Speech  on  Conciliation  with  America,  Milton's  Paradise 
Lost,  and  Emerson's  Self  Reliance  and  Friendship. 

For  Reading :  Four*  or  five  books  from  a  prescribed  list 
oi  ybout  twenty  books. 

Text-book :  Composition  and  Rhetoric,  Williams. 
DEPARTMENT  OF  LATIN 
#     Dr.  Shute  and  Dr.  Long 

First  Year:  This  course  is  designed  to  give  a  mas- 
tery of  forms  and  elementary  syntax,  along  with  the 
acquiring  of  a  working  vocabulary.  A  thorough  drill 
is  given  in  the  fundamentals:  Method  of  Roman  pro- 
nunciation, quantity  accent,  special  study  of  verb  forms, 
noun  and  verb  construction,  daily  practice  in  writings 
•easy  Latin  sentences ;  easy  stories  and  fables  are  read. 

Text-book :     A  First  Book  in  Latin,  Tuell  &  Fowler. 

Second  Year:  Work  in  inflection  and  syntax  is  con- 
tinued with  careful  attention  to  idioms  and  construc- 
tions both  in  reading  and  in  exercises  in  composition. 
Four  books  Caesar's  Gallic  War  are  read. 

Text-books:  Walker's  Caesar  and  Allen  and  Green- 
ough's  Revised  Latin  Grammar. 

Third  Year:  In  this  course  six  books  of  Virgils 
Aeneid  are  read  with  daily  practice  in  scanning  during 
the  latter  part  of  the  second  semester.  Exercises  in 
prose  compositions  are  given  weekly  throughout  the  year. 

Text-books:  Allen  and  Greenough's  Virgil  and  Allen 
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and  Greenough's  Revised  Latin  Grammar. 

Fourth  Year:  Six  Orations  of  Cicero  (the  four 
against  Cataline,  the  one  for  the  Manilian  Law  and  for 
Archias)  are  read.  Selections  from  Sallust's  Cataline 
are  read  during  the  latter  part  of  the  second  semester. 

Throughout  the  above  described  courses,  thorough 
drills  in  analysis  and  grammatical  constructions  are  given 
daily. 

Text-boks:  Cicero,  Nine  Orations,  Harkness,  Kirk- 
land  &  Williams,  and  Allen  and  Greenough's  Revised 
Latin  Grammar. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  GREEK— Dr.  Shute 

Third  Y^ear:  During  the  entire  year,  special  atten- 
tion is  given  to  the  forms  of  the  language  and  the  study 
of  syntax.  Much  time  is  spent  in  daily  drill  in  oral  anc 
written  exercises. 

Text-book:     Beginner's  Greek  Book,  Benner-Smyth. 

Fourth,  Y'ear:  The  work  of  this  course  consists  ir 
reading  of  four  books  of  Xenophon's  Anabasis,  with  care 
ful  reviews  of  forms  and  syntax. 

Text-books :     Goodwin's     Anabasis     and     Goodwin's 
Greek  Grammar. 
DEPARTMENT  OF  GERMAN— Professor  Seabrom 

Elementary  German.  Abundant  drill  is  given  upor 
pronounciation  and  the  rudiments  of  grammar.  Eas> 
German  stories  are  studied;  and  the  pupil  is  requited  tc 
answer,  in  German,  questions  based  on  them.  Translat- 
ing short  sentences  from  English  into  German  forms  ar 
important  part  of  the  course. 

Text-books:  Wesselhoeft's  Elementary  German  Gram- 
mar; Guerber's  Marchen  and  Erzahlungen. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  NATURAL  SCIENCES 
Professor  Long 

Physics.     The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  give  a  simple  pre 
sentation  t  .  reasonable  insight  into  some  of  the 
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fundamental  laws,  including  properties  of  matter,  me- 
chanics, heat,  electricity,  light  and  sound.  Following  the 
work  of  the  text  book,  much  time  is  given  to  experimental 
work,  illustrating  principles  considered. 

Text-book:  Elements  of  Physics,  Fisher  and  Patter- 
son. 

Zoology.  The  course  in  this  subject  is  intended  to 
familiarize  the  student  with  the  structure,  physiology, 
and  life-history  of  vertebrates  and  invertebrates,  begin- 
ning with  single-celled  organisms  and  proceeding  to  the 
complex  forms. 

Text-books     Introduction  to  Zoology,  Davenoprt. 

Physiography.  This  course  is  designed  to  give  a  prac- 
tical knowledge  of  the  physical  features  of  the  earth,  the 
forces  of  nature  and  their  effect  upon  human  life.  Some 
feme  is  given  to  laboratory  work  and  field  trips. 

Text-book:     Tarr's  New  Physical  Geography. 
DEPARTMENT  OF  MATHEMATICS 
Prof.  Seabkook  and  Prof.  Spaulding. 

Algebra:  The  following  subjects  are  covered:  The 
four  fundamental  operations  for  rational  algebraic  ex- 
pressions, parentheses;  factoring;  determination  of 
highest  common  factor  and  lowest  common  multiple  by 
factoring,  fractions,  including  complex  fractions,  linear 
equations ;  graphical  representations ;  simultaneous  linear 
equations;  square  root  and  quadratic  surds,  quadratic 
equations  simultaneous  equations  involving  quadratics; 
special  products  and  factoring;  exponents,  radicals, 
logarithms,  progressions,  the  binomial  theorem;  ratio, 
proportion,  and  variation;  and  supplementary  topics,  in- 
cluding cube  root,  detached  coefficients,  graphical  solu- 
tion of  higher  equations,  indeterminate  forms,  and  deter- 
minants. 

Throughcut  the  course  special  emphasis  is  laid  on  the 
Ion  of  informational,  geometric,  and  physics  prob- 
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lems. 

Text-books :  Wells  &  Hart's  New  High  School  Algebra. 

Geometry.  The  five  books  of  Plane  Geometry  are 
completed  and  some  time  is  given  to  the  study  of  sym- 
metry, maxima,  and  minima.  Great  care  is  given  to  ob- 
tain accuracy  of  statement  and  clearness  of  reasoning 
on  the  part  of  the  pupil.     Originality  is  encouraged. 

Text-book:     Wentworth  &  Smith's  Plane  and     Solid 
Geometry. 
DEPARTMENT  OF  HISTORY— Professor  Seabrook. 

Ancient  History.  Th's  course  includes  a  stud  yof  pre- 
historic man,  the  oriental  eopl  s,  the  Greeks,  the  R  mans 
and  Romanto-Teutonic  Europe  down  to  the  death  of 
Charlemagne,  814  A.  D.  Emphasis  is  laid  on  the  indus- 
trial and  economic  development  and  the  home  life  of  the 
ancient  world. 

Text-books:  West's  Ancient  World,  Davis'  Readings 
in  Ancient  History. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  MUSIC— Dr.  Long 

The  course  in  vocal  music  is  designed  to  give  a  practi- 
cal knowledge  of  the  fundamental  principles  of  music 
as  an  element  of  liberal  culture. 

Special  drill  is  given  in  tonal  form,  rhythm,  sight  read- 
ing and  expression.  A  period  of  one  hour  per  week 
throughout  the  First,  Second  and  Third  Years  High 
School  is  given  to  this  course.  Smith's  Modern  Music 
Series  is  the  method  used. 

For  advanced  study  in  sight  reading,  expression  and 
ensemble  work,  opportunity  is  given  for  the  practice  in 
the  University  Chorus.  This  organization  includes  the 
chapel  choir  and  the  well  known  "Biddle  University  Quin- 
tette" that  has  sung  several  consecutive  years  at  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.  S\  A. 

Instruction  in  instrumental  music  (piano)  may  be  had 
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by  special  arrangement. 

For  drill  in  ensemble  playing  the  University  Orches- 
tra offers  advantages  for  advanced  study  and  practice. 
Rehearsal  periods  are  twice  a  week  for  the  ftiusical 
organizations. 

Requirements  for  Promotion  and  Graduation. 

The  grade  requirements  for  promotion  is  the  same  as 
that  of  the  School  of  Arts  and  Sciences — a  general  aver- 
age of  seventy-five  per  cent,  with  a  minimum  of  sixty- 
five  per  cent  in  any  single  study. 

Students  completing  either  course  will  receive  a  cer- 
tificate of  graduation,  which  entitles  them  to  admission 
into  the  Freshman  class. 


School  of  Industries. 

Professor  T.  H.  McNeil,  Superintendent 

All  students  in  the  High  School  are  required  to  take 
some  trade  and  report  twice  a  week  for  work  in  the  In- 
dustrial School.     College  students  may  also  take  trades. 

All  students  in  the  High  School  are  required  to  make 
a  grade  in  their  industrial  work. 

First  and  Second  Year  students  will  rotate  from  shop 
to  shop  by  semesters.  Third  and  Fourth  Year  students 
will  not  be  allowed  to  rotate. 

Students  spending  two  years  at  some  one  trade  will  be 
given  a  certificate  of  proficiency  upon  the  recommenda- 
tion of  his  teacher. 

At  present  several  trades  are  being  taught :  Carpen- 
try, Printing,  Bricklaying,  Plastering,  Tailoring,  Black- 
smithing,  Broom-making  and  Mattress-making. 

CARPENTRY  AND  MECHANICAL  DRAWING 
Professor  T.  H.  McNeil 

Carpentry  is  taught  in  a  room  which  is  provided  with 
twelve  cabinet  benches,  each  of  which  is  fitted  up  with  a 
set  of  carpenter's  tools. 

Students  are  taught  the  use  and  care  of  these  tools,  the 
principles  of  wood-working — from  drawing  and  models — 
and  have  also  such  practical  instruction  as  can  be  had 
from  improvements  and  repairs  of  the  building  and  fur- 
niture of  the  University. 

Besides  doing  the  necessary  work  ©f  the  school,  a 
limited  amount  of  work  is  done  for  outside  parties.  Three 
professors'  houses  have  been  built  by  the  students,  also 
a  boiler  house,  and  the  new  Industrial  Building. 

First  and   Second  Year   students  will   do  elementary

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Third  and  Fourth  Year  students  will  do  advanced  car- 
pentry,  cabinet-making   and   model-making. 

PRINTING— Professor  William  E.  Hill. 
This  office  is  equipped  as  any  regular  printing  estab- 
lishment would  be.       Besides  the  ordinary  office  furni- 
ture it  has  three  printing  presses. 

The  course  of  instruction  in  printing,  as  in  the  other 
branches  of  industry,  covers  a  period  of  four  years.  Dur- 
ing the  first  and  second  years  attention  will  be  given  to 
the  names  and  uses  of  tools  and  materials,  the  lay  of  type 
cases,  the  names  and  styles  of  type,  and  type  composi- 
tion. 

In  the  third  and  fourth  years  instruction  is  given  in  the 
setting  of  jobs,  the  running  of  presses,  the  making  of 
forms,  and  proof  reading. 

In  this  office  the  "Africo-American  Presbyterian"  and 
the  "Biddle  Outlook'  are  set  up  and  printed,  and  job  work 
is  done,  thus  giving  the  students  actual  printing  office 
instruction  and  practice,  .both  in  type  setting  and  press 
work.  The  office  is  equipped  for  doing  excellent  work, 
and  the  instruction  is  thorough  and  practical. 
MASONRY  AND  PLASTERING 
T.  B.  Jones  and  H.  E.  Gunn 

These  two  trades  have  been  introduced,  and  instruc- 
tion in  them  is  being  given  daily  with  very  satisfactory 
results.  These  branches  are  putting  a  goodly  number  in 
possession  of  skill  that  will  command  work  and  good  pay. 

First  and  Second  Year  students  are  taught  the  names, 
use,  and  care  of  tools,  making  and  spreading  of  mortar, 
laying  to  the  line  with  speed,  simple  bonding,  construct- 
ing of  scaffolds,  building  of  piers,  and  brown  and  white 
coating. 

Third  and  Fourth  Year  students  are  taught  raising  of 
corners,  line  work  with  arches,  setting  of  windows  and 
door  frames,  grate  setting,  kalsomining,  sand  finishing, 
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and  concreting.     Emphasis  is  placed  on  neatness. 
TAILORING— James  C.  Coles 

The  room  for  this  branch  of  industry  is  provided  with 
all  necessary  facilities  for  teaching  and  learning  this 
important  trade.  Cleaning,  pressing,  hand  and  machine, 
important  trade.  Cleaning,  pressing,  hand  and  machine 
sewing  and  repairing  are  done,  and  the  various  elemen- 
tary principles  of  the  work  are  taught.  The  advanced 
students  are  taught  cutting  and  fitting. 
BLACKSMITHING 

This  division  is  provided  with  necessary  facilities  for 
teaching  banding,  stripping,  twisting,  upsetting,  bolt- 
making,  thread  cutting,  welding,  and  general  tool  mak- 
ing. The  student  gets  a  practical  knowledge  of  black- 
smithing  from  doing  repairs  for  the  University  and  out- 
side parties. 

BROOM  AND  MATTRESS  MAKING 
Professor  M.  S.  Sanders,  B.  S.  M. 
•  Broom  Making — Each  student  is  given  instruction  in 
this  course  in  the  importance  of  sizing,  color-sizing  and 
grading  broom  corn.  The  student  gets  a  practical  knowl- 
edge of  this  trade,  as  brooms  are  made  and  put  on  the 
market. 

First  and  Second  Year  students  are  taught  separating 
the  insides  from  the  hurl ;  grading  the  hurl  and  insides, 
drying  the  hurl  and  insides,  sewing,  bunching  and  mak- 
ing Numbers  3  and  4  brooms. 

Third  and  Fourth  Year  students  are  taught  advanced 
broom  making;  making  of  toy,  whisk,  and  velvet  cap 
brooms,  buying  material  and  shop  management. 

Mattress-Making. — This  course  covers  two  years.   The 
first  year  student  is  taught  husk  and  straw  mattress- 
making.     The   second   year  the   student   is   taught  cot- 
ton,   hair,    combination    and  roll  edge  mattress-making 
and  sewing.

General  Information. 


THE  SCHOOL  YEAR 
The  school  year  begins  the  third  Wednesday  in  Sep- 
tember at  9  oclock  A.  M.,  and  closes  the  first  Wednesday 
in  June. 

The  school  year  consists  of  one  session  of  thirty-six 
weeks  and  is  divided  into  two  semesters ;  the  first  semes- 
ter beginning  with  the  opening  of  the  school,  and  clos- 
ing the  31st  of  January;  the  second  semester  beginning 
February  first  and  closing  with  the  close  of  the  school 
session. 

Students  are  required  to  report  promptly  for  duty  at 
the  opening  of  each  semester. 

Students  desiring  to  enter  should  make  early  applica- 
tion to  the  President. 

EXAMINATIONS 
Regular  examinations  are  held  at  the  close  of  each 
semester.     These  examinations  are  both  oral  and  writ- 
ten and  are  required  of  all  students. 

Students  are  admitted  to  regular  examinations  by 
cards  which  are  granted  after  all  financial  obligations 
with  the  institution  for  the  semester  in  which  the  exami- 
nation is  to  be  taken  have  been  settled. 

THE  HOME  DEPARTMENT 
W.  H.  Stinson,  A.  M.,  Superintendent 
This  department  includes  the  orderly  keeping  of  the 
grounds,  the  supervision  of  the  dormitories  and  public 
buildings,  and  all  that  pertains  to  the  immediate  man- 
agement of  the  students  as  to  board  and  home  life. 

The  Superintendent  and  his  family  live  among  the 
students,  and  give  to  them  such  care  and  attenti:n  as 
they  would  receive  in  a  well  organized  Christian  home. 

Except  the  day  students,  all  are  required  to  live  in  this 
department. 
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EXPENSES 

The  expenses  mentioned  below  include  only  those  items 
for  which  charge  is  made  by  the  Institution.  Books,  sta- 
tionery, etc.,  may  be  purchased  at  the  University  Book 
Store,  and  will  range  from  $5.00  to  $8.00  per  school  ses- 
sion, depending  upon  the  class  in  which  the  student  is 
enrolled.  Laundry  of  wearing  apparel  and  similar  per- 
sonal expenses  will  range  from  $1.00  to  $2.00  per  month. 

Board  and  Lodging — The  cost  of  board  and  lodging  is 
ten  dollars  per  month  of  four  weeks,  payable  monthly  in 
advance. 

Tuition — Day  students  only  are  charged  tuition,  which 
is  $2.00  per  month  of  four  weeks,  payable  monthly  in 
advance. 

Registration  Fee — A  deposit  of  $1.00  is  required  of 
each  student  upon  entering,  as  a  fee  to  pay  for  injury  to 
furniture,  losses,  breakage,  etc. 

Key  Deposit — Each  student  on  being  assigned  a  room 
is  furnished  with  a  key  for  which  he  is  required  to  deposit 
20  cents  with  the  Superintendent  ,said  sum  to  be  returned 
on  delivery  of  the  key  at  the  close  of  each  school  session  or 
when  the  student  leaves  the  institution. 

Graduation  Fee — Students  graduating  from  the  School 
of  Arts  and  Sciences  are  required  to  pay  in  advance  a 
graduating  fee  of  five  dollars.

All  accounts  with  the  Institution  are  due  and  payable 

in  advance.     Boarding  students  are  not  received  for  less 

than  one  month  and  no  deduction  for  absence  can  be  made 
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unless  ordered  by  the  faculty.  Any  student  remaining  in 
arrears  to  the  Institution  more  than  ten  days  forfeits  the 
privileges  of  the  Institution,  unless  satisfactory  arrange- 
ments have  been  made  otherwise. 

Wholesome  and  substantial  table  board  is  furnished 
in  the  University  dining  room  to  all  students  except  day 
pupils. 

Two  dormitories,  Carter  Hall  and  McNamee  Hall, 
furnish  lodging  to  all  boarding  students.  Rooms  are 
steam-heated  and  electric  lighted  and  each  is  furnished 
with  a  bedstead,  mattress  and  two  pillows,  washstancl, 
two  chairs,  mirror,  and  towel  and  bed-linen  laundered  by 
the  Institution. 

As  far  as  necessary  rooms  in  McNamee  Hall  are  re- 
served for  theological  students  and  candidates  for  the 
ministry. 

PECUNIARY  AID 


Ori:?  didates  for  the  ministry  and  ycuny  :^eh  cf  promise 
will  receive  such  aid  as  their  necessities  and  the  resources 
at  command  will  allow.  Friends  in  Scotland  have  estab- 
lished a  fund  of  six  thousand  dollars,  the  interest  of  which 
is  to  be  used  to  aid  young  men  in  preparing  for  mission 
work  in  Africa. 

Should  any  beneficiary  of  these  funds  marry  before 
completing  his  course  of  study,  thereupon  his  aid  will  be 
forfeited;  nor  will  any  one  be  aided  who  uses  tobacco  in 
any  form. 

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS 

1.  No  one  under  fourteen  years  of  age  will  be  admit- 
ted to  the  school.  Applicants. who  are  strangers  to  the 
Faculty  must  bring  a    satisfactory    certificate    of    good 
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character,  and  steady,  industrious  habits.  Every  student 
by  his  enrollment,  contracts  to  obey  the  regulations  of  the 
University. 

2.  Students  are  at  all  times  expected  to  act  with  re- 
spect and  courtesy  toward  their  instructors  and  fellow- 
students,  and  observe  cleanliness  and  neatness  in  per- 
son, clothing  and  room. 

3.  Students  are  required  to  attend  chapel  eercises, 
Sabbath  School,  and  preaching  services  Sabbath  even- 
ings. Day  students  are  excused  on  Saturdays  and  Sun- 
days. 

4.  Day  students  while  on  the  grounds  are  subject  to 
all  the  rules  of  the  Institution. 

5.  Punctuality  and  diligence  in  regard  to  all  studies 
and  exercises  are  required. 

6.  During  the  time  set  apart  for  study,  students  will 
remain  in  their  rooms  or  in  such  places  as  may  be  desig- 
nated for  study.  Talking,  loud  studying,  or  visiting  from 
room  to  room  during  study  hours,  and  boisterous,  rude 
conduct  in  any  of  the  buildings,  at  any  time,  are  prohib- 
ited. All  students  are  expected  to  be  in  their  rooms  and 
quiet  between  ten  p.  m.  and  six  a.  m. 

7.  Low,  vulgar,  or  profane  language ;  the  use  of  ardent 
spirits,  wine,  or  beer,  tobacco  in  any  form;  keeping,  or 
handling  of  pistols,  $nd  all  games  of  chance  are  pro- 
hibited. 

8.  Students  are  forbidden  to  mark  or  deface  in  any 
way  the  building  or  furniture,  or  to  throw  slops,  paper,  or 
anything  that  would  cause  a  nuisance  from  the  windows 
or  about  the  grounds.  Any  damage  done  by  wantonness 
or  carelessness  must  be  paid  for  by  the  person  doing 
same. 

9.  Students  are  forbidden  to  entertain  other  students, 
their  friends,  or  strangers  in  their  room  over  night. 
Students  having  friends  for  whom  they  desire  either 
meals  or  lodging  will  report  to  the  Superintendent. 
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10.  Students  are  forbidden  to  hold  any  public  meetings 
on  the  premises  of  the  University,  for  any  purpose  what- 
ever, without  special  permission  from  the  President. 

11.  Students  are  forbidden  to  give  entertainments  of 
any  character  or  invite  guests  without  special  permission. 

12.  Students  are  allowed  to  attend  the  city  churches 
on  the  Sabbath  between  the  hours  of  10  a.  m.,  and  7:30 
p.  m.,  but  no  one  will  b  epermitted  to  leave  the  grounds  at 
other  times  without  special  permission,  except  Saturday 
afternoons,  when  general  permission  is  granted  for  shop- 
ping, etc.,  in  the  city 

13.  A  monitor  will  be  appointed  for   each    floor    or 

wilding,  who  shall  report  any  neglect  or  disorder. 

14.  Violation  of  the  rules  will  subject  the  offender 
to  discipline. 

15.  Tta  discipline  is  impartial  and  firm.  Demerited 
students  shall  not  take  part  in  public  exercises  unless  re- 
lieved by  special  action  of  the  Faculty.  Should  the  num- 
3er  of  demerits  reach  twenty-five  in  any  one  session,  the 
ielinquent  is  subject  to  suspension.

Athletic  sports  are  permitted  and  encouraged  withir 
certain  prescribed  limits,  chiefly  for  the  followoing  rea- 
sons :  1st,  They  provide  wholesome  recreation ;  2nd 
They  give  healthful  exercise  in  the  open  air.  Growing 
youths  naturally  seek  recreation  of  some  kind.  This 
recreation  should  be  something  radically  different  from 
their  sedentary  habits  of  study,  and  should  contribute 
directly   to   their   physical   well-being.     The   University 
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owns  no  gymnasium,  so  instead,  a  variety  of  games  has 
been  introduced  with  the  end  in  view  that  all  of  the 
students  may  participate  in  some  form  of  systematic 
exercise.  The  faculty  maintains  supervision  over  the 
athletics  in  order  that  it  may  be  assured  that  the  various 
sports  are  conducted  on  a  high  and  clean  basis,  and  that 
they  are  not  indulged  in  to  the  extent  that  studies  or 
duties  are  neglected. 

The  Athletic  Association,  under  the  direction  of 
which  the  games  of  baseball,  football,  basketball,  and 
tennis  are  played,  is  a  member  of  the  North  Carolina  In- 
ter-Collegiate Athletic  Association,  an  organization  that 
has  done  much  to  establish  and  maintain  a  high  standard 
in  college  athletics.  Any  student  may  become  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Biddle  University  Athletic  Association  by,  pay- 
ing the  annual  fee  of  fifty  cents.

LITERARY  SOCIETIES  AND  READING  CIRCLES 

There  are  four  flourishing  literary  societies — the  Mat- 
toon,  the  Clarisophic,  the  Johnson,  and  the  Douglass.  The 
exercises  consist  of  composition,  discussion  and  debate. 
These  societies  also  have  school  courts  connected  with 
them,  are  governed  by  laws  enacted  by  their  members, 
and  are  presided  over  by  officers  elected  from  the  mem- 
bers. Every  student  is  required  to  become  a  member 
of  one  of  these  societies,  and  to  attend  upon  the  exer- 
cises.   The  whole  is  under  the  supervision  of  the  Faculty. 

There  are  also  three  reading  circles — the  Non  Forma, 
the  Literary  Research,  and  the  Olympia.  These  circles 
aim  to  keep  pace  with  current  events  and  opinions,  to 
stimulate  and  develop  literary  taste  and  refinement,  and 
to  familiarize  the  members  with  the  works  of  standard 
autecrs. 

CARNEGIE  LIBRARY 

There  are  about  ten  thousand  volumes  now  on  the 
shelves  of  the  library,  and  this  number  is  being  rapidly 
increased  by  purchase  and  by  the  gift  of  generous  friends. 

In  the  spacious  reading  room  are  found  a  set  of  the 
New  International  Encyclopedia  and  Webster's  New  In- 
ternational Dictionary.  Here  also  is  a  large  number  of 
newspapers,  secular  and  religious,  and  many  of  the  best 
magazines  in  the  country.

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I  «  1IDDLE  UNIVERSITY  was  founded  in  1867,  and  is 
[  PJ  located  in  Charlotte,  N.  C.  The  Institution  was 
Pl^m  named  in  memory  of  the  late  Major  Henry  J.  Bid- 
die,  of  Philadelphia,  whose  widow,  Mrs.  M.  D. 
Biddle,  was  one  of  its  most  liberal  supporters.  The  first 
eight  acres  of  land  were  given  by  Mr.  William  K.  Myers, 
of  Charlotte,  N.  C.  It  is  chartered  by  the  legislature  of 
the  State,  and  is  under  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the 
United  States  of  America. 

It  stands  at  the  radiating  point  of  seven  railroads,  in 
the  midst  of  a  dense  and  comparatively  intelligent  popu- 
lation, and  occupies  a  site  of  seventy  acres  within  the 
city  limits. 

It  is  situated  in  the  heart  of  the  South  Atlantic  region, 
which  contains  the  two  Synods  of  Atlantic  and  Catawba, 
having  322  colored  churches,  211  ministers,  scores  of 
young  meti  in  preparation  for  the  ministry,  with  a  large 
number  of  schools  and  academies  under  their  care.  These 
schools  and  churches  must  be  furnished  with  intelligent 
Christian  teachers  and  preachers,  who  must  be  largely 
educated  on  the  field,  and  in  contact  with  the  people 
among  whom  they  are  to  labor.  Such  training  is  given 
here  at  less  expense  than  it  could  be  elsewhere;  the  stu- 
dent has  the  best  opportunity  for  a  Christian  education 
together  with  the  refining  influences  of  a  Chr:stian  home; 
and  he  is  kept  at  the  same  time  in  contact  and  sympathy 
with  the  people.

been  regularly  graduated  from  some  college  or  university, 
or   in    some   way   have   received  .lent    for   the 

training  of  a  college  course.  Applicants  for  admission 
to  an  advanced  standing  must  present  a  letter  of  dismis- 
sal from  some  other  theological  seminary,  or  be  prepared 
for  examination  on  the  subjects  which  have  been  pursued 
by  the  class  which  they  desire  to  enter. 

When  a  student  who  has  been  a  member  of  any  other 
theological  school  seeks  admission  into  this,  he  must  pro- 
duce certificate  of  good  standing  and  orderly  dismission 
ere  he  can  be  received. 

In  exceptional  cases,  promising  young  men  who  have 
not  had  the  benefit  of  a  full  college  course  will  be  received 
and  will  be  allowed  to  pursue  an  elective  course. 
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The  numerals  indicate  the  number  of  weekly  sixty- 
minute  recitation  periods.

While  Hebrew  is  not  taught  in  the  Senior  Class  in  the  regular 
course,  yet  in  special  cases  it  may  be  taught  as  an  elective. 
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HEBREW— DR.    McCROREY 

JUNIOR  CLASS:  Hebrew  begun.  Recitations  five 
times  a  week  throughout  the  year.  Text-books,  Harper's 
Elements  of  Hebrew,  and  Harper's  Introductory  Hebrew. 
Method  and  Manual.  Special  emphasis  is  laid  on  the  ac- 
quisition of  a  vocabulary.  The  inflection  of  the  language 
and  several  hundred  of  the  commonest  words  are  memo- 
rized. There  is  a  daily  drill  in  reciprocal  oral  translation 
and  in  writing  Hebrew. 

MIDDLE  CLASS :  Reading  from  the  Historical  and 
Prophetical  Books  twice  a  week  throughout  the  year. 
Text-books:  Hebrew  Bible,  Harper's  Hebrew  Syntax, 
and  Driver's  Hebrew  Tenses.  Special  attention  will  be 
given  to  the  Syntax,  to  enlarge  the  vocabulary,  and  to 
rapid  reading. 

SENIOR  CLASS :  (Elective.)  Reading  at  sight  from 
the  Historical  Books,  exegesis  of  Hebrew  Prophecy  and 
Poetry,  twice  a  week  throughout  the  year. 

GREEK— DR.    RUSSELL 

1.  A  course  upon  New  Testament  Introduction,  Criti- 
cism and  Theology,  once  a  week  throughout  the  year. 

JUNIOR  CLASS  will  read  the  remaining  three  gospels 
with  reference  to  the  Harmony,  and  also  to  the  distinctive 
character  to  each  of  the  four  gospels,  three  times  a  week 
throughout  the  year. 

MIDDLE  CLASS  will  read  Ephesians  with  exegesis 
twice  a  week  throughout  the  year.  The  other  Epistles  of 
the  captivity — Philippians,  Collossians,  and  Philemon — 
will  be  assigned  for  private  reading.  A  summary  of  their 
contents  will  be  considered  in  the  class-room,  and  they 
will  be  required  in  the  examination. 

SENIOR  CLASS  will  read  Romans  with  exegesis  twice 
a  week  throughout  the  year.  The  other  Epistles  of  the 
Third  Missionary  Journey — I  Corinthians,  II  Corinthians 
and  Galatians — will  be  assigned  for  private  reading. 
Their  scope  and  contents  will  be  discussed  in  the  school- 
room and  they  will  be  required  in  the  examination. 
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SYSTEMATIC  THEOLOGY— DR.   PARTEE 

In  this  department,  the  purpose  is  to  have  each  student 
read  during  his  course,  some  standard  work  on  System- 
atic Theology,  and  in  addition  to  this  read  some  authority 
on  Theism. 

This  course  of  reading  will  be  made  the  subject  of  the 
most  thorough  examination  and  free  discussion,  and  will 
be  supplemented  by  every  available  means  which  is  likely 
to  encourage  and  stimulate  the  student  in  his  search  of 
truth,  and  in  preparation  for  its  defense. 

Systematic  Theology  is  begun  in  the  second  semester 
of  the  Junior  year  and  is  completed  in  the  Senior  year. 
The  doctrines  of  Theology  are  presented  didactically,  his- 
torically and  problematically.  The  order  of  topics  pur- 
sued is  :  The  nature,  forms  and  sources  of  Theology ;  the 
being  of  God,  His  nature  and  attributes;  Trinity;  the 
Divinity  of  Christ ;  the  holy  nature,  necessity,  perfection 
and  extent  of  the  atonement ;  His  kingdom ;  His  humilia- 
tion and  exaltation;  vocation;  regeneration;  faith;  justi- 
fication ;  sanctification ;  the  law  of  God ;  eschatology,  the  ; 
sacraments. 

HOMILETICS— DR.  JONES 

The  work  of  this  department  is  carried  on  throughout 
the  seminary  course.  In  the  Junior  and  Middle  years,  a 
text-book  on  the  "Preparation  and  Delivery  of  Sermons" 
is  read.  This  is  supplemented  by  exercise  in  the  analysis 
of  sermons,  and  preaching  before  the  professors  and 
students  of  the  University  weekly. 

In  the  Middle  and  Senior  classes  much  attention  is 
given  to  the  preparation  and  criticism  of  sermon  plans 
and  extempore  preaching. 

CHRISTIAN    EVIDENCES— DR.    PARTEE 

By  means  of  text-books  and  discussions,  the  student 
is  aided  in  verifying  the  Biblical  proofs  of  Doctrine  and 
Christian  truth  as  represented  in  the  symbols  of  the 
Church,  and  he  is  thus  trained  to  express  with  facility  and 
clearness  the  revealed  will  of  God. 
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PASTORAL  THEOLOGY— DR.   PARTEE 

The  treatment  of  this  subject  is  confined  to  the  third 
year  of  the  course.  It  is  designed  that  each  student  shall 
become  thoroughly  acquainted  with  the  best  method  of 
applying  the  message  of  salvation  to  the  hearts  and  lives 
of  men.  Lectures  are  given,  accompanied  by  the  use  of 
text-books. 

The  course  includes  the  importance  of  ministerial  piety, 
proper  habits  of  study,  skill  and  ability  in  the  various 
branches  of  our  church  work,  the  pastor's  duty  and  rela- 
tion to  the  various  courts  of  the  church,  and  the  various 
private  and  public  duties  pertaining  to  his  office. 

CHURCH    GOVERNMENT— DR.    PARTEE 

Four  lectures  on  the  general  subject  are  given  to  the 
Junior  Class. 

In  the  Middle  Year  the  Form  of  Government  with  proof 
text  is  taken  up  and  pursued  through  one  semester  and  a 
minute  comparison  with  other  forms  of  Church  polity  is 
made. 

In  the  Middle  and  Senior  Years,  the  Book  of  Discipline 
is  used  as  a  text-book,  accompanied  by  lectures. 

BIBLICAL   HISTORY— DR.  PARTEE 

Since  sacred  history  is  of  vital  importance  as  a  part  of 
a  thorough  theological  education,  the  subject  is  pursued 
through  the  entire  three  years'  course. 

Biblical  History  is  studied  by  the  Junior  Class,  with  the 
English  version  of  the  Old  Testament  as  a  text-book  and 
Smith's  Old  Testament  History  as  a  guide,  and  is  taught 
by  lectures  and  constant  references  to  the  typical  and 
preparatory  nature  of  the  Old  Testament.  The  connection 
between  sacred  and  profane  history  is  pointed  out,  and 
attention  given  to  Archeology,  Geography,  and  Chro- 
nology. 

ECCLESIASTICAL    HISTORY— DR,    JONES 

This  subject  is  taken  up  by  the  Middle  Class,  and 
taught  by  lectures,  with  text-books  covering  the  period 
from  Apostolic  times  to  the  Reformation — sixteenth  cen- 
tury. 
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The  Senior  Class  continues  the  subject  from  the  Refor- 
mation to  the  present  time,  devoting  the  second  term  to 
the  history  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  the  U.  S.  A. 

During  each  year  a  carefully  prepared  thesis  having 
for  its  subject  some  leading  personage,  epoch,  or  phase, 
etc.,  from  sacred  history,  is  required  from  each  student. 

ENGLISH    BIBLE— DR.   SHUTE 

One  may  know  a  great  deal  about  the  Bible,  and  yet 
be  unfamiliar  with  the  Book  itself. 

The  design  of  this  course  is  to  secure  to  the  students 
intimate  first-hand  knowledge  of  the  Scriptures. 

To  this  end  the  Bible  itself  is  the  text-book. 

CHRISTIAN    SOCIOLOGY— DR.    McCROREY 

One  hour  per  week  throughout  the  Senior  Year  is  de- 
voted to  the  study  of  Church  and  Social  questions. 

Instruction  is  given  partly  by  the  use  of  text  books  and 
partly  by  lectures;  the  aim  being  to  treat  the  subject  in  a 
practical  manner. 

FORWARD   MISSION   STUDY— DR.  SHUTE 

This  study  is  pursued  once  a  week  throughout  the 
course;  and  its  purpose  is  that  the  students  may  gain  a 
knowledge  of  the  countries  where  missions  are  to  be 
established  and  maintained,  and  of  the  people  of  those 
countries,  their  forms  of  government,  racial  peculiarities, 
religious  beliefs  and  degree  of  intelligence ;  also  their  en- 
vironments, difficulties,  discouragements  and  needs. 

Such  knowledge  broadens  the  vision,  increases  giving, 
and  leads  to  a  higher  life  of  service. 

SUqutrpmrnts  fur  JJrnmDttan  nni  (grabtrattrm 

A  grade  of  sixty-five  per  cent  is  required  in  a  single 
study  for  each  Semester,  and  a  general  yearly  average  of 
seventy-five  per  cent  is  required  for  promotion  and  for 
graduation.  Each  student  attaining  an  average  of  ninety 
per  cent,  for  the  entire  regular  course,  is  granted  the

Period  of  Study — The  regular  course  of  study,  as  in 
other  seminaries  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  covers  a 
period  of  three  years. 

Practical  Work — The  practical  work  of  the  ministry  is 
joined  with  the  work  of  preparation,  as  the  theological 
students  have  opportunities  of  laboring  as  supplies  in  the 
neighboring  churches  during  vacation  and  in  term  time. 

With  the  facilities  at  hand,  special  and  successful  ef- 
forts are  made  to  aid  students  in  obtaining  vacation  em- 
ployment along  the  line  of  their  future  work  as  teachers 
and  preachers  among  the  people. 

Rules  and  Regulations — Except  in  a  few  particulars, 
the  students  of  the  School  of  Theology  are  not  subject  to 
rules  and  regulations  which  govern  those  of  the  other 
schools  of  the  University. 

Rooms — The  rooms  in  McNamee  Hall  are  reserved  for 
candidates  for  the  ministry.  Each  of  the  rooms  is  fur- 
nished with  a  bedstead,  mattress,  pillows,  bureau,  wash- 
stand,  chairs,  looking  glass,  etc.,  and  is  heated  by  steam. 

Expenses — There  is  no  charge  for  tuition  or  room  rent. 

There  is  a  charge  of  ten  dollars  per  month  for  board, 
in  connection  with  the  boarding  department,  where  all 
the  students  living  on  the  grounds  are  required  to  board ; 
the  theological  students,  however,  are  provided  with  sep- 
arate dining-room.  The  fee  of  ten  dollars  per  month 
covers  also  expenses  of  fuel,  light,  and  washing  of  towels 
and  bed-clothing. 

Examinations — The  semi-annual  examination  will  be 
conducted  the  last  week  in  January  and  the  last  week  in 
May.  The  examinations  will  be  oral  and  written.  Each 
student  is  required  to  take  these  examinations,  and  if  by 
sickness  or  aibsence  one  fails  to  take  them,  he  must  submit 
to  an  examination  with  a  corresponding  class  in  a  subse- 
quent year.

Freshman  Class — Fifteen  units  of  secondary  work  are 
required  for  entrance,  without  condition,  into  the  Fresh- 
man class.  Students  presenting  thirteen  units  will  be 
entered  conditionally,  with  the  understanding  that  the 
two  units  lacking  will  be  made  up  by  the  end  of  the  Sopho- 
more year. 

A  unit  in  any  subject  signifies  four  sixty  minute  recita- 
tions per  week  for  a  period  of  thirty-six  weeks  and  repre- 
sents a  year's  study,  constituting  approximately  a  quarter 
of  a  full  year's  work  in  a  secondary  school. 

This  statement  is  designed  to  afford  a  standard  of 
measurement  for  the  work  done  in  secondary  schools.  It 
takes  the  four  year  high  school  course  as  a  basis,  and  as- 
sumes that  the  length  of  the  school  year  is  from  thirty-six 
to  forty  weeks,  that  a  period  is  from  forty  to  sixty  min- 
utes in  length,  and  that  the  study  is  pursued  for  four  or 
five  periods  a  week;  but  under  ordinary  circumstances,  a 
satisfactory  year's  work  in  any  subject  cannot  be  accom- 
plished in  less  than  one  hundred  and  twenty  sixty-minute 
periods  or  their  equivalent.  Schools  organized  for  any 
other  than  a  four  year  basis  can,  nevertheless  estimate 
their  work  in  terms  of  this  unit.

Special  Students — Mature  persons  who  desire  to  pursue 
some  special  subjects,  and  who  have  had  requisite  prelimi- 
nary training  are  allowed  to  enter  the  various  courses  of 
study  in  Biddle  University  without  becoming  candidates 
for  degrees. 

Such  students  are  subject  to  the  same  regulations  re- 
garding attendance  and  examinations  as  candidates  for 
degrees.

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DEPARTMENT   OF    ENGLISH— DR.  JONES 

FRESHMAN  YEAR.  Rhetoric :  A  course  in  oral  and 
written  expression  of  thought  following  the  plan  of  a 
text-book  designed  to  help  Freshmen  adjust  themselves 
to  all  college  work  and  to  realize  that  English  is  an  in- 
tegral part  of  all. 

SOPHOMORE  YEAR.  Rhetoric:  The  principles  of 
argumentation  are  studied  by  text-book  and  exercise. 

JUNIOR  YEAR.  English  Poetry :  A  rapid  reading  of 
some  and  study  of  other  representative  poems. 

The  History  of  English  Literature:  Its  history  and 
significance  for  the  life  of  the  English  speaking  world. 

SENIOR  YEAR.  The  History  of  American  Litera- 
ture :  A  study  of  the  men  and  the  books  that  in  the  earlier 
and  later  times  reflect  the  American  spirit. 

Reading  from  American  Literature :  Themes  on  the 
readings  will  be  required. 

PUBLIC  SPEAKING.  m  Under  this  department  is  the 
supervision  of  the  following  student  literary  exercises : 
Lincoln's  Birthday  Celebration,  the  March  Exhibition  of 
the  Matoon  and  Clarisophic  Societies,  the  Junior  Class 
Orations  preliminary  to  the  Junior  Prize  Contest,  and  the 
Commencement  Week  Literary  Student  Exercises. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  GREEK— DR.  RUSSELL 

Composition  and  Style.  Plato,  Apology  and  Crito. 
Special  attention  is  given  to  word  study,  style  and  form, 
analysis  and  discussion. 

Reading  course.  Stories  from  Herodotus.  Due  consid- 
eration is  given  to  dialect  study,  words  and  analysis. 
There  is  also  discussion  as  to  the  conflict  culminating  in 
the  Greco-Persian  wars. 

Epic  Poetry:  Homer's  Iliad  and  Odyssey — Six  books. 
In  connection  with  these  poems,  special  stress  is  put  on 
the  following:  Peculiarities  of  dialect,  scansion,  myth- 
ology, word  study,  and  the  manner  of  life  and  ethics  in 
the  Homeric  age. 
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Greek  Oratory:  Demosthenes  on  the  Crown.  Gram- 
matical construction  and  technical  terms  are  studied,  to- 
gether with  the  history,  laws  and  politics  of  Athens. 

Greek  Tragedy :  Sophocles'  Electra.  Much  time  is  de- 
voted to  the  Greek  Theatre,  to  style,  to  prosody,  and  to 
general  discussions  of  the  literature  of  the  period. 

Greek  Testament:  Special  study  is  given  to  the  gos- 
pels, including  analysis,  word  study,  rapid  translation, 
and  study  of  modes  and  tenses. 

DEPARTMENT  OF   LATIN— DR.   MARTIN 

FRESHMAN  YEAR :  First  Semester.  Selections  from 
Horace's  Odes  and  Epodes  are  studied.  Attention  is  given 
to  the  principle  meters,  translating  accurately  the  Latin, 
the  study  of  the  numerous  references,  to  the  influence  of 
Horace  upon  English  Literature,  the  purpose  being,  to 
foster  a  love  for  good  literature  as  exemplified  by  this 
Latin  poet.  Special  lectures  are  also  given  on  Roman 
Life,  Art  and  Customs. 

Second  Semester:  Livy,  Books  XXI  and  XXII.  The 
study  of  Roman  prose  style  from  the  viewpoint  of  history 
and  literature.  Ascertaining  the  peculiar  modes  of  ex- 
pression, construction,  rhetorical  skill,  the  readable,  and 
interesting  narrative  of  Livy,  the  historian. 

Options,  First  and  Second  Semesters  for  Freshmen: 
Selections,  Metamorphoses — Ovid,  Satires  and  Epistles — 
Horace,  Germania  and  Agricola — Tactitus. 

SOPHOMORE  YEAR :  First  Semester.  The  Captivity 
and  Trinummus  of  Plautus  are  studied : 

1st.  To  portray  the  moral  lesson  and  pure  sentiments 
as  well  as  instructive  allusions  to  the  manners  and  cus- 
toms of  the  Roman  Comedy  during  the  Plautinian  Age. 

2nd.  To  form  an  acquaintance  with  antique  forms  and 
peculiar  colloquialisms — the  mere  orthographical  varia- 
tions from  the  later  and  riper  Latin — so  as  to  give  a 
keener  zest  and  a  maturer  judgment  to  the  study  of  the 
language  as  a  whole. 

3rd.  To  draw  out  the  vivid  pictures  evidenced  by  the 
author's  intimate  knowledge  of  the  different  strata  of 
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society,  affording  an  agreeable  variety  to  the  study  of  the 
characters  given. 

Second  Semester :  The  Satires  of  Juvenal  are  read  for 
the  information  given  on  social  life  of  Rome  in  his  day, 
and  to  show  to  what  extent  contempt  tinged  with  despair 
about  a  moral  standard  will  lead.  His  short-sighted  pa- 
triotism, causing  him  to  regard  all  foreigners  with  scorn. 
To  illustrate  what  a  man  endowed  with  unusual  gifts, 
both  of  mind  and  heart  and  inspired  by  a  genuine  love  of 
country,  and  earnest  admiration  for  the  simple  manners 
of  the  past  may  attain. 

Options,  First  and  Second  Semester,  for  SoDhomores : 
Sight  Reading,  Letters  of  Pliny,  Adelphoe  or  Phormio — 
Terrence.    M.  Fabius  Quintilianus. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  PH I LOSOPHY— DR.  ANDERSON 

Psychology :  The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  acquaint  the 
student  with  the  fact  of  consciousness,  and  to  instruct 
him  in  the  method  of  study  of  mental  phenomena.  A 
thorough  study  is  given  to  the  self,  its  constitution  and 
analysis;  to  attention,  memory,  imagination,  association, 
habit  and  the  will. 

Logic:  The  course  embraces  a  study  of  the  use  of 
terms,  the  laws  of  the  syllogism,  and  the  methods  of  de- 
ductive and  inductive  reasoning. 

Ethics :  In  the  study  of  Ethics,  thorough  and  compre- 
hensive discussion  is  given  to  conscience,  its  origin  and 
function ;  to  moral  law,  its  meaning,  design,  and  author- 
ity ;  and  to  the  fundamental  moral  ideas  of  good,  duty  and 
virtue,  and  the  order  of  their  development. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  ECONOMICS— PROF.  DOUGLASS 

The  purpose  is  to  acquaint  the  student  with  the  history 
of  economic  development,  especially  the  economic  history 
of  the  United  States.  Attention  is  given  to  a  study  of 
value,  price,  monopolies,  wages,  industrial  organizations, 
and  labor  problems,  especially  the  labor  problem  as  it 
relates  to  the  Negro.  The  work  is  done  by  the  use  oftext- 
relates  to  the  Negro.  The  work  is  done  by  the  use  of  text- 
books, supplemented  by  lectures.  Written  theses  on  as- 
required  for  entrance. 
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DEPARTMENT   OF  SOCIOLOGY— DR.    DAVIS 

This  subject  is  treated  broadly,  but  with  a  careful  sur- 
vey of  the  elementary  laws  of  human  society.  Emphasis 
is  placed  upon  the  practical  phases  of  the  subject,  such  as 
the  study  of  family  organizations,  charities,  pauperism, 
criminology,  and  so-called  solutions  of  social  and  eco- 
nomic difficulties. 

The  subject  will  be  treated  topically,  and  collateral 
reading  will  be  insisted  upon. 

DEPARTMENT    OF    NATURAL    SCIENCE— DR.    DAVIS 

Botany:  The  subject  seeks  to  impart  a  thorough 
knowledge  of  physiology,  morphology  and  ecology  of 
plant  life.  Much  field  work  is  done,  and  each  student  is 
required  to  prepare  an  herbarium  of  fifty  specimens,  and 
to  present  the  same  as  a  condition  of  passing  in  this  sub- 
ject. 

Geology:  This  subject  is  presented  in  two  principal 
phases:  (1)  Dynamic  and  Structural  Geology,  investi- 
gating geological  forces  and  the  work  they  accomplish, 
and  a  study  of  original  and  secondary  rock  structures. 
(2)  Physiographic  and  Historical  Geology,  with  special 
reference  to  the  American  continent  and  the  study  of  the 
evolution  of  land  and  of  life  forms  from  the  oldest  to  the 
most  recent. 

Astronomy:  This  is  mainly  a  course  in  descriptive 
Astronomy.  It  aims  to  impart  a  thorough  knowledge  of 
the  more  important  facts  and  princioles  of  Astronomy, 
and  some  acquaintance  with  the  methods  of  developing 
the  truths  of  the  science. 

Recitations  are  supplemented  by  nightly  studies  of  the 
heavens  and  a  location  of  the  principal  stars  and  constel- 
lations. 

Chemistry :  This  course  covers  the  scope  of  Element- 
ary Chemistry.  The  recitations  are  accompanied  by  lec- 
tures, and  the  principles  illustrated  by  experiments,  which 
the  student  is  required  to  perform,  keeping  notes  of  their 
work.  A  laboratory  fee  of  one  dollar  must  be  paid  for 
material. 

Physics :  The  course  covers  the  fundamental  princi- 
ples of  Physics,  including  mechanics,  properties  of  mat- 
ter, heat  and  electricity,  sound  and  light. 

Much  time  is  devoted  to  the  solving  of  problems  grow- 
ing out  of  the  practical  application  of  the  science. 
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DEPARTMENT   OF    MATHEMATICS—PROF.    DOUGLASS 

Solid  Geometry :  This  course  is  given  in  the  Freshman 
year  and  covers  the  work  usually  found  in  a  good  text- 
book, distinguishing,  however,  between  the  propositions 
that  are  strictly  essential  and  those  that  are  only  supple- 
mentary in  character.  The  mere  memorizing  of  proofs 
is  discouraged  and  exercises  are  assigned  to  train  the  stu- 
dent into  the  habit  of  independent  thought  and  accurate 
reasoning. 

Trigonometry :  Plane  Trigonometry  is  studied  during 
the  Sophomore  year.  The  course  includes  definitions  and 
the  relations  of  the  six  trigonometric  functions  as  ratios, 
general  formulas,  solutions  of  right  and  oblique  triangles, 
using  both  natural  functions  and  logarithms,  inverse 
functions,  radiangraphs  of  various  functions,  and  the 
theory  of  trigonometric  equations. 

Advanced  Algebra:  Under  this  subject  the  following 
topics  will  be  dealt  with :  Synthetic  Division,  New  Sym- 
bols, Algebraic  Symmetry,  Permutations  and  Combina- 
tions, Probability,  Complex  Numbers,  Determinants.  The- 
ory of  Equations  and  the  general  solution  of  Numerical 
Equations. 

Analytical  Geometry :  During  the  first  half  of  the  Jun- 
ior year  a  brief  course  in  Analytical  Geometry  is  given 
which  will  acquaint  the  student  with  those  parts  that  are 
essential  for  the  study  of  Calculus.  It  includes  co-ordin- 
ates and  equations,  the  straight  line,  the  circle,  the  para- 
bola, the  ellipse,  the  hyperbola,  tangents  and  normal  se- 
cants. 

Calculus :  The  latter  half  of  the  Junior  year  is  given  to 
Calculus  and  it  is  treated  under  the  following  heads : 
Functions  and  limits,  Differentiation,  Application,  Inter- 
gration  and  Partial  Derivations. 

DEPARTMENT   OF    HISTORY— DR.    MARTIN 

Junior  Year :  History  of  Western  Europe.  This  course 
aims  to  give  all  the  important  knowledge  of  the  move- 
ments, customs,  institutions  and  achievements  of  West- 
ern Europe  from  the  downfall  of  the  Roman  Empire  to 
our  own  day. 
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Discussions  upon  the  heritage  of  Rome,  migration  of 
the  races,  matters  of  first-rate  importance;  as  Feudalism, 
the  Mediaeval  Church,  the  Renaissance  are  thoroughly  re- 
viewed, and  other  germinal  forces  and  incidents  which 
explain  the  development  of  Modern  Europe,  and  guide  in 
forming  clear  comprehension  of  the  present  European 
states  and  policies.  Important  questions  arising  in  the 
course  of  the  recitations  from  the  text-book  are  always 
supplemented  by  a  full  and  free  discussion. 

Senior  Year:  English  History.  The  purpose  of  this 
course  is  to  study  the  different  phases  and  trace  the  varied 
influences  which  brought  about  the  growth  of  English 
institutions  and  English  civilization,  struggle  for  consti- 
tutional government  against  despotism,  the  extension  of 
the  Empire,  the  diffusion,  development  and  advances 
along  all  lines,  symbolic  of  this  people. 

The  French  Revolution.  A  complete  survey  is  made  of 
the  things  and  occurrences  incident  to  this  terrible  epi- 
sode in  French  History,  in  removing  the  many  absurd  and 
vexatious  laws  and  customs  with  abuses,  tiring  the  whole 
nation,  from  the  king  to  the  peasant,  and  the  substitu- 
tion of  the  modern  and  more  rational  order  for  the  long 
standing  disorder. 

American  History :  A  thorough  study  of  the  facts  and 
forces  underlying  American  institutions,  and  which  have 
formed  the  present  day  conception  of  our  national  devel- 
opment. 

Special  emphasis  is  placed  upon  the  perusal  of  docu- 
ments of  authoritative  source,  such  as  state  papers,  pri- 
vate journals  and  letters,  extracts  from  speeches  and 
writings  of  public  men,  and  newspaper  narrative  and 
comments. 

The  political,  social,  economic  and  sectional  issues  are 
considered.  The  United  States  Constitution,  with  amend- 
ments and  various  Reconstruction  acts  of  Congress  are 
critically  studied  for  the  information  given  concerning 
the  re-adjusted  rights  of  an  emancipated  and  enfran- 
chised race. 
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The  minimum  passing-  grade  in  any  single  study  is  six- 
ty-five. A  general  average  of  seventy-five  is  required  fof 
promotion. 

To  receive  the  degrees,  Bachelor  of  Arts  and  Bachelor 
of  Science,  students  must  complete  one  hundred  and 
twenty  semester  hours  in  addition  to  the  fifteen  units 
required  for  entrance. 

The  semester  hour  consists  of  one  hour  a  week  of  lec- 
ture or  recitation,  or  two  hours  a  week  of  laboratory 
work  through  one  semester.

All  applicants  for  admission  to  the  High  School  must 
be  at  least  fourteen  years  of  age,  and  must  furnish  sat- 
isfactory testimonials  of  good  moral  character. 

First  Year — Applicants  for  admission  to  the  First 
Year  must  have  finished  the  eighth  grade  of  the  Grammar 
School  or  its  equivalent;  and  should  be  prepared  to  pass 
a  creditable  examination  in  English  Grammar  and  Com- 
position, Arithmetic  Geography,  and  American  History. 

Advanced  Standing — Admission  to  classes  higher  than 
the  First  Year  may  be  gained  by  the  applicant's  showing 
ability  to  do  the  work  of  the  class  just  below  the  one  he 
desires  to  enter. 

In  the  event,  however,  the  candidate  admitted  to  a 
class  fails  to  show  ability  to  do  creditably  the  work  of 
said  class,  he  may  be  withdrawn  from  that  class  and 
placed  in  a  lower  class.

The  High  School  gives  thorough  and  systematic  in- 
struction in  the  subjects  required  for  admission  to  stand- 
ard colleges.  Students  completing  this  course,  and  not 
desiring  to  pursue  further  their  studies,  have  a  good 
foundation  for  useful  citizenship. 

Two  courses  are  offered — one  leading  to  the  Classical 
Course  of  the  College,  the  other  to  the  Scientific.  The  Sci- 
entific Course  is  identical  with  the  Classical  in  the  i'irst 
and  the  Second  Year.  In  the  Third  and  in  the  Fourth 
Year  of  the  Scientific  Course  German  is  substituted  for 
Latin  or  Greek.

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ENGLISH— PROF.  DRAYTON 

The  main  objects  of  this  department  are:  (1)  to  give 
the  student  command  of  correct  and  clear  English;  (2) 
to  lead  him  to  an  appreciation  of  the  best  in  literature. 

English  Grammar  is  reviewed.  Constant  attention  is 
given  to  correct  spelling  and  accuracy  in  connection  with 
all  written  work.  Drill  is  given  on  the  use  of  words, 
punctuation,  analysis  of  sentences,  paragraphs,  and  let- 
ter writing. 

Composition  is  based  on  the  student's  personal  experi- 
ence, general  knowledge  and  his  reading  in  literature. 
Teachers  in  all  branches  are  expected  to  exact  of  students 
the  use  of  good  English  in  all  oral  and  written  work. 

First  Year.  English  Grammar  is  reviewed.  Special 
attention  is  given  to  words,  analysis,  punctuation  and 
composition. 

Text-book :  Higher  Lessons  in  English,  Reed  and  Kel- 
logg. 

Second  Year.  Review  of  English  Grammar  is  con- 
tinued with  constant  drill  on  the  structure  of  sentences 
and  paragraphs.     Composition,  one  recitation  a  week. 

For  Study:  Longfellow's  Evangeline,  and  Lowell's 
Vision  of  Sir  Launfal  as  a  basis  for  composition  work. 

For  Reading:  Three  or  four  books  from  a  prescribed 
list  of  about  fifteen  books. 

Text-book :  Higher  Lessons  in  English,  Reed  and  Kel- 
logg. 

Third  Year:  English  Literature,  three  recitations  a 
week.  Composition  one  recitation  a  week.  Emphasis  is 
placed  upon  narrative  and  descriptive  writing  based  upon 
the  student's  experience. 

For  Study:  Scott's  Lady  of  the  Lake,  Shakespeare's 
Merchant  of  Venice,  Goldsmith's  Deserted  Village,  Scott's 
Ivanhoe,  and  Dicken's  A  Tale  of  Two  Cities. 
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For  Reading:  Three  or  four  books  from  a  prescribed 
list  of  eighteen  books. 

Text-book:  A  First  View  of  English  Literature, 
Moody  and  Lovett. 

Fourth  Year:  The  formal  study  of  the  general  prin- 
ciples of  rhetoric  is  taken  up.  The  aim  is  to  train  the 
student  to  write  effectively.  At  least  two  careful  and 
thoughtful  compositions  showing  the  practical  applica- 
tion of  the  principles  of  rhetoric  are  required  for  the 
year. 

For  Study:  Shakespeare's  Macbeth  and  Hamlet, 
Burke's  Speech  on  Conciliation  with  America,  Milton's 
Paradise  Lost,  and  Emerson's  Self  Reliance  and  Friend- 
ship. 

For  Reading:  Four  or  five  books  from  a  prescribed 
list  of  about  twenty  books. 

Text-book:     Composition  and  Rhetoric,  Williams. 


LATIN— PROF.  STINSON  AND   DR.  LONG 

First  Year:  This  course  is  designed  to  give  a  mas- 
tery of  forms  and  elementary  syntax,  along  with  the 
acquiring  of  a  working  vocabulary.  A  thorough  drill 
is  given  in  the  fundamentals.  Method  of  Roman  pro- 
nunciation, quantity  accent,  special  study  of  verb  forms, 
noun  and  verb  construction,  daily  practice  in  writing 
easy  Latin  sentences ;  easy  stories  and  fables  are  read* 

Text-book:     A  First  Book  in  Latin,  Tuell  &  Fowler. 

Second  Year:  Work  in  inflection  and  syntax  is  con- 
tinued with  careful  attention  to  idioms  and  constructions 
both  in  reading  and  in  exercises  in  composition.  Four 
books  Caesar's  Gallic  War  are  read. 

Text-books:  Walker's  Caesar  and  Allen  and  Green- 
ough's  Revised  Latin  Grammar. 

Third  Year:  In  this  course  six  books  of  Virgil's 
Aeneid  are  read  with  daily  practice  in  scanning  during 
the  latter  part  of  the  second  semester.  Exercises  in 
prose  compositions  are  given  weekly  throughout  the  year. 
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Text-books:  Allen  and  Greenough's  Virgil  and  Allen 
and  Greenough's  Revised  Latin  Grammar. 

Fourth  Year :  Six  Oratioss  of  Cicero  (the  four  against 
Cataline,  the  one  for  the  Manilian  Law  and  for  Archias) 
are  read.  Selections  from  Sallust's  Cataline  are  read 
during  the  latter  part  of  the  second  semester. 

Throughout  the  above  described  courses,  thorough 
drills  in  analysis  and  grammatical  constructions  are  given 
daily. 

Text-books:  Cicero,  Nine  Orations,  Harkness,  Kirk- 
land  &  Williams,  and  Allen  and  Greenough's  Revised 
Latin  Grammar. 

GREEK— PROF.    STINSON 

Third  Year:  During  the  entire  year,  special  attention 
is  given  to  the  forms  of  the  language  and  the  study  of 
syntax.  Much  time  is  spent  in  daily  drill  in  oral  and 
written  exercises. 

Text-book:     Beginner's  Greek  Book,  Benner-Smyth. 

Fourth  Year :  The  work  of  this  course  consists  in  read- 
ing of  four  books  of  Xenophon's  Anabasis,  with  careful 
reviews  of  forms  and  syntax. 

Text-books:  Goodwin's  Anabasis  and  Goodwin's 
Greek  Grammar. 

GERMAN— PROF.   SEABROOK 

Elementary  German.  Abundant  drill  is  given  upon 
pronunciation  and  the  rudiments  of  grammar.  Easy  Ger- 
man stories  are  studied ;  and  the  pupil  is  required  to  an- 
swer, in  German,  questions  based  on  them.  Translat- 
ing short  sentences  from  English  into  German,  forms  an 
important  part  of  the  course. 

Text-books:  Wesselhoeft's  Elementary  German  Gram- 
mar; Guerber's  Marchen  and  Erzahlungen. 

NATURAL  SCIENCES— PROF.    LONG 

Physics.  The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  give  a  simple  pre- 
sentation of,  and  a  reasonable  insight  into  some  of  the 
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fundamental  laws,  including  properties  of  matter,  me- 
chanics, heat,  electricity,  light  and  sound.  Following  the 
work  of  the  text-book,  much  time  is  given  to  experimental 
work,  illustrating  principles  considered. 

Text-book:  Elements  of  Physics,  Fisher  and  Patter- 
son. 

Zoology.  The  course  in  this  subject  is  intended  to 
familiarize  the  student  with  the  structure,  physiology, 
and  life-history  of  vertebrates  and  invertebrates,  begin- 
ning with  single-celled  organisms  and  proceeding  to  the 
complex  forms. 

Text-books.    Introduction  to  Zoology,  Davenport. 

Physiography.  This  course  is  designed  to  give  a  prac- 
tical knowledge  of  the  physical  features  of  the  earth,  the 
forces  of  nature  and  their  effect  upon  human  life.  Some 
time  is  given  to  laboratory  work  and  field  trips. 

Text-book:     Tarr's  New  Physical  Geography. 

MATHEMATICS— PROF.  SEABROOK 

Algebra:  The  following  subjects  are  covered:  The 
four  fundamental  operations  for  rational  algebraic  ex- 
pressions, parentheses;  factoring;  determination  of  high- 
est common  factor  and  lowest  common  multiple  by  fac- 
toring, fractions,  including  complex  fractions,  linear 
equations ;  graphical  representations ;  simultaneous  linear 
equations ;  simultaneous  equations  involving  quadratics ; 
equations  simultaneous  equations  involving  quadratics; 
special  products  and  factoring;  exponents,  radicals, 
logarithms,  progressions,  the  binorminal  theorem;  ratio, 
proportion,  and  variation;  and  suuplementary  topics,  in- 
cluding cube  root,  detached  coefficients,  graphical  solu- 
tion of  higher  equations,  indeterminate  forms,  and  deter- 
minants. 

Throughout  the  course  special  emphasis  is  laid  on  the 
solution  of  informational,  geometric,  and  physics  prob- 
lems. 

Text-books :    Well  &  Hart's  New  High  School  Algebra. 
Geometry.    The  five  books  of  Plane  Geometry  are  com- 
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pleted  and  some  time  is  given  to  the  study  of  symmetry, 
maxima,  and  minima.  Great  care  is  given  to  obtain  ac- 
curacy of  statement  and  clearness  of  reasoning  on  the 
part  of  the  pupil.    Originality  is  encouraged. 

Text-book:  Wentworth  &  Smith's  Plane  and  Solid 
Geometry. 

HISTORY— PROF.  SEABROOK 

Ancient  History.  This  course  includes  a  study  of  pre- 
historic man,  the  oriental  peoples,  the  Greeks,  the  Ro- 
mans and  Romanto-Teutonic  Europe  down  to  the  death 
of  Charlemagne,  814  A.  D.  Emphasis  is  laid  on  the  in- 
dustrial and  economic  development  and  the  home  life  of 
the  ancient  world. 

Text-books:  West's  Ancient  World,  Davis'  Readings 
in  Ancient  History. 

MUSIC— DR.  LONG 

The  course  in  vocal  music  is  designed  to  give  a  practi- 
cal knowledge  of  the  fundamental  principles  of  music  as 
an  element  of  liberal  culture. 

Special  drill  is  given  in  tonal  form,  rhythm,  sight  read- 
ing and  expression.  A  period  of  one  hour  per  week 
throughout  the  First,  Second  and  Third  Years  High 
School  is  given  to  this  course.  Smith's  Modern  Music 
Series  is  the  method  used. 

For  advanced  study  in  sight  reading,  expression  and 
ensemble  work,  opportunity  is  given  for  the  practice  in 
the  University  Chorus.  This  organization  includes  the 
chapel  choir  and  the  well  known  "Biddle  University 
Quintette"  that  has  sung  several  consecutive  years  at  the 
General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the 
U.  S.  A. 

Instruction  in  instrumental  music  (piano)  may  be  had 
by  special  arrangement. 

For  drill  in  ensemble  playing  the  University  Orches- 
tra offers  advantages  for  advanced  study  and  practice. 
Rehearsal  periods  are  twice  a  week  for  the  musical  or- 
ganizations. 
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The  grade  requirements  for  promotion  is  the  same  as 
that  of  the  School  of  Arts  and  Sciences — a  general  aver- 
age of  seventy-five  per  cent,  with  a  minimum  of  sixty- 
five  per  cent  in  any  single  study. 

Students  completing  either  course  will  receive  a  cer- 
tificate of  graduation,  which  entitles  them  to  admission 
into  the  Freshman  class.

Superintendent 

All  students  in  the  High  School  are  required  to  take 
some  trade  and  report  twice  a  week  for  work  in  the  In- 
dustrial School.     College  students  may  also  take  trades. 

All  students  in  the  High  School  are  required  to  make 
a  grade  in  their  industrial  work. 

First  and  Second  Year  students  will  rotate  from  shop 
to  shop  by  semesters.  Third  and  Fourth  Year  Students 
will  not  be  allowed  to  rotate. 

Students  spending  two  years  at  some  one  trade  will  be 
given  a  certificate  of  proficiency  upon  the  recommenda- 
tion of  his  teacher. 

At  present  several  trades  are  being  taught:  Carpen- 
try, Printing,  Bricklaying,  Plastering,  Tailoring,  Black- 
smithing,   Broom-making  and   Mattress-making. 

CARPENTRY  AND   MECHANICAL   DRAWING 
Professor  T.  H.  McNeil 

Carpentry  is  taught  in  a  room  which  is  provided  with 
twelve  cabinet  benches,  each  of  which  is  fitted  up  with  a 
set  of  carpenter's  tools. 

Students  are  taught  the  use  and  care  of  these  tools,  the 
principles  of  wood-working — from  drawing  and  models — 
and  have  also  such  practical  instruction  as  can  be  had 
from  improvements  and  repairs  of  the  building  and  fur- 
niture of  the  University. 

Besides  doing  the  necessary  work  of  the  school,  a 
limited  amount  of  work  is  done  for  outside  parties. 
Three  professors'  houses  have  been  built  by  the  students, 
also  a  boiler  house,  and  the  new  Industrial  Building. 

First  and  Second  Year  students  will  do  elementary 
sloyd  work.  Only  simple  tools  will  be  used.  The  models 
to  be  made  will  consist  of  small  box  carts,  toy  furniture, 
match  boxes  and  striker  combined,  whiskbroom  holders, 
etc. 
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Third  and  Fourth  Year  students  will  do  advanced  car- 
pentry, cabinet-making  and  model-making. 

PRINTING 
Professor  William   E.   Hill 

This  office  is  equipped  as  any  regular  printing  estab- 
lishment would  be.  Besides  the  ordinary  office  furni- 
ture it  has  three  printing  presses. 

The  course  of  instruction  in  printing,  as  in  the  other 
branches  of  industry,  covers  a  period  of  four  years.  Dur- 
ing the  first  and  second  years  attention  will  be  given  to 
the  names  and  uses  of  tools  and  materials,  the  lay  of  type 
cases,  the  names  and  styles  of  type,  and  type  composi- 
tion. 

In  the  third  and  fourth  years  instruction  is  given  in 
the  setting  of  jobs,  the  running  of  presses,  the  making 
of  forms,  and  proof  reading. 

In  this  office  the  "Afrieo-American  Presbyterian"  and 
the  "Bid-die  Outlook"  are  set  up  and  printed,  and  job 
work  is  done,  thus  giving  the  students  actual  printing 
office  instruction  and  practice,  both  in  type  setting  and 
press  work.  The  office  is  equipped  for  doing  excellent 
work,  and  the  instruction  is  thorough  and  practical. 

MASONRY   AND   PLASTERING 

These  two  trades  have  been  introduced,  and  instruc- 
tion in  them  is  being  given  daily  with  very  satisfactory 
results.  These  branches  are  putting  a  goodly  number  in 
possession  of  skill  that  will  command  work  and  good 
pay. 

First  and  Second  Year  students  are  taught  the  names, 
use,  and  care  of  tools,  making  and  spreading  of  mortar, 
laying  to  the  line  with  speed,  simple  bonding,  construct- 
ing of  scaffolds,  building  of  piers,  and  brown  and  white 
coating. 

Third  and  Fourth  Year  students  are  taught  raising  of 
corners,  line  work  with  arches,  setting  of  windows  and 
door  frames,  grate  setting,  kalsomining,  sand  finishing, 
and  concreting.     Emphasis  is  placed  on  neatness. 
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TAILORING 

The  room  for  this  branch  of  industry  is  provided  with 
all  the  necessary  facilities  for  teaching  and  learning  this 
important  trade.  Cleaning,  pressing,  hand  and  machine, 
sewing  and  repairing  are  done,  and  the  various  elemen- 
tary principles  of  the  work  are  taught.  The  advanced 
students  are  taught  cutting  and  fitting. 

BLACKSMITHING 

This  division  is  provided  with  necessary  facilities  for 
teaching  banding,  stripping,  twisting,  upsetting,  bolt- 
making,  thread  cutting,  welding,  and  general  tool  mak- 
ing. The  student  gets  a  practical  knowledge  of  black- 
smithing  from  doing  repairs  for  the  University  and  out- 
side parties. 

BROOM  AND   MATTRESS   MAKING 
Professor  M.  S.  Sanders,  B.  S.  M. 

Broom  Making — Each  student  is  given  instruction  in 
this  course  in  the  importance  of  sizing,  color-sizing  and 
grading  broom  corn.  The  student  gets  a  practical  knowl- 
edge of  this  trade,  as  brooms  are  made  and  put  on  the 
market. 

First  and  Second  Year  students  are  taught  separating 
the  insides  from  the  hurl ;  grading  the  hurl  and  insides, 
drying  the  hurl  and  insides,  sewing,  bunching  and  mak- 
ing Numbers  3  and  4  brooms. 

Third  and  Fourth  Year  students  are  taught  advanced 
broom  making;  making  of  toy,  whisk,  and  velvet  cap 
brooms,  buying  material  and  shop  management. 

Mattress-Making. — This  course  covers  two  years.  The 
first  year  student  is  taught  husk  and  straw  mattress- 
making.  The  second  year  the  student  is  taught  cotton, 
hair,  combination  and  roll  edge  mattress-making  and 
sewing.

THE  SCHOOL  YEAR 

The  school  year  begins  the  third  Wednesday  in  Sep- 
tember at  9  o'clock  a.  m.,  and  closes  the  first  Wednesday 
in  June. 

The  school  year  consists  of  one  session  of  thirty-six 
weeks  and  is  divided  into  two  semesters;  the  first  semes- 
ter beginning  with  the  opening  of  the  school,  and  clos- 
ing the  31st  of  January;  the  second  semester  beginning 
February  first  and  closing  with  the  close  of  the  school 
session. 

Students  are  required  to  report  promptly  for  duty  at 
the  opening  of  each  semester. 

Students  desiring  to  enter  should  make  early  applica- 
tion to  the  President. 

EXAMINATIONS 

Regular  examinations  are  held  at  the  close  of  each 
semester.  These  examinations  are  both  oral  and  writ- 
ten and  are  required  of  all  students. 

Students  are  admitted  to  regular  examinations  by 
cards  which  are  granted  after  all  financial  obligations 
with  the  institution  for  the  semester  in  which  the  exami- 
nation is  to  be  taken  have  been  settled. 

THE  HOME  DEPARTMENT 
L.  L.  Spaulding,  A.  M.,  Superintendent 

This  department  includes  the  orderly  keeping  of  the 
grounds,  the  supervision  of  the  dormitories  and  public 
buildings,  and  all  that  pertains  to  the  immediate  man- 
agement of  the  students  as  to  board  and  home  life. 

The  Superintendent  and  his  family  live  among  the 
students,  and  give  to  them  such  care  and  attention  as 
they  would  receive  in  a  well  organized  Christian  home. 

Except  the  day  students,  all  are  required  to  live  in 
this  department. 

EXPENSES 

The  expenses  mentioned  below  include  only  those  items 
for  which  charge  is  made  by  the  Institution.  Books,  sta- 
tionery, etc.,  may  be  purchased  at  the  University  Book 
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Store,  and  will  range  from  $5.00  to  $8.00  per  school  ses- 
sion, depending  upon  the  class  in  which  the  student  is 
enrolled.  Laundry  of  wearing  apparel  and  similar  per- 
sonal expenses  will  range  from  $1.00  to  $2.00  per  month. 

Board  and  Lodging — The  cost  of  board  and  lodging  is 
ten  dollars  per  month  of  four  weeks,  payable  monthly  in 
advance. 

Tuition — Day  students  only  are  charged  tuition,  which 

is  $2.00  per  month  of  four  weeks,  payable  monthly  in 
advance. 

Registration  Fee — A  deposit  of  $1.00  is  required  of 
each  student  upon  entering,  as  a  fee  to  pay  for  injury  to 
furniture,  losses,  breakage,  etc. 

Key  Deposit — Each  student  on  being  assigned  a  room 
is  furnished  with  a  key  for  which  he  is  required  to  de- 
posit 20  cents  with  the  Suuerintendent,  saM  sum  to  be 
returned  on  delivery  of  the  key  at  the  close  of  each  school 
session  or  when  the  student  leaves  the  Institution. 

Graduation  Fee — Students  graduating  from  the  School 
of  Arts  and  Sciences  are  required  to  pay  in  advance  a 
graduating  fee  of  five  dollars.

All  accounts  with  the  Institution  are  due  and  payable 
in  advance.  Boarding  students  are  not  received  for  less 
than  one  month  and  no  deduction  for  absence  can  be  made 
unless  ordered  by  the  faculty.  Any  student  remaining 
in  arrears  to  the  Institution  for  more  than  ten  days  for- 
feits the  privileges  of  the  Institution,  unless  satisfactory 
arrangements  have  been  made  otherwise. 

Wholesome  and  substantial  table  board  is  furnished 
in  the  University  dining  room  to  all  students  except  day 
pupils. 

Two  dormitories,  Carter  Hall  and  McNamee  Hall,  fur- 
nish lodging  to  all  boarding  students.    Rooms  are  steam- 
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heated  and  electric  lighted  and  each  is  furnished  with 
a  bedstead,  mattress  and  two  pillows,  washstand,  two 
chairs,  mirror,  and  towel  and  bed-linen  laundered  by  the 
Institution, 

As  far  as  necessary  rooms  in  McNamee  Hail  are  re- 
served for  theological  students  and  candidates  for  the 
ministry. 

PECUNIARY  AID 

Candidates  for  the  ministry  and  young  men  of  promise 
will  receive  such  aid  as  their  necessities  and  the  resources 
at  command  will  allow.  Friends  in  Scotland  have  estab- 
lished a  fund  of  six  thousand  dollars,  the  interest  of 
which  is  to  be  used  to  aid  young  men  in  preparing  for 
mission  work  in  Africa. 

Should  any  beneficiary  of  these  funds  marry  before 
completing  his  course  of  study,  thereupon  his  ail  will  be 
forfeited;  nor  will  any  one  be  aided  who  uses  tooacco  in 
any  form. 

1.  No  one  under  fourteen  years  of  age  will  be  admit- 
ted to  the  school.  Applicants  who  are  strangers  to  the 
Faculty  must  bring  a  satisfactory  certificate  of  good 
character,  and  steady,  industrious  habits.  Every  student 
by  his  enrollment,  contracts  to  obey  the  regulations  of 
the  University. 

2.  Students  are  at  all  times  expected  to  act  with  re- 
spect and  courtesy  toward  their  instructors  and  fellowT- 
students,  and  observe  cleanliness  and  neatness  in  per- 
son, clothing  and  room. 

3.  Students  are  required  to  attend  chaoel  exercises, 
Sabbath  School,  and  preaching  services  Sabbath  eve- 
nings. Day  students  are  excused  on  Saturdays  and  Sun- 
days. 

4.  Day  students  while  on  the  grounds  are  subject  to 
all  the  rules  of  the  Institution. 

5.  Punctuality  and  diligence  in  regard  to  all  studies 
and  exercises  are  required. 

6.  During  the  time  set  apart  for  study,  students  will 
remain  in  their  rooms  or  in  such  places  as  may  be  desig- 
nated for  study.    Talking,  loud  studying,  or  visiting  from 
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room  during  study  hours,  and  boisterous,  rude  conduct 
in  any  of  the  buildings  at  any  time,  are  prohibited.  All 
students  are  expected  to  be  in  their  rooms  and  quiet  be- 
tween ten  p.  m.  and  six  a.  m. 

7.  Low,  vulgar,  or  profane  language;  the  use  of  ar- 
dent spirits,  wine,  or  beer,  tobacco  in  any  form,  keeping, 
or  handling  of  pistols,  and  all  games  of  chance  are  pro- 
hibited. 

8.  Students  are  forbidden  to  mark  or  deface  in  any 
way  the  building  or  furniture,  or  to  throw  slops,  paper, 
or  anything  that  would  cause  a  nuisance  from  the  win- 
dows or  about  the  grounds.  Any  damage  done  by  wan- 
tonness or  carelessness  must  be  paid  for  by  the  person 
doing  same. 

9.  Students  are  forbidden  to  entertain  other  students, 
their  friends,  or  strangers  in  their  room  over  nieht. 
Students  having  friends  for  whom  they  des;re  either 
meals  or  lodging  will  report  to  the  Superintendent. 

10.  Students  are  forbidden  to  hold  any  public  meet- 
ings on  the  premises  of  the  University,  for  any  purnose 
whatever,  without  special  permission  from  the  President. 

11.  Students  are  forbidden  to  give  entertainments 
of  any  character  or  invite  guests  without  special  permis- 
sion. 

12.  Students  are  allowed  to  attend  the  city  churches 
on  the  Sabbath  between  the  hours  of  10  a.  m.  and  7:30 
p.  m.,  but  no  one  will  be  permitted  to  leave  the  grounds  at 
other  times  without  special  permission,  except  Saturday 
afternoons,  when  general  permission  is  granted  for  shop- 
ping, etc.,  in  the  city. 

13.  A  monitor  will  be  appointed  for  each  floor  or 
bu'lding,  who  shall  reDort  any  neglect  or  disorder. 

14.  Violation  of  the  rules  will  subject  the  offender  to 
discipline. 

15.  The  discipline  is  impartial  and  firm.  Demerited 
students  shall  not  take  part  in  nublic  exercises  unless  re- 
lieved by  special  action  of  the  Faculty.  Should  the  num- 
ber of  demerits  reach  twenty-five  in  any  one  session,  the 
delinquent  is  subject  to  suspension. 

16.  Each  student  on  entering  the  University  is  re- 
qu:red  to  sign  the  following: 
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I,  A.  B.,  now  entering  Biddle  University  as  a  student, 
do  solemnly  promise  to  obey  all  the  rules  and  regulations 
for  the  government  of  students,  as  long  as  I  remain  a 
student.  (Signed)     A.  B. 

In  order  to  preserve  health,  cultivate  manual  skill,  de- 
velop taste,  and  at  the  same  time  keep  the  buildings  in 
order,  and  improve  and  beautify  the  grounds,  all  students 
are  expected  to  work.

The  faculty  maintains  supervision  over  the 
athletics  in  order  that  it  may  be  assured  that  the  various 
sports  are  conducted  on  a  high  and  clean  basis,  and  that 
they  are  not  indulged  in  to  the  extent  that  studies  or  j 
duties  are  neglected. 

The  Athletic  Association,  under  the  direction  of 
which  the  games  of  baseball,  football,  basketball,  and 
tennis  are  played,  is  a  member  of  the  North  Carolina 
Inter-Collegiate  Athletic  Association,  an  organization 
that  has  done  much  to  establish  and  maintain  a  high 
standard  in  college  athletics.  Any  student  may  become  a 
member  of  the  Biddle  University  Athletic  Association  by 
paying  the  annual  fee  of  fifty  cents.

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There  are  four  flourishing  literary  societies — the  Mat- 
toon,  the  Clarisophic,  the  Johnson,  and  the  Douglass.  The 
exercises  consist  of  composition,  discussion  and  debate. 
These  societies  also  have  school  courts  connected  with 
them,  are  governed  by  laws  enacted  by  their  members, 
and  are  presided  over  by  officers  elected  from  the  mem- 
bers. Every  student  is  required  to  become  a  member 
of  one  of  these  societies,  and  to  attend  upon  the  exer- 
cises.   The  whole  is  under  the  supervision  of  the  Faculty. 

There  are  also  three  reading  circles — the  Non  Forma, 
the  Literary  Research,  and  the  Olympia.  These  circles 
aim  to  keep  pace  with  current  events  and  opinions,  to 
stimulate  and  develop  literary  taste  and  refinement,  and 
to  familiarize  the  members  with  the  works  of  standard 
authors. 

CARNEGIE   LIBRARY 

There  are  about  ten  thousand  volumes  now  on  the 
shelves  of  the  library,  and  this  number  is  being  raoidly 
increased  by  purchase  and  by  the  gift  of  generous  friends. 

In  the  spacious  reading  room  are  found  a  set  of  the 
New  International  Encyclopedia  and  Webster's  New  In- 
ternational Dictionary.  Here  also  is  a  large  number  of 
newspapers,  secular  and  religious,  and  many  of  the  best 
magazines  in  the  country. 

Utmost  care  was  exercised  in  the  selection,  arrange- 
ment, and  classification  of  the  books  of  the  library,  which 
is  operated  according  to  the  latest  method  of  library 
management. 

The  library  is  open  dailv  except  Sunday,  and  students 
of  all  departments  are  allowed  to  borrow  books  under 
special  regulations. 

In  addition  to  the  stack  and  reading-rooms,  the  library 
building  affords  space  for  store-rooms,  a  book  room,  and 
a  large  and  well-lighted  and  thoroughly  furnished  Y.  M. 
C.  A.  Hall. 

The  facilities  for  lighting  and  heating  this  building,  in 
fact,  the  entire  equipment  is  strictly  modern.

3.  On  completing  the  regular  prescribed  course  in  the 
School  of  Theology,  with  a  general  average  of  ninety  per 
cent  or  more,  each  candidate  may  receive  the  degree  of 
S.  T.  B. 

4.  It  being  inexpedient,  Biddle  University  will  not 
grant  the  same  degree  as  honorary  as  it  grants  in  the 
regular  course  on  examination. 

5.  In  every  case  the  reason  for  bestowing  an  honorary 
degree  shall  be  openly  avowed  and  publicly  stated  in  con- 
nection with  the  commencement  program. 

6.  The  Master's  Degree  will  not  be  granted  exceut  for 
post  graduate  study  of  at  least  one  year's  duration,  tested 
by  adequate  examinations  in  the  prescribed  course. 

7.  The  minimum  requirement  for  the  degree  of  Doc- 
tor of  Philosophy,  Doctor  of  Science,  and  Doctor  of  Peda- 
gogy, shall  be  as  follows : 

(a)  The  possession  of  a  bachelor's  degree,  or  its 
equivalent. 

(b)  The  completion  of  two  years  of  post  graduate 
study ;  not  more  than  one  year,  however,  of  actual  resi- 
dence in  the  Institution  shall  be  required,  but  that  must 
be  the  final  year.    Matter  of  residence  may  be  waived. 

(c)  Adequate  examinations — one  at  the  close  of  each 
scholastic  year — and  thesis  embodying  the  result  of 
original  research  at  the  close  of  the  second  year,  the 
thesis  to  bear  the  written  acceptance  of  the  professor  in 
charge  of  the  major  subject,  accompanied  by  a  short 
biography  of  the  candidate.
